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Mrs  Thatcher  risked  a 
new  crisis  in  Britain’s 
relationship  with  the 
EEC  yesterday  by  set- 
ting her  face  implacably 
against  moves  towards 
political  and  economic 
union. 

Speaking  here  on  the 
doorstep  of  the  European 
Commission,  the  Prime 
Minister  warned  against 
the  “folly**  of  trying  to  fit 
independent  nation  states 
into  “some  sort  of 
Identikit  European  per- 
sonality”. 

Instead,  she  mapped  out  her 
own  enterprise-led  agenda  for 
the  Community  centred  on- 
free  trade,  a bigger  contribu- 
tion to  Western  security,  a

.Mrs  Thatcher  denied  that 
sh&  was  dreaming:  of  some 
cosy  utofeted  existence  on  the 
fringes  of  the  Community. 
Britain’s'  destiny  lay  in 
Europe,  as  part  of  the  EEC, 
though  not  exclusively  so. 

She  said;  “To  try  to  sup- 
press nationhood  and  con- 
centrate power  at  the  centre  of 
a European  - conglomerate 
would  be  highly  damaging  and 
would  jeopardise  the  objec- 
tives we  seek  to  achieve. 
Europe  would  be  stronger 
precisely  because  it  has  France 
as  Fiance,  Spain  as  Spain, 
Britain  as  Britain,  each  with 
its  own  customs,  traditions 
and  identity. 

“It  would  be  folly  to  try  to 
fit  them  into  some  sort  of 
Identikit  European  person- 
ality.” 

The  united  slates  of  Europe 
was  out  of  the  question 
because  the  people  owed  alle- 
giance to  their  own  nation 
states  not  some  wider  entity. 

Mrs  Thatcher  said  she 
wanted  the  countries  of 
Europe  to  try  to  speak  with  a 
single  voice  on  the  great  issues 


of  the  day  such  as  trade, 
defence  and  foreign  affairs. 

“But  working  more  closely 
together  does  not  require 
power  to  be  centralized  in 
Brussels  or  decisions  to  be 
taken  by  an  appointed 
bureaucracy. 

“Indeed,  it  is  ironic  that  just 
when  those  countries  such  as 
the  Soviet  Union,  which  have 
tried  to  run  everything  from 
the  centre,  are  learning  that 
success  depends  on  disbursing 
power  and  decisions  away 
from  the  centre,  some  in  the 
Community  seem  to  want  to 
move  in  the  opposite 
direction. 

“We  have  not  successfully 
rolled  back  the  frontiers  of  the 
state  in  Britain  only  to  see 
them  reimposed  ata  European 
level  with  a European 
superstate  exercising  a new 
dominance  from  Brussels. 

“Certainly,  we  want  to  see 
Europe  more  united  and  with 
a greater  sense  of  common 
purpose  but  it  must  be  in  a 
way  which  preserves  the  dif- 
ferent traditions,  parliamen- 
tary powers  and  sense  of 
national  pride  in  one’s  own 
country. 

Mrs  Thatchers  chief  target, 
though  she  mentioned  no  one 
by  name,  was  M Jacques 
Delors,  the  President  of  the 
European  Commission,  who 
has  predicted  that  power  will 
gradually  pass  from  national 
parliaments  to  European  in- 
stitutions and  who  is  the 
driving  forte  behind  moves  to 
harmonize  fiscal  and  trade 
union  legislation. 

But  her  fierce  insistence  on 
a Thatcherite  future  for 
Europe  will  be  regarded  with 
varying  degrees  of  dismay 
throughout  continental  cap- 
itals, particularly  Athens,  Ma-. 
drid  and  Paris  where  socialist 
administrations  are  in  power. 

Mrs  Thatcher  at  the  begin- 
ning of  a four-day  tour  of 
Europe,  was  addressing  a 
distinguished  audience  of 
European  academics,  officials 
and  politicians. 

On  the  economic  front  Mrs 
Thatcher  said  she  wanted  a 
Europe  “open  to  enterprise”, 
which  she  regarded  as  the 
thinking  that  lay  behind  1992 
and  the  advent  of  the  single 
European  market.  “That

Hurd  declares 
war  against 
racketeers 
who  back  IRA

The  Government  yesterday 
declared  an  all-out  offensive 
against  the  paymasters  of  the 
IRA  by  unveiling  tough  new 
measures  against  the  Mafia- 
style  rackets  which  raise  mil- 
lions for  weapons,  ammun- 
ition and  bombs. 

Radical  new  laws  are  to  be 
pot  through  the  coming  ses- 
sion of  Parliament  to  choke 
off  the  millions  of  pounds  of 
terrorist  funding  which  flow  in 
from  legitimate  businesses, 
ranging  Bom  hotels  and  pubs 
to  taxi  firms  and  estate  agents. 

Introducing  the  new  mea- 
sures in  a speech  to  the  annual 
conference  in  Blackpool  of  the 
Police  Superintendents'  Ass- 
ociation, Mr  Douglas  Hurd, 
the  Home  Secretary,  said  the 
IRA  is  believed  to  make  up  to 
£4  million  a year  from  rackets 
like  the  sale  of  black  market 
tax  exemption  vouchers,  tak- 
ing several  pence  from  every 
pint  of  beer  sold  in  Catholic 
clubs  and  bars,  and  “dona- 
tions” from  workers  on  build- 
ing sites  in  Ulster  and  on 
mainland  Britain. 

The  new  law  will  allow  the 
police  to  investigate  and 
freeze  bank  accounts  through 
which  IRA  funds  are  held  and 
banks  and  building  societies 
will  have  to  alert  police  to 
suspicious  customers. 

The  key  to  the  measures  will 
be  a new  offence  of  handling 
money  for  a terrorist  organiza- 
tion. Anyone  charged  with  it 
will  have  assets  frozen  by  the 
court  and,  if  convicted,  will 
have  them  seized. 

The  measures  are  to  be 
included  in  the  new  Preven- 
tion of  Terrorism  BiU  already 
planned  for  the  coming  ses- 
sion and  needed  to  renew  the 
Government's  existing  powers 
to  detain  suspected  terrorists 


without  charge  and  exclude 
known  terrorists  from  the  UK. 

By  doing  so  the  Govern- 
ment has  put  the  Labour  Party 
in  an  embarrassing  position.  It 
is  already  opposed  to  the 
renewal  of  the  Prevention  of 
Terrorism  Act. 

Last  night  Mr  Roy 
Hatlersley,  the  shadow  home

secretary,  said  the  opposition 
supported  the  measures  an- 
nounced by  Mr  Hurd  but  he 
said  that  none  of  them  re- 
quired a Prevention  ofTenor- 
ism  Act  and  could  have  been 
introduced  by  other  means. 

He  said  that  Labour  contin- 
ued to  oppose  the  Act  because 
it  had  little  effect  on  prevent- 
ing terrorism  and,  because  it 
was  seen  as  an  overtly  anti- 
Irish  measure,  it  created  sym- 
pathy for  the  IRA  where  none 
would  otherwise  exisL 

Mr  Hurd  said  that  in  the 
knowledge  of  the  latest  out- 
rages “no  democrat  with  any 
grip  on  reality"  could  sensibly 
oppose  a Prevention  of  Ter- 
rorism Acl 

But  Mr  Hattersley  angrily 
hit  back,  saying  he  was  not 
taking  lectures  from  the  Home 
Secretary  on  preventing  ter- 
rorism when  it  was  his  govern- 
ment that  gave  free  passage  to 
the  killers  of  WPC  Yvonne 
Fletcher. 

The  new  measures  are 
broadly  similiar  to  drug  leg- 
islation which  has  resulted  in 
£10  million  of  assets  being 
frozen  and  £2  million  of  assets 
seized  in  this  country  since 
early  last  year. 

The  difference  between  the 
drugs  legislation  and  the  new

Hattersley  says  Labour

The  Labour  Party  yesterday 
gave  its  firmest  commitment 
yet  to  the  abolition  of  the 
House  of  Lords. 

Mr  Roy  Hattersley,  the 
deputy  leader,  said  that  ways 
of  abolishing  the  Lords  and  a 
decision  on  whether  it  should 
be  replaced  by  a form  of 
elected  chamber,  were  to  form 
a key  part  in  the  second  phase 
of  Labour’s  policy  review. 

He  told  a party  meeting  in 
Dartford,  Kent,  that  the  action 
of  the  Lords  in  backing  the 
Government  over  the  aboli- 
tion of  the  Inner  London 
Education  Authority  and  the 
introduction  of  the  poll  lax 
had  demonstrated  the  basic 
unacceplabilily  of  an  un- 
elected second  chamber. 

They  had  seen  the  “naked 
operation”  of  the  Conser- 
vative Party’s  inbuilt  majority 
in  one  House  of  Parliament 


Such  an  inbuilt  majority  could 
not  be  allowed  to  continue  in  a 
democracy,  a second  House 
composed  of  hereditary  peers 
and  political  nominees  was  an 
anachronism. 

Mr  Hatteraley’s  pledge  to 
abolish  the  Lords  was  prob- 
ably the  strongest  ever  given 
by  such  a senior  Labour  figure. 

Historically,  the  abolition  of 
the  Lords  has  been  an  issue  of 
internal  controversy.  MrTony 
Benn  has  always  accused  Mr 
James  Callaghan,  then  prime 
minister,  of  omitting  it  at  the 
last  moment  from  the  1979 
general  election  manifesto.  It 
appeared  in  the  1983  mani- 
festo, along  with  many  other 
cherished  left-wing  commit- 
ments, but  was  left  out  last 
year  on  priority  grounds. 

However,  past  declarations 
on  abolition  have  failed  to 
deal  with  the  consequences  of 
such  action,  whether  there 


should  be  a successor  chamber 
and,  if  so.  how  transition  from 
one  to  the  other  will  be 
organized. 

It  is  those  questions  which 
will  be  considered  by  the  dem- 
ocracy policy  review  group, 
chaired  by  Mr  Hattersley, 
making  the  abolition  of  the 
Lords,  therefore,  an  im- 
portant feature  of  Labour’s 
new  policy  stance. 

Mr  Hattersley  said  that  the 
group  would  have  to  consider 
whether  a second  chamber 
was  necessary.  The  popular 
argument  that  it  deterred  the 
Commons  from  excesses  was 
not  supported  by  the  evidence 
of  the  past  eight  years. 

In  considering  what  form  a 
second  chamber  might  con- 
stitute; it  was  difficult  to 
imagine  the  advantages  which 
would  result  from  nominees 
who  reflected  the  political 
composition  of  the  Commons. 


Building  societies 
lift  rate  to  12.75%

The  leading  building  societies 
announced  yesterday  that 
mortgage  rates  would  rise 
from  11.5  to  12.75  per  cent 
from  October  I. 

The  move,  which  will  add 
£19.40  to  net  monthly  repay- 
ments on  a £30,000  mortgage 
and  £47.60  on  a £60,000 
mortgage,  followed  the  release 
of  money  supply  figures 

These  showed  a sharp  but 
largely  unexplained  slowdown 
in  bank  lending  last  month, 
raising  City  hopes  that  a 
timber  increase  in  base  rates 
can  be  avoided. 

The  building  societies,  led 
by  the  Halifax,  set  their  mort- 
gage rates  in  the  belief  that 


base  rates  would  remain  at  12 
per  cent,  although  the  Chan- 
cellor, Mr  Nigel  Lawson,  gave 
warning  not  to  read  too  much 
into  one  month’s  figures. 

Mr  John  Smith,  the  Shadow 
Chancellor,  said;  “These 
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mortgage  rises  will  be  a sub- 
stantial increase  in  the  cost  of 
living  for  many  families  who 
thought  they  might  be  a little 
better  off  after  the  Budget.” 

The  mortgage  rate  set  by  the 
Halifax  and  other  leading' 
societies  was  matched  by  the 
National  Westminster  Bank. 


Mobs  on  rampage 
after  Haiti  coup

Security  forces  in  Haiti  yes- 
terday mutinied  against  com- 
manders at-army  barracks  and 
police  stations  around  the 
capital  and  joined  vengeful 
mobs  in  hunting  down  and 
killing  former  members  of  the 
Tontons  Macoutes,  the  dis- 
banded secret  police  of  the 
Du  valier  diclatorshi  p. 

At  least  seven  hacked  and 
bullet-riddled  bodies,  some  of 
them  burnt,  littered  the  streets 
of  the  Caribbean  port  city  as 
dawn  rose  yesterday.  There 
were  also  reports  of  soldiers 
arresting  people  then  handing 
them  over  to  mobs  to  be 
brutally  killed. 

President  Avnl,  the  lieuten- 
ant-general who  seized  power 
at  the  weekend,  appealed  for 


unity  in  a speech  from  the 
steps  of  the  National  Palace 
after  appointing  a new  armed 
forces  chief. 

Many  members  of  the 
Tontons  Macoutes  (Creole  for 
bogeymen)  were  integrated 
into  the  Array  after  the  Du- 
valier  dynasty  collapsed  in 
February,  1986.  But  resentful 
professional  soldiers  who 
backed  the  coup  called  for  the 
elimination  of  the  Macoutes, 
as  well  as  officers  loyal  to  the 
Duvaiiers  and  the  deposed 
President,  Lieutenant-General 
Henri  Nampby. 

By  mid-morning  yesterday, 
troops  had  begun  to  disperse 
angry  mobs

IRA  terrorists  ‘not  identified9 


A series  of  mistakes  made  by 
Gibraltar  police  officers  on  the 
day  three  IRA  terrorists  were 
shot  was  described  to  the 
inquest  into  their  deaths 
yesterday. 

Two  members  of  the  police 
surveillance  team  related  how 
they  failed  to  identify  one  of 
the  terrorists,  Sean  Savage;  as 
be  entered  Gibraltar  and  even 
when  he  parked  his  car  in  the 
area  where  they  were  expect- 
ing a bomb  to  be  left 

A senior  inspector  who  set 
off  a police  car  siren  within 
1 00  yards  of  the  IRA  gang  told 
the  inquest  that  he  was  un- 
aware of  any  counter-terrorist 
operation  that  day. 

The  mistake  meant  plans  to 
arrest  the  terrorists,  firstly  at 
the  border  and  then  in  the  area 
of  the  suspected  car  bomb, 
had  to  be  abandoned.  Several 
witnesses  have  said  that  the 


From  Tony  Da  we,  Gibraltar 
siren  alerted  the  terrorists 

Det  Constable  Charles 
Huart  said  that  he  spent  more 
than  seven  hours  on  the 
Spanish  side  of  the  border 
keeping  observation  for  the 
three  terrorists,  Mairead  Far- 
rell Daniel  McCann  and  Sav- 
age. but  recognized  no  one. 

However,  he  disclosed  that 
he  had  been  shut  in  a com- 
puter room  and  had  to  rely  on 
the  Spanish  police  flashing 
passport  pictures  on  a screen 

He  said  that  they  had 
concentrated  on  cars  carrying 
two  men  and  a woman.  How- 
ever, it  was  known  later  that 
Savage  had  driven  in  alone 
using  a false  Irish  passport  in 
the  name  of  Brendan  Coyne. 

Mr  Patrick  McGrory, 
representing  the  families  of 
the  terrorists,  told  the  detec- 
tive: “So  we  have  Spanish 
police  very  much  on  the  alert 


for  a man  carrying  an  Irish 
passport  in  the  name  of  Coyne 
and  the  Gibraltar  authorities 
very  much  on  the  alert  for  a 
man  canyingan  Irish  passport 
in  the  name  of  Coyne  and 
both  missed  him”  Det  Con- 
stable Huart  replied:  “This  is 
what  you  are  saying”. 

Savage  parked  his  car  at 
12.30pm  near  Ince's  Hall, 
where  the  band  and  guard  of 
the  Royal  Anglian  Regiment 
assembled  every  Tuesday 

However.  Police  Constable 
Albert  Viagas,  who  was  on 
duty  there  with  two  members 
of  the  security  services,  said 
yesterday  that  none  of  them 
were  sure  the  man  was  Savage. 

Savage  was  positively 
identified  about  two  hours 
later  but  the  delay  damaged

Sir  Robin  Butler,  head  of  the  home  Civil 
Service,  yesterday  said  the  Civil  Service 
could  not  be  run  as  a company  subject  to 
the  disciplines  of  the  commercial  market 
because  of  the  major  differeccies  be- 
tween government  service  and  business. 

In  his  first  major  speech  since  his 
appointment  earlier  this  year.  Sir  Robin 
told  the  Institute  of  Personnel  Manage- 
ment that  while  some  activities  carried 
out  within  the  Government  can  be 
subject  to  market  pressures,  there  were 
still  large  areas  which  could  not 
“Under  this  Government,  the  applica- 
tion of  competition  and  of  market 
discipline  has  been  greatly  extended.  But 
there  remain  large  areas  of  government 
activity  which  cannot  be  made  subject  to 
a commercial  regime.” 


In  a robust  defence  of  the  traditional 
values  of  the  Civil  Service,  such  as  the 
high  standards  of  integrity,  impartiality 
and  competence  often  taken  for  granted. 
Sir  Robin  pointed  out  that  the  analogy 
between  government  service  and  busi- 
ness was  bound  to  have  its  limitations. 

Civil  Servants  were  accountable  to 
Ministers  in  a manner  unheard  of  in 
business.  “What  individual  case  of  the 
treatment  of  the  customer  of  a super- 
market could  be  pursued  in  the  way  that 
the  treatment  of  a claimant  in  a social 
security  office  can  be  raised  by  his  MP  in 
Parliament?”  he  asked.  . 

However,  he  accepted  that  manage- 
ment of  lhe  Civil  Service  requires  more 
than  preserving  assets.  It  was  absolutely 
vital  to  keep  abreast  and  ahead  of 
changes. 

There  were  obvious  advantages  to 


achieve  this  goal  in  using  commercial 
discipline  to  provide  the  common 
language  of  profit  and  loss  in  which 
performance  can  be  measured  and 
against  which  it  can  be  tested. 

But  because  profit  and  loss  could  not 
be  the  final  work  in  measuring  perfor- 
mance the  Gvil  Service  had  invested 
time  and  effort  in  producing  other 
mechanisms  in  evaluating  performance; 

In  a dear  and  unequivocal  denunci- 
ation of  staff  who  leak  sensitive  docu- 
ments to  the  public  Sir  Robin  said  the 
unusual  framework  in  which  Civil 
Servants  worked  created  difficulties  not 
present  in  commercial  life 
“They  have  an  obligation  not  to  enter 
the  political  arena  by  indiscretion  Or 
betrayal  of  confidence.”

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Call  to  cut  radon 
gas  limits  by  half 

The  maximum  levels  of  cancer-causiag  radon  gas  pennitted 
m homes  should  be  cut  by  half;  the  Institution  of 
Environmental  Health  Officers  is  to  tell  the  Government. 

This  follows  last  week's  preliminary  .results  from  a 
national  survey  into  radon  levels,  which  showed  that 
thousands  of  houses  outside  the  well-known  high-radon 
areas  of  Devon  and  Cornwall  may  need  urgent  treatment. 

Radon  is  an  invisible  radioactive  gas  that  seeps  ont  of  the 
Earth's  crust  to  build  up  in  houses  built  over  certain  types  of 
rock,  particularly  granite.  The  institution  says  the  present 
maximum  level  constitutes  a cancer  risk  considerably  higher 
than  that  pennitted  for  radiation  workers. 

• About  500  rubbish  tips  in  England  and  Wales  pose  a 
hazard  to  public  health  and  property  from  methane  and 
carbon  dioxide  emissions,  Mr  Richard  Hawkins,  a banister 
and  chairman  of  the  Road  Haulage  Association  environ- 
mental and  waste  management  functional  group,  said 
yesterday.  He  told  a conference  in  London,  organized  by 
Industry  and  Environment  Associates,  that  it  could  cost 
£325  million  to  make  them  safe. 

Pension  rise  demand 

The  elderly  staged  a nationwide  offensive  yesterday  to  fight 
for  substantial  increases  in  pensions  and  state  benefits. 
Local  MPs  will  be  urged  to  support  immediate  implementa- 
tion of£J4-a-week  increases  in  pensions  for  married  couples 
and  £9  for  single  people.  Then  it  is  proposed  to  force  through 
legislation  which  will  guarantee  £100  a week  for  couples 
instead  of  the  present  £65.90  and  £70  to  replace  the  £41.15 
now  paid  to  single  people.  The  move  was  supported 
unanimously  at  the  annual  conference  in  Manchester  of  the 
National  Pensions  Convention. 

Fumes  killed  four 

Three  children  and  a teenage  mother  choked  to  death  on 
fumes  from  foam-filled  furniture  when  fire  destroyed  their 
home  last  June,  a coroner  was  told  yesterday.  The  fire  was 
almost  certainly  started  by  an  ember  from  a cigarette  being 
smoked  by  David  Petersen,  aged  4&  the  inquest  in  Truro. 
Cornwall,  was  told.  Mr  Petersen,  bis  wife,  Daphne,  and 
their  son,  Carl,  escaped  from  their  home  in  Falmouth, 
Cornwall,  but  their  two  sons,  Daniel  and  Matthew,  their 
daughter,  A dele,  aged  19,  and  her  daughter,  Kelly-Marie, 
aged  18  months,  all  died. 

Mr  Edward  Carlyon,  the  coroner,  recorded  verdicts  of 
accidental  death  on  all  four. 

BA  takes  off  for  Iran 

British  Airways  is  to  begin  flying  to  Tehran  for  the  first  time 
in  more  than  three  years  after  the  ceasefire  in  the  Gulf  war.  It 
is  also  reopening  services  to  Baghdad  as  part  of  the  gradual 
return  to  normality.  This  will  help  British  businessmen 
hoping  to  take  advantage  of  the  expected  growth  in  trade 
which  will  follow  any  lasting  peace.  The  Foreign  Office  has 
been  in  discussion  with  British  Airways  for  some  time  about 
the  resumption  of  air  services.  The  Baghdad  route  is  due  to 
reopen  on  November  2 with  a twice  weekly  Tri-star  service 
via  Cairo.  The  Tehran  service  will  reopen  — provided 
negotiations  can  be  completed  in  time  — on  December  15 
via  Lamaca  in  Cyprus. 

Inquest  on  jockey 

A promising  jockey  was  burnt  to  death  after  his  car  crashed 
into  a tree  and  exploded,  an  inquest  at  Newbury,  Berkshire, 
was  told  yesterday.  Paul  Croucher,  of  Lambourn,  who  had 
drunk  nearly  twice  the  legal  limit  of  alcohol  died  at  the  end 
of  a long  day  that  had  included  a dawn  start,  a 300-mile 
drive,  a horse  race  and  a late-night  meal  with  friends  at  a 
Cbaddleworth  public  house,  Mr  Charles  Hoile,  the  West 
Berkshire  coroner,  was  told.  A verdict  of  accidental  death 
was  recorded. 


Extortion  rackets  widespread  in  Ulster

The  income  of  the  ERA  and  various 
Protestant  paramilitary  organizations 
from  racketeering  and  smuggling 
could  be  as  high  as  £10  million  a year, 
according  to  security  sources  in 
Northern  Ireland.  Last  year  police 
investigated  more  than  40  separate 
rackets  and  official  sources  believe 
this  to  be  only  a fraction  of  the  true 
problem. 

The  IRA  is  said  to  have  an  income 
of  between  £4  million  and  £15  mil- 
lion. Last  year  Customs*  officials  in 
the  Republic  said  the  IRA  had  raised 
£1  million  alone  from  the  distillation 
and  smuggling  of  fake  vodka  — more 
than  2 per  cent  of  the  total  official 
sales  of  vodka. 

The  IRA  is  also  understood  to 
demand  a percentage  of  all  profit 
made  by  non-terrorist  smugglers  who 
make  up  to  £100  million  a year  from 
illegal  cross-border  trade, , according  to 
the  Ministry  of  Finance  in  Dublin.

The  paramilitary  Ulster  Defence

Several  have  com- 
plained that  they  have  been  tele- 
phoned with  demands  based  on 
tenders  which  are  still  supposed  to  be

One  small  builder  who  specializes 
in  laying  tarmac  on  the  drives  of 
private  houses  told  The  Times  that  be 
paid  £20,000  a year  in  protection 
money  out  of  an  annual  turnover  of

Police  sources  hope  the  new  law  will 
obviate  fee  need  for  witnesses.  At 
present,  police  say  they  are  inhibited 
by  the  Bankers’  Evidence  Act  1879. 
Recently  they  tried  to  investigate  one 
bank  account  — and  even  got  the 
permission  of  one  of  the  account 
holders  — but  fee  bank  involved 
refused  access. 

In  an  attempt  to  circumvent  this, 
police  have  more  recently  been  in 
contact,  through  fee  Confederation  of 
British  Industry  and  the  local  cham- 
bers of  commerce,  with  businessmen. 
The  RUC  is  asking  them  to  pass  on 
evidence  of  blackmail  and  extortion, 
even  if  they  feel  unable  to  appear  in 
court. 


Court  orders 
on  violence 
take  effect

The  Government's  campaign 
to  make  violent  offenders 
compensate  their  victims 
began  to  take  effect  yesterday. 

Just  24  hours  after  the 
Home  Office  issued  courts 
with  a list  of  sums  they  might 
consider  ordering  offenders  to 
pay  victims,  a boy  aged  16  was 
awarded  £500  for  a broken 
nose  at  Teesside  Grown  Court 
and  a youth  of  17  was  awarded 
£400  for  a similar  injury. 

Christopher  ShellhaU,  of 
Skelton,  Cleveland,  was 
headbutted  by  Gary  Mago, 
_?d  19,  a process  worker 
from  Guisborough, 
Cleveland. 

Richard  Nesham,  aged  17, 
of  Osmotheriey,  North  York- 
shire, was  headbutted  by 
Shaun  Watson,  aged  21,  a 
bricklayer,  of  Brompton-on- 
Swale,  who  had  convictions 
for  football  violence  and 
participating  in  a riot  at  a 
public  house.  Watson  was  also 
ordered  to  pay  £200  of  his 
prosecution  costs  and  was 
given  a nine-month  sus- 
pended jail  sentence. 

Mago  was  given  a year’s 
conditional  discharge.  Both 
men  admiited  assault. 

In  another  case,  heard  at 
Highbury  Magistrates'  Court, 
north  London,  a painter  and 


decorator  who  punched  a 
police  officer  in  the  face  was 
ordered  to  pay  'him  £95 
compensation. 

Charles  Rogers,  aged  21,  of 
Holloway,  north  London,  was 
also  sentenced  to  three 
months'  imprisonment,  sus- 
pended for  two  years,  for 
assaulting  PC  Mark  Anderson. 
He  had  denied  assault. 

Mr  David  Barr,  the  stipen- 
diary magistrate,  said  he  had 
always  awarded  compensation 
to  victims  at  his  court. 

Many  more  compensation 
orders  are  expected  to  be 
made  in  the  wake  of  the  new 
Home  Office  guidelines. 

Suggesting  a range  of  sums 
from  £50  for  a graze  to  more 
than  £8,000  for  a severe  fecial 
scar,  the  Home  Office  has  told 
courts  that  they  must  make 
much  more  use  of  their  pow- 
ers to  order  compensation. 

Under  provisions  of  the 
Criminal  Justice  Act  1988  that 
comes  into  force  next  month, 
magistrates  will  have  to  give 
reasons  if  they  do  not  order 
compensation. 

The  Home  Office  has  made 
it  clear  that  even  the  poorest 
offender  should  be  made  to 
pay  compensation.

British  universities  are  having 
chronic  difficulty  getting  aajj 
for  senior  posts  because  of 
competition  from  industn 
and  overseas. 

A report  by  the  Committee 
of  Vice-Chancellors  and  Prin- 
cipals  — which  represents  tbe 
interests  of  the  universities  as 
employers  — and  the  Associ- 
ation of  University  Teacheis 
says  that  more  than  a third  of 
vacant  professorial  chairs  ad- 
vertised between  April  1987 
and  March  this  year  woe 
unfilled  by  fee  end  of  tbe 
financial  year.  Nearly  a fifth 
(19  percent)  of  lecturing  posts 
were  unoccupied. 

The  report,  which  was  pie. 
sen  ted  to  fee  Department  of 
Education  and  Science  last 
month,  gives  a warning  that 
the  quality  of  applicants  is 
felling. 

The  worst  hit  subjects  are 
social  studies,  general  sci- 
ences, computing,  engineer- 
ing, accountancy,  and  bus- 
iness studies. 

One  post  in  comparing  at 
Oxford  was  unfilled  for  mo 
years  before  a suitable  can- 
didate was  found.  In  the  same 
subject  at  Strathclyde  the  post 
was  advertised  a year  ago  and 
remains  unfilled. 

The  report  says  that  univer- 
sities found  most  difficulty 
recruiting  in  subjects  for 
which  industry  also  competes. 

University  professors  are 
paid  an  average  of  £28,820 
and  a minimum  of  £23380; 
polytechnic  heads  of  depart- 
ment a maximum  of  about 
£26,000. 

• The  Association  of  Univer- 
sity Teachers  has  been  granted 
a High  Court  injunction 
preventing  university  authori- 
ties from  dismissing  two  lec- 
turers at  the  University  of 
Wales  College,  Cardiff)  after 
an  undertaking  was  given 
earlier  this  year  that  there 
would  be  no  further  dis- 
missals.

Drug  gangsters  jailed  over 
big  amphetamine  ‘factory’ 


Four  men  were  jailed  yes- 
terday after  being  convicted 
or  producing  amphetamine 
sulphate  at  the  biggest  and 
most  sophisticated  illegal  lab- 
oratory found  in  Britain. 

A police  investigation, 
c°de*nained  Operation  Troo- 
per, put  a halt  to  the  main 
illicit  supplier  of  amphet- 
amine, nicknamed  “speed  ”, 
toted  in  a condemned  prop- 
erty m the  docklands  of 
Canning  Town,  east  London. 

However,  the  police  ack- 
nowledged last  night  that  in 
spite  of  the  sentences  the  men 
may  have  hidden  consid- 
erable assets  out  of  reach  of 
confiscation  by  the  court.  One 
defendant  left  the  court  yes- 
terday boasting  that  his 
money  had  not  been  touched 
after  orders  for  the  confisca- 
tion of  a few  thousand  pounds 
bad  been  made. 

The  police  have  little  doubt 
that  much  more  was  made 
from  the  operation.  They  said 
that  production  of  amphet- 
amine sulphate  has  become 
almost  a cottage  industry  in 
some  parts  of  London  as 
criminals  cadi  in  on  demand 
for  a drug  which  sells  at  an 
eighth  of  the  price  of  cocaine. 

Sales  of  the  basic  ingredient, 
BMK,  are  controlled  but  illicit 
producers  can  obtain  supplies 
sometimes  from  abroad.  Use 
of  the  drug  has  become  so 
widespread  in  recent  years 
that  the  police  say  it  is  the 
most  favoured  drug  in  Britain 
after  cannabis. 

Judge  Petre  told  the  Central 
Criminal  Court  that  deterrent 
sentences  were  called  for  to 
stop  the  “filthy  and  destruc- 
tive trade.  This  enterprise  was 
at  the  top  of  the  league”. 

The  gang  had  entered  into 
the  plot  with  their  eyes  open. 
“Sentences  which  will  deter 
others  who  might  be  contemp- 
lating this  sort  of  activity  are 
necessary”,  the  judge  said. 

He  said:  “It  must  be  under- 
stood by  anybody  oontempfat-

ing  entering  this  trade  that 
sentences  wifi  be  severe.  There 
is  a desire  for  money  which 
makes  this  particular  trade, 
however  disagreeable,  attrac- 
tive to  such  as  you.” 

Joseph  Pykett  aged  36.  a 
scrap  dealer,  of  Hazelwood, 
Upper  Park,  Loughton,  Essex, 
who  was  said  to  be  the  prime 
mover  in  the  scheme,  was 
jailed  for  13  years.  Stephen 
Tucker,  aged  29,  of  no  fixed 
address,  an  untrained  chemist 
who  was  said  to  have  been  in 
charge  of  day-to-day  produc- 
tion, was  jailed  for  10  years. 
Both  were  convicted  of 
conspiracy  to  produce  and 
supply  the  drug. 

Charles  Matthews,  agprf  53, 
a scrap  dealer,  of  St  Mary's 
Avenue,  Wanstead,  east  Lon- 
don, who  was  the  distributor, 
and  Kevin  Hole,  aged  26,  of 
Theydon  Road,  Hpping,  Ess- 
ex, who  was  described  as  a 
“foot  soldier”,  were  each  jai- 
led for  10  years  after  being 
convicted  of  conspiracy  to 
supply. 

The  judge  ordered  the  sei- 
zure of £9,000  from  Matthews, 
but  nothing  from  either  Pykett 
or  Hole  and  only  £13.70  from 
Tucker.  After  a day-long  ses- 
sion yesterday,  the  judge  con- 
cluded that  Hole  should 
forfeit  £1,200  and  Tucker 
£3,200,  which  were  their 


from  (he 


known  earnings 
conspiracy. 

However,  he  accepted  that 
neither  Hole  nor  Tucker  had 
any  realizable  assets.  That  left 
£13.70  which  was  taken  from 
Tucker  on  his  arrest.  No 
action  was  taken  against 
Pykett  after  the  court  was  told 
that  customs  and  excise  was 
seeking  £194,000  from  him  in 
unpaid  VAT. 

“In  cases  such  as  this,  it  is 
often  impossible  to  actually 
place  one's  hands  on  the 
moneys  which  people  make”, 
the  judge  said.  Matthews  was 
also  ordered  to  pay  £10,000 
costs.  He  was  the  only  one  of 
the  four  against  whom  a costs 
order  was  made. 

As  he  left  the  dock,  Mat- 
thews shouted:  “You  didn't 
get  my  money”.  Detectives 
believe  the  amphetamine  op- 
eration produced  millions  of 
pounds.  However,  they  have 
been  unable  to  find  how  the 
cash  was  salted  away. 

The  four  were  convicted  at 
the  end  of  a 1 0-week  trial  last 
July  by  a jury  which  had  been 
given  around-the-clock  police 
protection. 

The  court  was  told  that 
detectives  from  No  9 Regional 
Crime  Squad  bad  mounted 
the  operation  and  had  kept  the 
drugs  laboratory  under  survei- 
llance. Pykett  began  produc- 


tion in  1985  and  used  two 
other  factories  before  he 
moved  to  Tidal  Basin  Road, 
Canning  Town. 

' A sophisticated  production 
line  and  supply  network  was 
set  up  to  turn  the  drug  into 
cash.  Tucker  was  brought  in  to 
manufacture  the  drug  and 
look  after  the  day-to-day  nm- 
“ning  of  the  factory. 

The  gang  used  bogus  com- 
panies as  a smokescreen  for 
their  trade.  They  claimed  their 
business  was  the  extraction  of 
silver  from  photographic 
paper.  This  helped  to  explain 
the  smell  of  drug  production. 

The  police  found  drugs  val- 
ued at  £250.000  packed  ready 
for  distribution.  They  also  sei- 
zed chemical  ingredients  suffi- 
cient to  make  a ion  of  the  pure 
drug  valued  at  £1.5  million. 

The  squad  also  tracked  two 
previous  drugs  factories  used 
by  the  gang,  in  east  London 
and  in  Essex. 

The  court  was  told  that  the 
gang  had  sent  a scornful  New 
Year  greeting  card  to  drug 
squad  detectives,  wishing 
them  “good  luck”  and  teasing 
them  for  foiling  to  track  the 
secret  laboratory. 

What  the  criminals  did  not 
know  at  the  time  was  that  they 
were  being  watched  by  ano- 
ther police  unit  who  later 
arrested  them.

Europe’s  top  executives 


Britain’s  elite  prefers  TV  and  whisky

Britain's  professionals  and  top 
executives  are  likdy  to  be  non- 
smoking men  who-,  drink 
whisky,  watch  tele  vision,  own 
shares,  drive  a Ford  company 
car  and  play  squash,  according 
to  research  published  yes- 
terday. 

They  own  more  video  cas- 
sette recorders  than  their 
European  counterparts  and 
prefer  to  meet  friends  for  a 
drink  rather  than  go  out  for  a 
meal  or  to  the  cinema,  theatre 
or  opera. 

The  researchers  interviewed 
8.604  professionals  in  13 
j European  countries  for  the 
fourth  three-yearly  Pan  Euro- 
pean Survey  into  the  behav- 
iour and  lifestyle  of  Europe's 
elite.  They  are  described  as  the 
opinion  leaders;  more  than 
one  in  five  had  a book 
published  and  1 7 per  cent  had 
been  interviewed  for  press, 
radio  or  television. 

The  survey,  by  Research 
Services  Ltd  and  sponsored  by 
five  companies  including  the 
International  Herald  Tribune 
and  Scientific  American,  is 
intended  for  use  by  the  Euro- 
pean advertising  industry  and 
media. 


Women  are  making  rapid 
inroads  into  the  medical  and 
legal  professions  across 
Europe  tat  are  falling  short  in 
business,  management  and 

BMifaftwing. 

The  United  Kingdom  has 
one  of  the  lowest  figures  in 
Europe  for  women  pro- 
fessionals and  business  exec- 
utives, but  more  British 
women  who  qualify  as  part  of 
the  elite  have  become  company 
chairmen,  directors  or  senior 
managers. 

One  in  five  professionals 
and  executives  m Finland, 


Sweden  and  Norway  are 
women,  compared  with  one  in 
10  in  the  United  Kingdom, 
Ireland  and  Switzerland. 

Women,  interviewed  for  the 
first  time  in  the  Pam  European 
Survey  on  Europe's  elite,  made 
np  15  per  cent  of  the  sample. 
• Fifty-six  women  process 
workers  at  a fish  factory  have 
won  a two-year  battle  for  equal 
pay.  The  case  was  taken  np  by 
the  Transport  and  General 
Workers’  Union  when  ft  was 
found  that  a male  worker  at 
Britfisb,  in  Hull,  was  getting 
£4  a week  men  - 


The  sample  represents  a 
total  population  of  5.4  million 
professionals  and  executives, 
the  top  5 per  cent  of  the 
population.  It  was  limited  to 
those  who  earn  more  than 
£19,000  a year,  or  who  earn 
more  than  £1 3,000  and  have  a 
degree,  or  who  have  a post- 
graduate qualification  and  are 
in  work. 

English  is  the  most  com- 
monly used  second  language. 
But' the  British  make  little  or 
no  effort  to  use  other  Euro- 
pean languages,  although  they 
are  best  at  talking  to  the  East. 


The  survey  showed  that  64 
per  cent  of  French  pro- 
fessionals. 69  per  cent  of 
German  and  54  per  cent  of 
Spanish  used  English  often, 
compared  with  16  per  cent  of 
British  who  use  French,  7 per 
cent  German  and  just  3 per 
cent  Spanish.  But  more  people 
in  Britain  spoke  fluent  Chi- 
nese and  Japanese. 

Throughout  Europe  going 
to  the  cinema  was  the  top 
leisure  activity.  But  the  Ger- 
mans preferred  opera,  and  the 
Danes  theatre. 

Nearly  two-thirds  of  British 


executives  had  a video  re- 
corder. They  watched  more 
television  than  their  European 
counterparts,  with  one  in  four 
watching  at  least  15  hours  a 
week,  more  .than  double  any 
other  country.  Nearly  one  in 
10  Swiss  did  not  watch 
television. 

The  Irish  preferred  to  meet 
friends  for  a drink.  The 
Scandinavians  liked  to  go  out 

jogging. 

Nearly  every  Hite  borne  in 
Finland  bad  a sauna.  But  only 
one  in  200  British  executives 
had  a sauna  and  less  than  one 
in  100  a swimming  pooL 

Top  executives  tended  to  be 
patriotic  car  buyers.  Britons 
bought  Austin  Rovers  and 
Fords,  Germans  Mercedes, 
BMWs  and  Porsches,  French 
Citroens  and  Peugeots.  and 
the  Italians  Alfa  Romeos  and 
Fiats. 

British  executives  have 
most  company  cars,  at  39  per 
cent.  In  Germany,  France  and 
Italy,  fewer  than  one  in  10  has 
them  and  they  are  almost  non- 
existent in  Spain,  France  and 
Switzerland. 

More  British  than  anyone 
else  drank  whisky  but  fewer 
British  smoked  cigarettes.

bui  his  total  compensation 
arrangements  will  work  out  at 
more  than  £70,000. 

To  remain  competitive, 
companies  increasingly  are 
having  to  offer  their  directors 
benefits  that  include  perfor- 
mance-related bonus  pay- 
ments, share  options,  flexible 


pension  schemes,  free  health 
cover  and  additional  fees. 

The  report,  produced  from 
a survey  of  181  companies 
operating  in  the  UK,  shows 
that  more  than  50  per  cent  of 
chief  executives  work  on 
profit-related  bonuses  which 
average  about  30  per  cent  of 
their  total  pay.  Although  they 
tend  to  have  lower  basic 
salaries  than  their  executives, 
who  are  paid  discretionary 
bonuses,  they  are  likely  to 
have  higher  gross  earnings. 

Noble  Lowndes  Executive 
Compensation  Consultants, 
of  Croydon,  south  London, 


which  conducted  the  survey, 
believes  its  reports,  which  will 
be  updated  every  quarter,  will 
enable  companies  to  remain 
competitive,  attract  the  best 
calibre  of  executives  and  re- 
tain and  motivate  their  key 
people. 

Almost  as  important  the 
survey  will  enable  subscribing 
companies  to  ensure  they  are' 
not  being  over-generous  with 
their  salaries  and  fringe  bene- 
fits and  will  give  them  an  edge 
in  Europe  when  planning  for 
expansion  in  1992  after  the 
creation  of  the  single  Euro- 
pean market.

Computer  hacking 


Views  of  public  canvassed

The  Law  Commission  is 
canvassing  proposals  to  make 
computer  backing  a criminal 
offence  in  a working  paper 
published  today. 

Most  other  forms  of  com- 
puter misuse,  such  as  fraud, 
are  already  covered  by  the  law, 
the  paper  says,  but  hackers  — 
“electronic  peeping  Toms”  — 
are  beyond  it. 

“Because  we  have  no  gen- 
eral law  protecting  secrets,  a 
hacker  at  the  moment  com- 
mits no  crime  by  seeing 
information  that  is  not  spe- 
cially protected” 

The  commission  is  seeking 
public  views  on  the  issue,  to  be 
submitted  by  the  end  of 


February  next  year,  and  cites 
several  arguments  both  in 
favour  of  making  hacking 
illegal,  and  against. 

In  favour,  it  says  computers 
are  important  for  society  as  a 
whole.  “If  legitimate  users  fear 
that  others  might  obtain  un- 
authorized access  to  informa- 
tion, they  may  be  inhibited 
from  making  full  use  of 
them.” 

Second,  obtaining  access  to 
certain  kinds  of  information 
held  on  computer  — such  as 
personal  data  — could  be 
particularly  damaging;  hack- 
ers may  also  damage  or  de- 
stroy data  files  inadvertently. 

However,  in  its  arguments 


against,  the  commmission 
says  hacking  should  be  made 
illegal  only  where  fraud  is 
involved  or  damage  is  delib- 
erately or  recklessly  caused.  In 
both  cases,  present  laws 
against  theft,  fraud  and  crim- 
inal damage  are  adequate. 
Computer  Misuse:  Law  Com- 
mission Working  Paper  No  HOI 
(Stationery  Office;  £4.50). 

• The  Law  Society  has  attacked 
proposals  to  deny  legal  aid  for 
wills  or  conveyancing  to  the 
housebound,  permanently  hos- 
pitalized or  visually 
handicapped. 

The  proposals,  made  by  the 
Lord  Chancellor’s  officials,  are 
“confusing,  inconsistent,  unfair 
and  generally  unworkable",  the 
society  says. 


Lawyers  meet  in  Argentina

Menu  than  150  lawyers  — the 
largest  British  contingent  to 
set  foot  in  Argentina  since  the 
Falklands  War  — will  join 
2,000  others  from  75  countries 
for  the  twenty-second  con- 
ference of  the  International 
Bar  Association,  which  opens 
in  Buenos  Aires  on  Sunday. 

It  is  the  first  time  that  the 
conference,  the  biggest  inter- 
national forum  of  lawyers,  has 
been  held  in  South  America; 
and  the  move  is  a deliberate 
gesture  of  support  for  the 
stated  democratic  ideals  of  the 
government  of  President  Raul 
Alfonsin. 


Human  rights  will  be  on  the 
agenda  and  the  Argentinians 

are  expected  to  take  the 
chance  to  put  their  case  for 
rights  of  sovereignty  to  some 
of  the  world's  top  lawyers. 
That  topic  will  also  be  the 
subject  of  a speech  by  Dr  Jose 
Ruda.  President  of  the  Inter- 
national Court  of  Justice  at 
The  Hague. 

But  debates  will  cover  a 
huge  range  of  topics  from 
access  to  justice  — on  which 
Lord  McOuskey,  Judge  of  the 
Court  of  Session.  Scotland,  is 
giving  a keynote  address  — to 
maritime  and  transport  law, 
aeronautical  law,  banking. 


transnational  claims,  environ- 
mental law,  insurance,  labour 
law,  computers,  product  lia- 
bility, tourism  and  travel,  and 
law  on  outer  space. 

In  a session  on  Aids  and  the 
law  Mr  Nicholas  Kearns,  se- 
nior counsel  in  general  prac- 
tice in  Du  Win,  will  urge  the 
association  to  adopt  inter- 
national guidelines  for  dealing 
with  Aids  in  the  workplace.

Too  few  qualified  teachers

Headmasters  of  Britain’s  top 
schools  were  told  yesterday 
that  the  lack  of  properly 
qualified  teachers  would  stop 
the  country  meeting  the 
challenge  of  the  introduction 
of  the  single-European  market 
in  1992. 

Mr  David  Smith,  chairman 
of  the  Headmasters’  Con- 
ference, told  its  annual  meet- 
ing in  Swansea:  “There  is  too 
much  evidence  that  the  edu- 
cation system  is  not  in  good 
shape  to  meet  this  particular 
challenge.” 

Mr  Smith,  headmaster  of 


Bradford  Grammar  School, 
said  there  had  been  a wide- 
spread failure  to  appreciate 
the  demands  which  an  ad- 
vanced technological  econ- 
omy would  make  upon  its 
young  adults- 

In  the  1990s,  when  there 
would  be  a shortage  of  more 
than  4,000  physics  and  12.000 
mathematics  teachers,  the  fall- 
ing birth-rate  would  mean  that 
there  would  be  an  increasing 
demand  for  properly-qualified 
young  people. 

The  increasing  number  of 
girls  attending  predominantly 


male  public  schools  should  be 
given  lessons  in  dress  sense 
and  instilled  with  the  team 
spirit  that  leads  men  to  form 
“the  old-boy  network”,  a 
management  consultant  told 
the  conference. 

Mrs  Mary  Weir  said: 
“Schools  should  encourage 
girls  to  understand  the  im- 
portance of  building  net- 
works." 

Dress  lessons  would  be 
helpful  for  girls  so  they  could 
understand  “the  impact  they 
have  in  the  way  they  present 
themselves”,  she  said.

One  in  five  premature  baby 
mite  has  staffing  shortages 
and  60  per  cent  of  all  neonatal 
equipment  is  supplied  by  char- 
ity, according  to  a survey 
published  yesterday. 

The  study,  by  Bliss  (the 
Baby  Life  Support  Systems 
charity)  shows  that  intensive 
care  units  and  special  care 
baby  wits  have  to  turn  away 
hundreds  of  ill  babies  every 
year  because  they  do  not  have 
adequate  facilities. 

The  responses  from  50  of 
the  country's  260  specialist 
care  units  support  un- 
published research  under- 
taken by  Professor  Neil 
McIntosh,  of  Edinburgh 
University,  showing  that  one 
premature  baby  in  10  was 
turned  away  from  the  units 
last  year  because  of  staff  or 
facility  shortages. 

The  regional  intensive  care 
unit  at  St  George’s  Hospital, 
south  London,  said  it  refused 
admission  to  300  babies  in  the 
past  12  months  because  it  was 
understaffed  by  33  per  cent 
The  special  care  baby  unit 
at  the  Royal  Sussex  County 
Hospital,  Brighton,  is 
equipped  entirely  by  char- 
itable donations  and  has  a 35 
per  cent  staffing  shortfall.  The 
unit  rejects  four  babies  a week. 

Dr  Graham  Clayden, 
consultant  paediatrician  at  St 
Thomas’s  Hospital  in  sooth 
London,  said  mothers  were 
often  transferred  in  premature 
labour  from  one  hospital  to 
another  if  there  were  no 
special  cots  available.  “We 
have  to  mm  away  several 
babies  a week  because  we  do 
not  have  an  empty  cot  We  try 
to  transfer  many  of  them  to 
hospitals  within  London,  bat 
some  have  to  go  as  far  as 
Brighton  or  Southampton.” 

He  said  the  babies  were 
transferred  in  a special  in- 
cubator with  a highly  skilled 
team,  but  such  long  journeys 
could  still  lead  to  chronic  lung 
disease  and  cerebral  palsy 
through  brain  damage. 

St  Thomas’s  has  four  inten- 
sive care  cots  and  four  high- 
dependency  cots  in  a small 
room  measuring  no  mere  than 
6ft  by  12ft.  About  86  per  cent 
of  the  equipment  is  funded  by 
charity,  but  the  unit  still  does 
not  have  enough  machines  to 
allow  nurses  to  monitor  oxy- 
gen levels  and  Mood  pressure 
effectively.  “Too  much  oxygen 
can  lead  to  blindness,  too  littie 
can  be  fatal”.  Dr  Clayden  said.

The  mature  student  whose  eviction  from 
campus  accommodation  led  to  die  prin- 
cipal and  fellows  of  an  Oxford  college 
being  fined  £250  in  court  this  week, 
yesterday  denied  that  he  had  failed  to  do 
any  work  during  almost  five  years  of 
postgraduate  studies. 

However,  Mr  Bran  Sharpe,  aged  48, 
admitted  that  he  had  not  produced  any 
written  work  for  his  D Phil  thesis 
between  July  1983  and  his  eviction  from 
rooms  at  Wolfson  graduate  college  in 
May  this  year.  He  blamed  the  “defec- 
tion” of  his  original  professor  to  the  US, 
a strii^  of  bmgiaries  associated  with  the 

secretive  nature  of  his  research  ami 
harassment  by  the  college  authorities. 

“It  is  quite  outrageous  to  suggest  I did 
no  work- 1 was  evicted  three  weeks  before 

1 was  going  to  produce  my  thesis.  When 

the  college  authorities  changed  the  locks 

on  my  door  they  took  100  boat  files  of  my 

work”  he  said. 

“I  suppose  they  had  to  tefl  the  court 

that  I was  no  good  because,  otherwise, 

someone  could  hare  gone  to  prison  for 

doing  what  they  did  to  me.

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SDP  CONFERENCE 


Members  give  the 

leadership 
a stark  warning

The  SDP  yesterday  en- 
dorsed their  leader's 
stategy  of  practising 
multi-party  politics,  seek- 
ing deals  with  other  par- 
ties and  crusading  for 
proportional  represen- 
tation. 

But  there  were  stark  warnings 
from  the  conference  floor  in 
Torquay  that  the  membership 
must  be  consulted  over  any 
future  deals  in  a way  they  never 
were  over  the  conclusion  of  the 
Alliance  with  the  Liberals. 

The  conference  came  alive  on 
the  Final  day  with  its  first  real 
display  of  raw  emotion,  giving  a 
standing  ovation  to  Mr  Don 
Austen,  a docker  and  Greenwich 
councillor,  who  urged  them  to 
be  resolved  to  fight  alone  and  to 
fight  everywhere  for  as  long  as  it 
look  to  bring  the  SLD  and  other 
potential  partners  to  the  nego- 
tiating table. 

They  cheered  bim  when  he 
said  that  they  had  to  prove  they 
had  the  stomach  for  the  fight, 
and  to  carry  on  and  see  what 
turned  up,  and  that  it  must  be 
the  SLD  that  approached  them 
in  the  end,  rather  than  them 
approaching  the  SLD. 

Mr  Austen  said:  'There  is 
much  warfare  to  be  done  before 
the  negotiating  table  is 
reached".  He  was  applauded 
when  be  added:  “The  in- 
dividuality of  the  SDP  must 
never  be  diluted  again". 

From  the  platform.  Mr  Mike 
Thomas,  a party  vice-president, 
issued  a direct  warning  to  SLD 
leader,  Mr  Paddy  Ashdown, 
saying:  “If  you  force  us  to  fight, 
fight  we  will”. 

Mr  Thomas  said  that  multi- 
party politics  meant  co-opera- 
tion and  competition.  “There  is 
nothing  dishonourable  about 
simply  agreeing  not  to  cut  each 
other's  throats".  He  added: 
The  county  council  and  Euro- 
pean elections  are  too  important 
to  be  thrown  away  in  macho 
remarks  in  radio  interviews". 

In  a debate  that  vented  some 


of  the  SDP  anger  about  those 
who  had  left  for  the  SLD  and 
which  said  more  about  where 
the  party  wants  to  go  than  bow 
they  hope  to  get  there,  Mr 
Austen  hit  at  the  former  SDP 
president.  Mis  Shirley  Williams, 
saying  that  the  parry  must  go 
after  “gut  votes  in  inner  cities" 
instead  of  “cerebral  votes"  in 
areas  such  Cambridge. 

“Where  did  it  state  in  the 
Li  m eh  o use  Declaration:  if  all 
else  fails  go  off  and  join  the 
Liberals?” 

The  conference  passed  a mo- 
tion reaffirming  its  support  for 
multi-party  politics  and  insist- 
ing that  the  public  would  be 
persuaded  of  their  merit  only 
“by  those  who  promote  inter- 
party co-operation  before  as  well 
as  after  the  introduction  of  a fair 
voting  system”. 

The  motion  said  that  the  SDP 
should  seek  to  negotiate  pacts  or 
arrangements  lonelp  to  secure 
the  balance  of  power  and  a 
referendum  on  proportional 
representation.  And  it  raid  down 
that  the  national  committee 
should  conclude  any  such  pacts 
only  with  the  agreement  of  the 
40(wn  ember  Council  for  Social 
Democracy. 

Calls  for  any  such  deals  to  be 
referred  to  a ballot  of  the 
membership  were  defeated. 

Mr  Trevor  Lind ley,  from 
Bradford,  insisted  that  the  party 
was  not  “the  property  of  any  one 
individual  or  group"  and  that 
the  members  must  be  properly 
consulted  before  any  deals.  He 
and  others  like  him  had  sought 
to  warn  members  in  the  old 
party  of  the  slide  to  merger,  but 
had  been  told  not  to  rock  the 
boat.  The  result  had  been  “the 
political  crime  of  the  century". 

Though  be  trusted  the  present 
leadership.  Dr  Owen  would  not 
always  be  leader  and  the  nat- 
ional committee  could  be 
wrong.  “We  may  know  some- 
thing they  don't."  There  was 
consultation  and  consultation: 
“There  will  be  some  very  vi- 
olent boat-rocking  indeed"  if  it 
was  not  enough. 


In  the  debate,  several  speakers 
underlined  the  new  freedom  the 
SDP  possessed  now  that  it  had 
been  pared  down  to  a band  of 
true  friends.  Miss  Diana  Perkin, 
from  Birmingham,  said:  “We 
are  leaner  and  dearer.  Our 
fetters,  our  shackles  have 
dropped.  For  the  first  time  we 
were  able  to  vote  unanimously 
on  our  defence  policy  — and 
wasn't  David  pleased. 

The  SDP,  Mr  Tom  Hayhoe, 
from  Hammersmith,  said,  was 
now  a party  of  veterans  blood- 
ied by  their  campaigns.  They 
were  real  friends  as  people  in 
other  parties  were  not  and  drat 
gave  them  a coherence. 

There  was  prolonged  applause 
for  Mr  Alistair  Dunn,  from 
Northern  Ireland,  who  said  that 
in  Ulster  democracy  was  a sham 
and  appealed  for  the  SDP  to 
field  candidates  there. 

People  there,  he  said,  could 
not  join  the  Labour  or  Conser- 
vative parties  and  were  second- 
class  citizens.  There  should  not 
be  peculiar  and  different  laws 
for  Northern  Ireland;  the  law 
should  be  universaL 

For  the  pplicy  committee,  Mr 
Thomas,  said  that  the  party  had 
to  be  a great  deal  stronger  before 
it  could  contemplate  putting  up 
candidates  there. 

He  declared  the  conference 
“spectacularly  successful"  and 
said  that  there  would  be  a ninth 
SDP  conference  the  next  year 
and  a tenth  the  year  after.  But  he 
said  that  they  needed  more 
members  and  more  money. 

The  party  president,  Mr  John 
Gartwight,  predicted  that  the 
SLD  would  be  doing  deals  with 
the  SDP  by  the  time  of  next 
May’s  council  elections. 

“I  do  not  believe  that  the  SLD 
in  many  parts  of  the  country  is 
going  to  be  prepared  to  throw 
away  what  are  joint  Alliance 
groups  and  in  some  cases  Alli- 
ance control  of  county  councils 
simply  by  fighting  each  other”, 
he  said  on  BBC  radio's  Today 
programme.

Party  keeps  its  spirits  up 


If  the  SDP’s  appeal  for  the 
moment  is  an  appeal  in  min- 
iature, like  the  pottery  people 
bring  home  from  the  seaside,  it 
did  at  least  keep  the  shape  of  a 
national  party  at  its  conference 
in  Torquay  this  week  (our 
Political  Editor  writes). 

As  the  party  refined  its  poli- 
cies around  a core  of  strong 
defence,  voting  reform  and  the 
social  market  there  were  several 
defeats  for  the  platform,  show- 
ing that  the  delegates  were  not 
prepared  to  be  pushed  too  far 
too  quickly  and  that  some  retain 
fears  of  Dr  David  Owen  making 


them  look  like  pale  That- 
cherites. 

Though  there  is  no  sign  of 
proportional  representation 
nosing  into  Labour's  agenda.  Dr 
Owen  cleverly  exploited  his 
relations  with  other  parties  to 
draw  maximum  attention  to  the 
notion  of  the  multi-party  poli- 
tics on  which  the  SDP  now 
relies,  and  countered  the  accusa- 
tions of  right-wing  drift  with  a 
more  conciliatory  tone  towards 
Labour. 

But  although  the  SDP  has 
surmounted  its  first  hurdle,  to 
the  members’  own  obvious  re- 


lict momentum  will  be  a prob- 
lem. 

Only  270  of  the  400-strong 
Council  for  Social  Democracy 
turned  up,  there  were  few  young 
people  in  view  and  a financial 
crisis  looms. 

The  SDFs  rich  backers  act 
only  on  a reciprocal  basis.  The 
wildest  dream  is  that  of  dou- 
bling the  number  of  MPs  to  six 
at  the  next  election  and  there  is 
no  indication  yet  that  what  Dr 
Owen  calls  the  “politics  of 
reality”  on  electoral  deals  is 
making  much  headway  in  the 
SLD.

Electoral

Grassroots  SDP  members  see 
scant  chance  of  putting  together 
before  the  next  general  election 
the  sort  of  anti-Thatcher  co- 
alition of  Opposition  parties 
envisaged  by  their  leader,  Dr 
David  Owen. 

Little  more  than  a third  see 
any  possibility  of  an  electoral 
agreement  with  their  former 
colleagues  in  the  Social  and 
Liberal  Democrats  in  this 
Parliament 

Fewer  than  one  in  five  think 
that  an  electoral  agreement 
could  be  reached  with  Labour, 
according  to  a straw  poll  by  The 
Times  or  100  members  at  the 
SDFs  conference  in  Torquay. 

But  they  do  believe  that  a 
fourth  Conservative  election 
victory  would  much  increase  the 
likelihood  of  such  a coalition. 

The  findings,  though  only  a 
rough  guide,  also  undermine  the 
notion  that  the  party  is  moving 
rightwards  and  that  it  is  a 
“David  Owen  fan  dub".  Indeed, 
the  overwhelming  majority  said 
that  the  party  would  continue 
even  without  Dr  Owen;  just  six 
cited  him  as  the  party's  greatest 
selling  point 

The  results  show  that  54  per 
cent  thought  that  some  sort  of 
electoral  agreement  might  be 
readied  with  Labour  after  a 
fourth  Tory  election  victory, 
compared  to  just  18  per  cent 
who  believed  u possible  in  this 
Parliament  Sixty-nine  per  cent 
saw  no  chance  of  joining  forces 
with  Labour  before  the  next 
election;  only  15  percent  ruled  it 
out  after  another  Labour  defeat

A source  dose  to  Mr  Cart- 
wright acknowledged  that  there 
was  a “difference  of  emphasis" 
between  the  two  men's  speeches, 
and  pointed  out  that  the 


“downside"  for  the  SDP,  of 
Labour  embracing  moderation, 
would  mean  the  squeezing  of  the 
present  centre  parties. 

Mr  Cartwright  would  face 
particular  problems  is  his  own

Whereas  Dr  Owen  has  been 
noticeably  more  conciliatory  to- 
wards Labour  in  receot  days.

Thatcher  attacked

Mrs  Thatcher  in  Bruges  was 

trying  to  marginalize  British 
involvement  in  economic  de- 
cisions to  be  taken  in  Europe, 
Mr  David  Astor,  of  the  policy 
committee,  told  the  conference. 

Thai  was  precisely  the  opp- 
osite position  from  that  which  a 
British  prime  minister  should  be 
taking,  he  said  during  a debate 
on  European  policy. 

The  conference  unanimously 
endorsed  SDP  proposals  calling 
fora  wholehearted  commitment 
to  European  unity. 

Mr  Astor  said  of  Mis 
Thatcher  “Her  obstinate  refusal 
to  join  ihe  European  Monetary 
System  is  doing  us  nothing  but 
damage  and  is  helping  to  de- 
stabilize the  currency.  Worse 
than  that  is  her  almost  in- 
credible refusal  to  get  involved 
in  the  European  central  bank.” 

Mr  Joe  Binns,  of  Birm- 
ingham, said  that  the  Prime 
Minister  was  on  trial  during  her 
visit  to  Bruges.  The  City  of

London  had  put  her  in  the  dock. 
It  wanted  her  to  do  a U-tum  and 
join  the  EMS  and  negotiauate 
the  forming  of  a European  bank. 
The  future  of  the  City  was  at 
stake. 

Lord  Kennet,  successfully 
moving  the  motion  to  accept  the 
SDP  white  paper  on  Europe, 
supported  a referendum  on 
proportional  representation.  He 
said  that  a case  could  be  made 
out  to  take  the  Government  to 
court  for  breaking  the  Treaty  of 
Rome. 

The  treaty  said  that  the 
various  institutions  of  the 
Community  “shall”  play  their 
pan  in  getting  a unified  Euro- 
pean electoral  system.

The  SDP  working  party  on 
crime  and  policing  is  to  study 
the  whole  question  of  crime  and 
violence  after  the  remission 
yesterday  of  two  motions  on  the 
subject. 

Mr  Lntfe  Kamal,  for  the 
policy  committee,  said  that 
there  would  also  be  a careful 
look  at  whether  the  alcohol  limit 
in  drink-driving  offences  should 
be  lowered. 

Miss  Bridie  Gaskin,  of 
Manchester,  moved  a motion 
calling  for  a Minister  for  the 
Family  and  a code  of  practice  to 
limit  gratuitous  violence  on 
television. 

She  said  that  there  had  been  a 
1 6 per  cent  rise  in  violent  crime 
in  the  past  year  and  a 17  percent 
rise  in  rape. 

Il  was  wrong  of  the  press  to 
refer  to  people  as  “oily  dagos'*, 
which  was  the  verbal  equivalent 
of  the  same  thuggery  in  which 
hooligans  indulged  (applause). 


VIOLENCE 


It  was  journalistic  thuggery. 

A motion  calling  for  “more 
bobbies  on  the  beat  and  urging 
legislation  to  control  the  sale  of 
alcohol  from  off-licences  and 
supermarkets  was  also  moved. 

Mr  Derrick  Fysh,  Wolver- 
hampton, said  that  crime  and 
violence  should  not  be  sepa- 
rated- Did  the  victim  of  the 
break-in  feel  any  better  when 
that  was  not  violent? 

They  had  two  motions  that 
did  not  look  at  direct  ways  of 
dealing, with  those  two  blots  on, 
our  civilization. 

Miss  Sue  Davis,  Mercia,  a 
social  worker,  said  that  the  first 
motion  did  not  go  to  the  heart  of 
the  problem  of  violence  in 
society.

Party  prepares  for  the  future 


Gang  of  three  no  longer  enough

If  the  SDP  is  to  have  any  future 
as  a political  party,  it  has  10 
bring  on  a new  set  of  personal- 
ities to  supplement  the  three 
MPs,  David  Owen,  John  Cart- 
wright and  Rosie  Barnes. 

There  are,  of  course,  active 
former  MPs  such  as  Mike 
Thomas,  chairman  of  tire  SDP 
organization  committee  since 
1981  and  prospective  candidate 
for  Exeter,  John  Grant,  who 
walked  out  of  the  merger  nego- 
tiations, and  the  lawyer,  Edward 
Lyons. 

But  if  the  SDP  prospers, 
newer  figures  likely  to  make 
their  names  include  the  two 
now  elected  with  Mr  Thomas  as 
vice  presidents  of  the  party, 
Rosemary  Brownlow  and  lan 
Wright. 

Miss  Brownlow,  a deputy 
headmistress,  failed  to  win 
Blyth  Valley  at  the  last  election 
by  fewer  than  900  votes  and  is  a 
councillor  in  Cramlington,  near 
Newcastle  upon  Tyne. 

She  was  one  of  those  active  in 
last  year’s  “Grassroots  Upris- 
ing" ihat  persuaded  Dr  Owen  to 
seek  to  maintain  a separate  SDP 
when  merger  negotiations  with 
the  Liberals  were  agreed  and 
she  is  part  of  a prominent  and 
vocal  pocket  of  Owenites  in  the 
North-east 

That  pocket  includes  Joan 
Pbylactoa,  a member  of  the 
policy-making  Council  for  So- 
cial Democracy  since  1982.  a 
polytechnic  lecturer  and  SDP 
candidate  for  Wall  send  at  two 
elections,  who  was  re-elected  as 
a North  Tyneside  councillor  in 
May. 

Mr  Wright,  an  SDP  party 
apparatchik  from  the  early  days, 
who  bluntly  told  a fringe  meet- 
ing on  Saturday  that  14  of  every 
15  Social  Democrats  hadn't  a 
clue  what  the  “social  market'’ 
was.  is  a star  of  late-night  SDP 
cabarets.

Mr  Astor,  aged  45,  a cigar- 
smoking  farmer  and  investment 
manager,  is  also  chairman  of  the 
Council  for  the  Protection  of 
Rural  England.  He  has  been  re- 
adopted to  fight  Plymouth 
Drake,  where  he  cut  the  Tory 
majority  from  22  per  cent  to  8 
per  cent  last  year. 

Mr  Wilkes  won  his  Birm- 
ingham council  seal  in  May  with 
a majority  of  3,500,  more  than 
many  MPs  enjoy.

A Gibraltar  special  branch 
constable  failed  to  spot  the 
three  IRA  terrorists,  who  were 
shot  dead  later  by  the  SAS,  as 
iney  passed  through  the  Span- 
ish border,  the  inquest  into  the 
shootings  was  told  yesterday.

However,  he  had  foiled  to 
spot  Mai  read  Farrell  and 
Danny  McCann  walk  through 
the  border  or  see  Sean  Savage 
drive  through  in  a white 
Renault. 

The  inquest  was  told  that 
images  of  passport  photo- 
graphs and  numbers  taken 
from  people  crossing  the  bor- 
der were  shown  on  the  screen. 

Car  registration  numbers  were 
passed  to  him  by  the  Spanish 
officer,  who  was  in  contact  by 
telephone  with  his  colleagues 
watching  the  cars  go  through.

Mr  Victor  Adamssaid  he 
was  walking  with  his  wife 
Sheila  from  the  Spanish  bor- 
der into  Gibraltar  when  he 
heard  a police  siren  followed 
by  what  he  thought  were 
fireworks.  “I  saw  an  object 
which  1 would  describe  as  a 
yellowish,  orangeish  object 
coming  towards  me”,  he  said. 

“Suddenly  — don't  ask  me 
why  — I realized  immediately 
that  it  was  cither  a bullet  or  a 
ricochet  from  a bullet  that  was 
actually  coming  towards  me. 
It  hit  me.  The  only  damage 
was  just  a small  graze 
The  coroner  asked:  “Did  it 
hurt?”  Mr  Adams:  “It  did,  yes. 
Immediately  I realized  what 
was  happening.  1 shouted  to 
my  wife,  ‘It's  for  real,  get  out 
of  the  way’.  There  seemed  to 
be  people  converging  from  all 
directions,  which  more  or  less 
indicated  that  things  were 
over.” 

“We  didn't  really  see  any 
policemen.  It  was  ail  people  in 
plain  clothes.  They  were  just 
massing  all  over”,  he  said. 

Mr  Adams  said  he  did  not 
get  immediate  treatment  for 
his  injury.  “It  didn't  seem 
particularly  bad,  but  progres- 
sively during  the  Sunday  1 had 
an  enormous  bruising  with  a 
big  lump  in  the  middle.”

A quarry  whose  granite  once 
paved  the  mill  towns  of  the 
North  and  provided  the 
foundations  for  the  region's 
motorway  system  is  about  to 
offer  one  last  service  to  the 
community. 

Threlkeld  Quarry,  near 
Keswick.  Cumbria,  is  worked- 
out,  the  hundreds  of  local  jobs 
it  provided  have  gone  and  the 
workings  are  a 70-acre  blot  on 
the  Lake  District  National 
Park  landscape.  However,  the 
quarry’s  owner,  ARC  Ltd  — a 
subsidiary  of  Consolidated 
Goldfields  - is  seeking  to 
develop  the  site  in  a £1  million 
scheme  which  offers  a solution 
to  the  local  shortage  of  jobs, 
affordable  bousing  and  tour- 
ists. 

The  plan  includes  small 
workshops  which  will  provide 
jobs  and  teach  new  skills,  a 
bousing  association  offering 
homes  to  young  couples  barred 
from  the  market  by  the  soaring 
price  of  rural  property,  and  a 
working  industrial  museum 
operated  by  the  Lakeland 
Mines  and  Quarries  Trust 

Out  of  deference  ro  what  the 
quarry  has  already  given  the 
community,  Mr  John  Dun- 
ning, chairman  of  the  Cambria 
Rural  Enterprise  Agency,  pre- 
fers to  regard  what  remains  as 
an  honourable  mark  that  has 
already  started  to  dissolve  into 
the  landscape. 

“It  is  right  that  there  should 
be  a reminder  of  what  quarry- 
ing has  meant  to  this  region”, 
he  said.  “A  musem  would  help 
to  redirect  visitors  from  over- 
crowded areas  around  Win- 
dermere and  Bowness  to  this 
part  which  is  equally  beautiful, 
but  sadly  lacks  what  you  might 
call  positive  attractions.” 

The  enterprise  agency 
would  manage  the  workshops 
and  aim  to  attract  small 
businesses.  The  renovation 
period  would  be  used  to  train 
long-term  local  unemployed  in 
construction  skills. 

The  Threlkeld  project  is 
now  before  the  Lake  District 
Special  Planning  Board.  If 
agreed,  it  could  start  early 
next  year.  It  is  one  of  several 
ARC  community  projects  in 
which  the  company  has  in- 
vested about  £250.000.  An 
exhausted  ARC  quarry  at 
Tyther  ingtoo,  Bristol  was 
turned  into  a training  centre 
where  some  130  long-term 
unemployed  were  taught  how 
to  renovate  old  buses  which 
were  offered  at  low  cost  to 
charities. 

Mr  Patrick  HoUerhead, 
ARC  community  projects 
manager,  said  the  success  of 
that  scheme  could  well  be 
repeated  in  the  Lake  District, 
providing  young  people  with  a 
home  and  a job. 


EEC  delays 
lead-free 
fuel  switch

EEC  rules  are  holding  up 
moves  by  VauxhaJI  to  be  the 
first  big  manufacturer  to  offer 
only  “unleaded  petrol”  cars  in 
Britain. 

In  spite  of  intervention  by 
Government  departments  the 
company  must  resubmit  all  its 
engines  for  new  emission  tests 
which  would  lake  six  months 
and  cost  more  than  £100,000. 
The  engines  were  designed  to 
run  on  unleaded  petrol  but  the 
original  emission  tests  were 
carried  out  only  on  engines 
adjusted  for  leaded  fuel. 

The  Government  has  ex- 
tended the  official  type  ap- 
proval requirements  for  eng- 
ines running  on  unleaded 
petrol,  but  only  if  they  are 
built  in  Britain. 

The  EEC  legislation  pre- 
vents engines  being  adjusted 
to  run  on  lower  octane  un- 
leaded petrol  during  produc- 
tion. but  the  cumbersome 
rules  can  be  got  round  by 
dealers  making  the  adjust- 
ment to  new  cars  before 
delivery  to  customers.  Vaux- 
hall  is  considering  instructing 
dealers  to  do  so. 

Many  large  fleet  car  buyers 
including  Abbey  National, 
Boots.  Tesco  and  the  Wool- 
wich BuildingSociety  will  buy 
only  “unleaded  petrol”  care. 
By  the  end  of  the  year  3,000 
stations  will  sell  unleaded 
petrol.

Weed  out  poor  officers,  says  Hurd

Mr  Douglas  Hurd.  Home 
Secretary,  told  senior  police- 
men yesterday  that  lazy  or 
incompetent  police  officers 
should  be  dismissed 

“There  is  no  place  for  the 
person  who  makes  no  positive 
contribution  to  the  job”,  he 
said 

New  rules  were  being 
considered  which  could  in 
future  “dispense  with  the  ser- 
vices” of  officers  who  foil  to 
come  up  to  standard  What 
would  be  a significant  change 
is  before  the  Police  Advisory 
Board,  which  includes  repre- 
sentatives of  staff  associations 
and  local  authorities. 

At  present  once  an  officer 
has  completed  his  proba- 
tionary service,  no  matter  how 
poor  his  standard  of  perfor- 
mance may  be,  he  can  be 
dismissed  only  if  he  commits 


a sufficiently  serious  offence 
under  the  discipline  code. 

Mr  Hurd  told  the  Police 
Superintendents'  Association 
annual  conference  in  Black- 
pool, that  he  did  not  think  that 
position  could  be  justified 

“Unfortunately  within  any 
organization  you  get  a few 
people  who  do  not  measure  up 
to  the  demands  of  the  job. 
Sometimes  it  is  their  own  fault 
— they  have  the  basic  ability 
but  because  they  are  lazy  or 
careless  they  cannot  be  relied 
upon.  Sometimes  they  are  not 
to  blame  — they  try  very  hard 
but  they  cannot  achieve  the 
required  standard” 

These  defects  could  not 
always  be  identified  during  the 
probationary  period,  he  said. 
Most  organizations  had  arr- 
angements, subject  to  suitable 
safeguards,  to  dispense  with 


the  services  of  employees  who 
consistently  under-achieved 

The  police  service  was  an 
exception. 

In  a service  which  prided 
itself  on  its  professionalism 
and  which  was  so  severely 
stretched,  there  was  no  place 
for  the  person  who  made  no 
positive  contribution  to  the 
job.  But  Mr  Hurd  said  any 
change  would  need  to  be 
thoroughly  studied  and  con- 
sulted on. 

The  Police  Federation,  rep- 
resenting rank-and-file  offi- 
cer, and  the  Police  Superin- 
tendents' Association  opposed 
the  Home  Secretary's  move. 

Mr  Alan  Eastwood,  chair- 
man of  the  Police  Federation, 
said  afterwards:  “We  are 
against  this  backdoor  method 
of  dismissal. 

“We  have  no  brief  for  lazy 
police  officers.  But  if  they 


can't  be  dealt  with  under  our 
disciplinary  code  which  cov- 
ers every  eventuality,  then 
that  is  a failure  of  manage- 
ment. 

“Under  this  scheme,  it 
could  be  a case  of  if  your  face 
doesn't  fit  then  you  are  oul” 

The  annual  report  of  the 
association  says:  “The  whole 
essence  of  a constable's  role  is 
designed  to  protect  him  from 
‘political'  and  other  pressures. 

Thus  a police  officer  is  a 
constable,  not  an  employee  of 
the  local  authority,  but  an 
officer  having  authority  under 
the  Crown.” 

In  his  address  to  the  con- 
ference, Chief  Supt  Don 
Grieve,  association  president, 
tracked  national  identity  cards 
as  a means  of  curbing  offences 
such  as  under-age  drinking.

Macan.  a breeder,  exhibitor 
and  Crufts  judge  of  labrador 
retrievers,  is  believed  to  have 
been  killed  by  amateur  bur- 
glars who  panicked  when  she 
returned  home  in  the  early 
hours  from  a dog  breeders' 
meeting  in  Surrey. 

In  spite  of  trying  to  ward  off 
the  blows,  the  inquest  beard 
that  she  suffered  numerous 
head  wounds  inflicted  by  an 
axe  or  a poker.

Government  urged  to  think  again  over  child  gamblers

The  Home  Office  was  yesterday 
accused  of  complacency  over  the  use 
of  gambling  machines  among 
schoolchildren  after  a local  authori- 
ties group  published  the  results  of  a 
nationwide  survey  which  claim  the 
problem  is  more  deep-rooted  than 
the  Government  admits. 

The  National  Housing  and  Town 
Planning  Council  challenged  the 
Home  Office's  recent  decision  not  to 
increase  the  age  limit  for  using 
gambling  machines  to  18  on  the 
grounds  that  its  research  showed  no 
evidence  of  problems.  In  a sample  of

10,000  children,  the  council  found 
about  two  thirds  of  those  aged  13-16 
gambled,  almost  twice  as  many  as  in 
the  Home  Office  survey  of  2,000. 

The  council  found  that  14  percent 
of  its  sample  gambled  at  least  once  a 
week.  Nearly  one  tenth  gambled  at 
feast  twice  a week  and  7 per  cent 
admitted  to  stealing  to  fuel  their 
habit  Some  35  per  cent  had 
borrowed  to  gamble,  17  percent  had 
used  lunch  money  and  6 per  cent 
played  truant  to  use  machines. 

Of  those  who  gambled,  just  under 
half  spent  more  than  £1  a time  and  8 
per  cent  spent  more  than  £3.  The 


Home  Office  said  that  less  than  half 
of  1 per  cent  of  child  gamblers  were 
potentially  addictive  but  the  council 
estimates  the  figure  could  be  15 
times  higher. 

The  council's  report  was  pub- 
lished at  a seminar  in  west  London 
attended  by  councillors,  officers, 
youth  workers  and  betting  associ- 
ation representatives.  Mr  John  Pat- 
ten, Minister  of  Stale  at  the  Home 
Office,  declined  to  attend. 

The  council  was  last  night  sending 
a copy  of  the  report  to  ministers  and 
considering  moves  for  a private 
member’s  Bill.  The  council  wants 


gambling  machines  to  be  restricted 
to  premises  controlled  under  gam- 
ing legislation  (casinos  and  belting 
shops)  or  alcohol  laws  (public 
bouses  and  dubs). 

Mr  Ray  Walker,  council  director, 
said:  “Our  findings  clearly  indicate 
that  regular  gambling  is  associated 
with  heavy  spending  and  a tendency 
towards  deviant  behaviour.  We 
want  the  Horae  Office  to  reconsider 
urgently  its  position  in  the  light  of 
the  research  evidence.”

Expert  doubts  value  of  vaccine

Up  to  20,000  of  Britain’s 
25,000  common  seals  are 
likely  to  die  in  the  epidemic 
which  has  devastated  North 
Sea  seal  populations  since 
April  and  a vaccine  is  unlikely 
to  solve  the  problem,  it  was 

disclosed  yesterday. 

Dr  John  Harwood,  bead  of 
the  Sea  Mammal  Research 
Unit  at  Cambridge  University, 
said  be  doubted  whether  a 
vaccine  bemg  developed  in 
The  Netherlands  would  be  oi 
use  except  with  smaller,  iso- 
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in  the  country  so  it  is  too  late  to 
go  out  and  vaccinate  a large 
proportion  of  our  seal  popula- 
tion. It  may  well  be  that  there 
Is  no  circumstance  in  which  a 
vaccine  will  be  of  help  now  ” 

Catching  or  netting  seals  to 
inoculate  them  might  also 
subject  them  to  damaging 
levels  of  stress,  he  said.  At- 
tempts to  vaccinate  the  pups  of 
grey  seals,  now  beginning  their 
breeding  season-  could  disrupt 
the  mother-pup  bond,  leading 
to  pups  being  deserted  and 
starving  to  death. 

Dr  Harwood  was  speaking 
at  Whipsnade  Park  Zoo, 
Bedfordshire,  where  Unisys, 
the  computer  company,  pre- 
sented his  unit  with  a £50,000 
computer  and  software  to  an- 
alyse seal  movements  and 


predict  the  success  of 
vaccination. 

Experts  fighting  the  epi- 
demic decided  at  an  emergency 
meeting  last  week  in  Amster- 
dam to  test  an  experimental 
“one-shot”  vaccine  as  the 
chances  of  being  able  to 
inoculate  a wild  seal  twice  In  a 
four-week  period,  in  line  with 
orthodox  programmes,  are  re- 
mote. But  a single  shot  will 
almost  certainly  provide  lower 
protection. 

Scientists  expect  about  only 
20  per  cent  of  common  seals  to 
survive.  However,  there  is 
more  optimism  about  Britain's 
much  larger  grey  seal  popula- 
tion which  has  shown  signs  of 
greater  resistance  to  the  ca- 
nine distemper  virus  cansing 
the  epidemic. 


Woman’s  father  finds 
Kenyan  trail  to  tragedy

A tragic  chain  of  events  left  a 
British  woman  alone  on  a 
photographic  trip  in  the  Af- 
rican bush  where  she  was 
believed  to  have  been  mur- 
dered, her  father  told  The 
Times  yesterday  as  new  details 
of  her  death  emerged. 

Mr  John  Ward,  managing 
director  of  the  Butterfly  Ho- 
tels group,  was  speaking  be- 
fore returning  to  Kenya  to 
meet  detectives  investigating 
the  final  hours  of  his  daughter 
Julie,  aged  28.  whose  charred 
remains  were  found  in  a game 
reserve  last  week.

Hayward’s 
uncle  sent 
to  prison 

An  uncle  of  Captain  Simon 
Hayward,  (he  Life  Guards 
officer  imprisoned  in  Sweden 
for  drug  smuggling,  was  jailed 
for  18  months  yesterday  for 
masterminding  an  elaborate 
traveller’s  cheque  fraud. 

Michael  Matthews,  married 
to  a sister  of  Hayward’s 
mother,  defrauded  American 
Express  out  of  £126,000. 

At  Southwaik  Crown  Court, 
south  London,  Judge  Callman 
described  Matthews,  aged  60, 
as  the  general  behind  the 
scheme  who  used  his  two 
children  — Captain  Hayward’s 
cousins  — as  “foot  soldiers” 
Earlier  the  court  was  told 
that  the  embezzlement  started 
when  Matthews  look  over  a 
bureau  de  change  kiosk  and 
employed  his  son,  Roderick, 
aged  25,  and  daughter.  Mrs 
Penelope-Jane  Rowlandson, 
aged  37.  both  of  Haskcr  Street, 
Chelsea. 

Matthews  bought  traveller’s 
cheques  from  American  Ex- 
press but  cashed  them  instead 
of  selling  them  to  customers. 
Almost  £5  million  worth  were 
bought  and  £126.000  in  dis- 
honest cheques  went  through 
the  system  between  1985  and 
1987. 

Matthews,  of  Chertsey, 
Surrey,  was  ordered  to  pay 
£2,500  costs.  His  son  was 
sentenced  to  IS  months  sus- 
pended for  two  years. 

Both  father  and  son  had 
pleaded  guilty  to  conspiring  to 
obtain  money  by  deception.  A

He  adds:  “That  is  why  I,  a 
supporter  of  the  Press  Council 
system,  believe  the  Younger 
Committee  was  wrong  and 
that  there  is  a good  case  for 
statutory  protection  for 
privacy”.

In  the  course  of  an  hour's 
relaxed  conversation  in  the 
splendid  Hall  of  Columns  at 
the  Moncloa  Palace,  Senor 
Gonzalez  indicated  that  Gib- 
raltar would  certainly  con- 
tinue to  “perturb”  relations 
with  Britain.  “The  UK  ex- 
ercises sovereignity,  Spain 
claims  sovereignity,”  he  said, 
and  it  was  pointless  to  ignore 
this  fundamental  disag-

Thanks  to  their  good  work- 
ing relationship,  he  and  Mrs 
Thatcher  had  earlier  this  year 
already  initiated  contacts 
which  had  ted  to  their  under- 
standing that  “everything  is 
up  for  discussion”.

Thatcher  has  a magnificent 
understanding  of  our  position, 
even  if  she  would  have  pre- 
ferred a different  kind  of 
participation.”

Eta,  he  hesi- 
tates to  endorse  his  new 
Justice  Minister’s  claim  that 
the  “final  phase'*  of  the  strug- 
gle has  begun.  “A  couple  of 
fanatical  bombers  can  always 
give  a society  the  impression 
that  terrorism  is  thriving,”  he 
says. 

As  the  Gibraltar  inquest 
focuses  Spanish  attention  on 
Britain's  battle  against  IRA 
terrorism.  Senor  Gonzalez  is 
satisfied  that  his  country's

UN  agency  seeks 
urgent  food  aid 

Rome  (Renter)  — The  United  Nations  World  Food 
Programme  yesterday  appealed  for  urgent  contributions 
after  having  exhausted  its  emergency  food  reserve  for  1 988. 
Mr  James  Ingram,  the  executive  director,  called  for  donor 
nations  to  provide  at  least  300,000  tonnes  of  food  tbe  agency 
needs  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

A catalogue  of  disasters  unprecedented  in  its  25-year 
history  means  that  the  agency  urgently  needs  100,000  tonnes 
of  food  to  avoid  more  suffering  among  refugees  and  disaster 
victims  in  Bangladesh,  Ethiopia,  Malawi  and  Somalia  alone. 
Bangladesh  has  asked  for  240,000  tonnes  to  relieve  flood 
victims,  and  there  are  estimates  that  2.5  million  tonnes  of 
the  autumn  harvest  will  be  lost.  More  than  800,000  refugees 
from  Mozambique  in  Malawi  also  need  food  this  year. 

Tbe  agency  allocates  about  30  percent  of  its  budget  to  buy 
food,  which  it  stores  for  emergencies.  The  other  70  per  cent 
is  spent  on  implementing  development  projects  using  food 
pledged  and  stored  by  donors. 

Sikhs  to  be  released 

Delhi  — On  tbe  eve  of  the  visit  of  Mr  Rajiv  Ghandi  to  the 
troubled  state  of  Punjab  today,  the  Indian  Government 
announced  it  would  release  138  Sikh  prisoners  held  in 
Jodhpur  jail  without  trial  since  June,  1984  (A  Corres- 
pondent writes).  Tbe  release  of  the  “Jodhpur  detainees”  has 
been  the  persistent  demand  of  most  people  in  tbe  state. 

In  a recent  report  Amnesty  International  regretted  the 
continued  detention  of  some  330  prisoners  without  trial.  It 
was  generally  felt  that  the  majority  of  the  detainees  were 
simply  innocent  pilgrims  who  were  rounded  up  from  the 
Golden  Temple  in  Amritsar  in  June,  1986.  when  the  late 
Prime  Minister.

National  customs  and  traditions  the  key  to  Community  strength 

Thatcher  sets  out  her  five  guiding  principles 


Extracts  of  the  speech  delivered  by 
Mrs  Thatcher  yesterday  to  the 
College  of  Europe  in  Bruges: 

The  European  Community  is  the 
practical  means  by  which  Europe 
can  ensure  the  future  prosperity  and 
security  of  its  people  in  a world  in 
which  there  are  many  other  power- 
ful nations  and  groups  of  nations. 

We  Europeans  cannot  afford  to 
waste  our  energies  on  internal 
disputes  or  arcane  institutional  de- 
bates. Europe  has  to  be  ready  both  to 
contribute  in  full  measure  to  its  own 
security  and  to  compete  commex- 
, dally  and  industrially,  in  a world  in 
which  success  goes  to  the  countries 
which  encourage  individual  initia- 
tive and  enterprise,  rather  than  to 
those  which  attempt  to  diminish 
them. 

My  first  guiding  prindple  is  this: 
willing  and  active  co-operation  be- 
tween independent  sovereign  states 
is  the  best  way  to  build  a successful 
European  Community.  To  try  to 
suppress  nationhood  and  con- 
centrate power  at  the  centre  of  a 
European  conglomerate  would  be 
highly  damaging  and  would  jeop- 
ardize the  objectives  we  seek  to 

Identikit  European 
personality  a folly 

achieve.  Europe  will  be  stronger 
precisely  because  it  has  France  as 
France.  Spain  as  Spain,  Britain  as 
Britain,  each  with  its  own  customs, 
traditions  and  identity.  It  would  be 
folly  to  try  to  fit  them  into  some  sort 
of  Identikit  European  personality. 

Some  of  tbe  founding  fathers  of 
the  Community  thought  that  tbe 
United  States  of  America  might  be 
its  model.  But  the  whole  history  of 
America  is  quite  different  from 
Europe.  People  went  there  to  get 
away  from  the  intolerance  and 
constraints  of  Life  in  Europe. 

They  sought  liberty  and  opportu- 
nity: and  their  strong  sense  of 
purpose  has.  over  two  centuries, 
helped  create  a new  unity  and  pride 
in  being  American  — just  as  our 
pride  lies  in  being  British  or  Belgian 
or  Dutch  or  German. 

1 want  to  see  us  work  more  closely 
on  the  things  we  can  do  better 
together  than  alone.  Europe  is 
stronger  when  we  do  SO,  whether  it 
be  in  trade,  in  defence,  or  in  our 
relations  with  the  rest  of  the  world. 

But  working  more  closely  together 
does  not  require  power  to  be 


centralized  in  Brussels  or  decisions 
to  be  taken  by  an  appointed 
bureaucracy.  Indeed,  it  is  ironic  that 
just  when  those  countries  such  as  the 
Soviet  Union,  which  have  tried  to 
run  everything  from  the  centre,  are 
learning  that  success  depends  on 
dispersing  power  and  decisions 
away  from  die  centre,  some  in  the 
Community  seem  to  want  to  move 
in  tbe  opposite  direction. 

We  have  not  successfully  rolled 
back  the  frontiers  of  tbe  state  in 
Britain  only  to  see  them  reimposed 
at  a European  level  with  a European 
superstate  exercising  a new  domi- 
nance from  Brussels.  Certainly  we 
want  to  see  Europe  more  united  and 
with  a greater  sense  of  common 
purpose.  Bui  it  must  be  in  a way 
which  preserves  the  different  tra- 
ditions, parliamentary  powers  and 
sense  of  national  pride  in  one's  own 
country,  for  these  have  been  the 
source  of  Europe's  vitality  through 
the  centuries. 

My  second  guiding  prindple  is 
this.  Community  policies  must 
tackle  present  problems  in  a prac- 
tical way,  however  difficult  that  may 
be.  If  we  cannot  reform  those 
Community  policies  which  are  pa- 
tently wrong  or  ineffective,  which 
are  rightly  causing  public  disquiet, 
then  we  shall  not  get  the  public's 
support  for  the  Community's  future 
development 

You  cannot  build  on  unsound 
foundations,  financial  or  otherwise; 
and  it  was  the  fundamental  reforms 
agreed  last  winter  which  paved  the 
way  for  tbe  remarkable  progress 
which  we  have  since  made  on  the 
single  market.  But  we  cannot  rest  on 
what  we  have  achieved  to  date. 

For  example,  the  task  of  reform- 
ing tbe  common  agricultural  policy 
is  for  from  complete 

Of  course,  we  must  protect  the 
villages  and  rural  areas  which  are 
such  an  important  part  of  our 
national  life  — but  not  by  tbe 
instrument  of  agricultural  prices. 
Tackling  these  problems  requires 
political  courage. 

My  third  guiding  principle  is  the 
need  for  Community  policies  which 
encourage  enterprise.  If  Europe  is  to 
flourish  and  create  the  jobs  of  the 
future,  enterprise'  is  the  key. 

The  lesson  of  the  economic 
history  of  Europe  in  the  1970s  and 
1980s  is  that  central  panning  and 
detailed  control  don’t  work,  and  that 
personal  endeavour  and  initiative 
do;  that  a state-controlled  economy 


is  a recipe  for  low  growth;  and  that 
free  enterprise  within  a framework 
of  law  brings  better  results. 

Tbe  aim  of  a Europe  open  to 
enterprise  is  the  moving  force 
behind  tbe  creation  of  the  single 
European  market  by  1992.  By 
getting  rid  of  barriers,  by  making  it 
possible  for  companies  to  operate  on 
a Europe-wide  scale,  we  can  best 
compete  with  the  United  States, 
Japan  and  tbe  other  new  economic 
powers  emerging  in  Asia  and 
elsewhere. 

And  that  means  action  to  free 
markets,  action  to  widen  choice, 
action  to  reduce  government  inter- 
vention. Our  aim  should  not  be 
more  and  more  detailed  regulation 
from  tbe  centre  it  should  be  to 
deregulate  and  to  remove  the  con- 
straints on  trade. 

Britain  has  been  in  tbe  lead  in 
opening  its  markets  others.  The  City

of  London  has  long  welcomed 
financial  institutions  from  ail  over 
the  world,  which  is  why  it  is  tbe 
biggest  and  most  successful  financial 
centre  in  Europe. 

We  have  opened  our  market  for 
telecommunications  equipment,  in- 
troduced competition  into  the  mar- 
ket for  services  and  even  into  the 
network  itself  — steps  which  others 
in  Europe  are  only  now  beginning 

In  air  transport,  we  have  taken  the 
lead  in  liberalization  and  seen  the 
benefits  in  cheaper  fares  and  wider 
choice. 

Our  coastal  dripping  trade  is  open 
to  the  merchant  navies  of  Europe.  I 
wish  I could  say  the  same  of  many 
other  Community  members. 

Regarding  monetary  matters,  let 
me  say  this.  Tbe  key  issue  is  not 
whether  there  should  be  a European 
central  bank.  The  immediate  and 


practical  requirements  are  to  im- 
plement the  Community’s  commit- 
ment to  free  movement  of  capital  — 
in  Britain  we  have  it;  and  to  tbe 
abolition  throughout  the  Commu- 
nity of  tbe  exchange  controls  — in 
Britain  we  abolished  them  in  1979; 
to  establish  a genuinely  free  market 
in  financial  services,  in  banking, 
insurance,  investment;  to  make 
greater  use  of  tbe  Ecu. 

Britain  is  this  autumn  issuing 
Ecu-denominated  Treasury  bills, 
and  hopes  to  see  other  Community 
governments  increasingly  do  the 
same. 

It  is  to  such  basic,  practical  steps 
that  tbe  Community's  attention 
should  be  devoted.  When  those 
have  been  achieved,  and  sustained 
over  a period  of  time,  we  shall  be  in 
a better  position  to  judge  the  next 
moves. 

It  is  the  same  with  the  frontiers 
between  our  countries.  Of  course  we 
must  make  it  easier  for  goods  to  pass 
through  frontiers.  Of  course  we 
must  make  it  easier  for  our  people  to 
travel  throughout  the  Community. 
But  it  is  a matter  of  plain  common 
sense  that  we  cannot  totally  abolish 
frostier  controls  if  we  are  also  to 
protect  our  citizens  from  crime  and 
stop  tbe  movement  of  drugs,  of 
terrorists,  and  of  illegal  immigrants. 

That  was  underlined  graphically 
only  three  weeks  ago,  when  one 
brave  German  customs  officer,  do- 
ing his  duty  on  the  frontier  between 
Holland  and  Germany  struck  a 
major  blow  against  tbe  terrorists  of 
the  IRA. 

And  before  I leave  the  subject  of 
the  single  market,  may  I say  that  we 
certainly  do  not  need  new  regula- 
tions which  raise  the  cost  of  employ- 
ment and  make  Europe's  labour 
market  less  flexible  and  less  compet- 
itive with  overseas  supplies.  If  we 
are  to  have  a European  company 
statute,  it  should  contain  the  mini- 
mum regulations. 

And  certainly  we  in  Britain  would 
fight  attempts  to  introduce  collec- 
tivism and  corporatism  at  the 
European  level  — although  what 
people  wish  to  do  in  their  own 
countries  is  a matter  for  them. 

My  fourth  guiding  principle  is 
that  Europe  should  not  be  protec- 
tionist The  expansion  of  the  world 
economy  requires  us  to  continue  tbe 
process  of  removing  barriers  to 
trade,  and  to  do  so  in  the  multi- 
lateral negotiations  in  the  GATT. 

It  would  be  a betrayal  i£  while 


breaking  down  constraints  on  trade 
within  Europe,  the  Community 
were  to  erect  greater  external  protec- 
tion. We  must  ensure  that  our 
approach  to  world  trade  is  consis- 
tent with  the  liberalization  we 
preach  at  home. 

My  last  guiding  principle  con- 
cerns the  most  fundamental  issue  — 
the  European  countries'  role  in 
defence.  Europe  must  continue  to 
maintain  a sure  defence  through 
Nato.  There  can  be  no  question  of 
relaxing  our  efforts  even  though  it 
means  taking  difficult  decisions  and 
meeting  heavy  costs. 

It  is  to  Nato  that  we  owe  tbe  peace 
that  has  been  maintained  over  40 
years.  The  feet  is  things  are  going 
our  way:  the  democratic  model  of  a 
free  enterprise  society  has  proved 
itself  superior;  freedom  is  on  the 
offensive,  a peaceful  offensive  the 
world  over,  for  the  first  time  in  my 
lifetime. 

We  must  strive  to  maintain  the 
United  States’  commitment  to  Eu- 
rope's defence.  That  means  rec- 
ognising the  burden  on  their 
resources  of  the  world  role  they 
undertake;  and  their  point  that  their 

Allies9  full  part  in 
defence  of  freedom 

Allies  should  play  a full  part  in  the 
defence  of  freedom,  particularly  as 
Europe  grows  wealthier. 

Increasingly  they  will  look  to 
Europe  to  play  a part  in  out-of-area 
defence,  as  we  have  recently  done  in 
the  Gulf 

Nato  and  the  WEU  have  long 
recognized  where  tbe  problems  with 
Europe's  defences  lie,  and  have 
pointed  out  tbe  solutions.  The  tune 
has  come  when  we  must  give 
substance  to  our  declarations  about 
a strong  defence  effort  with  better 
value  for  money. 

It’s  not  an  institutional  problem. 
It’s  not  a problem  of  drafting.  It’s 
something  at  once  simpler  and  more 
profound:  it  is  a question  of  political 
will  and  political  courage,  of 
convincing  people  in  all  our  coun- 
tries that  we  cannot  rely  forever  on 
others  for  our  defence,  but  that  each 
member  of  the  Alliance  must  shoul- 
der a fair  share  of  the  burden. 

We  should  develop  the  WEU,  not 
as  an  alternative  to  Nato,  but  as  a 
means  of  strengthening  Europe's 
contribution  to  the  common  de- 
fence of  the  West

British  Steel

One  day  after  killing  hundreds 
of  civilian  demonstrators  in 
the  streets  of  Rangoon  the 
Burmese  Army,  reasserting  its 
control  over  the  country,  last 
njght  announced  a new  nine* 
member  Government  comp- 
osing nine  high-ranking  off- 
icers and  one  civilian. 

. The  move  came  as  oppo- 
sition leaders  went  into  hiding 
and  many  student  activists 
Jed.  across  the  bonier  into 
Thailand  in  the  face  of  the 
ruthless  crushing  of  their  six- 
week  campaign  for  democracy 
by  General  Saw  Maung  and 
other  hardline  officers,  who 
seized  power  last  Sunday. 

No  prime  minister  was 
named,  but  General  Saw 
Maung,  as  chairman  of  a 
“state  committee  for  law  and 
order"  set  up  after  the  coup, 
appears  to  be  the  leader  of  the 
new  Government.  He  is 
named  as  Foreign  Minister 
and  also  retains  the  defence 
portfolio  which  he  held  under 
the  previous  government 

The  Army  has  ordered  the 
population  to  surrender  all 


Britain  yesterday  criticized  the 
latest  change  in  government  in 
Burma  and  the  new  outbreak 
of  violence  in  Rangoon  (Nicho- 
las Beestoo  writes).

U Nu’s  group  said 
that  they  were  trying  to  lead 
the  people  peacefully  towards 
democracy,  and  condemned 
others  for  pushing  dem- 
onstrators into  needless  con- 
flict with  the  Army. 

The  death  toll  during  the  24 
hours  of  street  battles  is 
estimated  at  300  to  400  in 
Rangoon  alone,  although  the 
authorities  said  that  only 
about  50  demonstrators  died.

It  was  the  first  public  sign 
that  foreign  governments, 
which  have  been  silent  about 
the  uprising  in  Burma,  are 
now  ready  to  put  pressure  on 
the  Government  to  stop  the 
brutality  of  the  Army,  which 
has  killed  thousands  of  un- 
armed civilians  since  they 
began  their  protests. 

Spokesmen  for  the  White 
House  and  the  Slate  Depart- 
ment said  that  aid  pro- 
grammes worth  $12.2  million 
(£7.3  million)  this  year  were 
being  reviewed  “in  the  light  of 
recent  events  and  with  an  eye 
to  stopping-  or  changing 
them".  The  US  provides  $7 
million  in  aid  for  agricultural 
development  and  health  ser- 
vices, $5  million  for  opium 
eradication,  and  $260,000  for 
military  training. 

A Western  ambassador  in 
Rangoon  described  the 
Army's  savagery  outside  the 
US  Embassy  as  “a  staggering 
gesture  of  contempt  for  world 
opinion”.  He  said  that  dip- 
lomats bad  been  expressing 
concern  about  human  rights 
in  discussions  with  Burmese 
officials. 

Rangoon  residents  said  that 
the  city  was  unnaturally  quiet 
yesterday  after  the  pitched 
street  battles  of  Monday. 
Heavily-armed  police  and 
troops  patrolled  the  deserted 
streets  and  searched  houses 
for  weapons  and  wanted  men. 

Opposition  leaders  told 
supporters  to  keep  off  the 
streets  as  the  Army  would 
shoot  on  sight".  Wall  posters 
said:  “Don't  go  out  unless 
you’re  armed". 


Soviet  shuttle 
‘set  for  lift-off

The  Soviet  Union  may  steal  a 
propaganda  march  by  launch- 
ing its  first  space  shuttle  before 
the  American  shuttle.  Discov- 
ery, blasts  off  next  week, 
according  to  a report  yes- 
terday in  a US  newspaper.

the  Washington  Times  said 

US  intelligence  had  not 
been  able  to  determine  if  the 
spacecraft  would  be  manned 
or  unmanned  and  controlled 
by  ground  technicians,  the 
newspaper  quoted  unnamed 
American  officials  as  saying. 

It  said  that  the  Soviet 
shuttle  is  almost  identical  in 
size  and  shape  to  the  Ameri- 
can spacecraft.

Aloof  Crown  Prince  begins  to  emerge  from  shadows

Crown  Prince  Akihito  Of  Ja- 
pan is  expected  to  take  on 
temporarily  the  powers  of 
Emperor  tomorrow  after  the 
approval  of  the  Cabinet. 

Unless  Emperor  Hirohito 
recovers  sufficiently  to  resume 
his  duties  the  decision  may 
effectively  draw  to  a dose  the 
Emperor's  Showa  Era  of 
Enlightenment  and  Harmony. 

One  of  the  first  tasks  then  will 

be  to  choosea  name  for  the  new 
era,  generally  some  optimistic 
and  high-:®i®ited  fornmlatioa 
which  is  held  to  set  the  tone  fin: 
the  imperial  reign. 

The  Crown  Prince  has  had 
to  wait  a long  time  to  pby  die 
role  for  which  he  was  destined. 
In  recent  months  he  has  taken 
over  some  of  the  imperial 
duties  as  Emperor  Hirohito's 
health  began  to  foil.  But 
though  it  was  a waiting  period 
— which  he  has  always  known 
would  be  his  lot  since  Japa- 
nese law  makes  no  provision 
for  abdication  — it  did  not 
provide  much  opportunity  for 
learning  about  his  ultimate 
imperial  role. 

The  prince  was  prepared  at 
an  early  age  to  be  a more 
international  figure  than  his 
father  and  his  edocation  in- 
cluded extensive  study  with  an 
American  teacher.  As  a result 
both  be  and  his  wife.  Crown 
Princess  Michiko,  speak  Eng- 
lish and  have  travelled  widely. 
Trips  abroad  indnde  several 
visits  to  Britain,  particularly 
when  their  eldest  son.

Crown  Prince  Akihito  has 
spent  the  greater  part  of  his 
life  in  the  shadow  of  his  father 
and  has  had  little  opportunity 
to  develop  a public  persona. 


Such  avenues  as  military  ser- 
vice, which  are  the  traditional 
training  grounds  for  the  Brit- 
ish monarchy,  are  dosed  to  the 
Japanese  imperial  family 
because  of  the  military’s  role 
in  the  Second  World  War  and 
Emperor  Hirohito's  leader- 
ship of  it  dining  wartime. 

Born  in  Tokyo  on  December 


23,  1933,  Crown  Prince 
Akihito  was  educated  at  the 
Gakoshnw  Upper  Secondary 
School  until  19S2  and  the 
Gaknshnm  University,  the 
traditional  elite  school,  until 
1956.  In  1953  he  undertook  a 
six-month  tour  of  14  countries 
in  North  America  and  West- 
ern Europe  which  induded  a 


visit  to  Britain  to  attend  the 
Coronation  of  the  Queen  as 
the  representative  of  Emperor 

Hirohito. 

But  it  was  bis  marriage  in 
1959  to  a commoner  that  set 
apart  the  young  Crown  Prince 
so  markedly  from  his  fore- 
bears. Miss  Michiko  Shoda, 
daughter  of  a prosperous  flour 


merchant,  became  the  first 
commoner  to  many  into  the 
2,000-year-oM  imperial  house. 
The  couple,  both  keen  tennis 
players,  met  on  the  coart  and 
became  engaged  soon 
afterwards. 

The  marriage  was  opposed 
by  some  members  ot  the 
imperial  family  and  the  old 
nobility,  bnt  it  found  a positive 
public  response  and  many  felt 
that  the  change  would  bring 
evolutionary  development  to

royal  family.

Bonn  murder  attempt  fans 
fears  of  terrorist  revival 


Stewardess  sang  lullaby  for  Hamadei 


a^®mPted  murder  yes- 
terday of  a senior  West  Ger- 
man Finance  Ministry  official 
and  violent  protests  against  a 
forthcoming  meeting  of  the 
International  Monetary  Fund 
in  Berlin  have  again  raised  the 
spectre  of  West  German 
terrorism. 

The  unrest  has  aroused 
fears  of  a return  to  prom- 
inence by  an  extremist  splinter 
group  which  had  not  been 
heard  from  for  nearly  a year. 

The  attempted  shooting  of 
Herr  Hans  Tietmeyer,  aged 
57,  the  Secretary  ofSiateat  the 
Finance  Ministry  and  deputy 
to  Herr  Gerhard  Stoltenberg, 
the  Finance  Minister,  struck  a 
nerve  just  as  a high-level 
controversy  is  unfolding  over 
whether  former  terrorists  now 
serving  life-sentences  should 
be  pardoned  if  they  repent 

Police  said  the  attack  on 
Herr  Tietmeyer  did  not  bear 
the  hallmarks  of  the  Red 
Army  Faction  terrorist  group 
which  emerged  from  the  rem- 
nants of  the  notorious  Baader- 
Meinhof  Gang  in  the  1970s 
and  has  been  intermittently 
active  since  then. 

In  this  case,  the  would-be 
assassin  emerged  from  the 
woods  near  Herr  Tietmeyer’s 
home  in  the  fashionable  Bonn 
suburb  of  Bad  Godesbeig  as 
the  official  was  getting  into  his 
car  early  in  the  morning.  The 
gunman  opened  fire  with  a

shotgun  before  vanishing  into 
die  trees  and  eluding  a police 
search.  Herr  Tietmeyer  was 
unharmed. 

Police  regard  the  attack  as 
linked  to  violent  protests  this 
week  aimed  at  disrupting 
meetings  of  the  IMF  and  the 
World  Bank  in  Berlin  and 
Hamburg.  Herr  Tietmeyer.  a 
prominent  figure  in  European 
financial  circles,  has  taken  a 
leading  role  in  organizing  the 
IMF  and  World  Bank  meet- 
ings. He  is  an  obvious  target 
for  terrorists  who  believe  that 
such  institutions  are  “the 
death  machine  of  the  imperi- 
alist economic  system”.

Tension  in  Haiti 


Leader  of  coup 
names  Cabinet 


Port-au-Prince  (Reuter)  — 
Sporadic  gunfire  was  still 
being  heard  in  the  streets  of 
Haiti's  capital  yesterday  after 
young  soldiers  were  reported 
to  have  taken  over  two  bar- 
racks, heightening  uncertainty 
after  last  weekend's  coup. 

The  reported  rebellions 
came  as  President  Avrfl,  the 
lieutenant-general  appointed 
by  the  Palace  Guard  which 
staged  the  coup  on  Saturday, 
announced  a new  Cabinet 
comprising  mainly  civilians 
who  had  served  in  the  interim 
government  which  ran  Haiti 
until  elections  last  January. 

Some  foreign  embassies 
warned  their  personnel  to 
keep  off  the  streets  of  the 
Caribbean  port  city  after  radio 
stations  reported  that  troops 
had  rebelled  at  the  barracks  of

in  the  Haitian  military.  There 
was  less  information  about 
events  at  the  Aviation  base, 
but  radio  stations  reported 
that  there  had  also  been  a 
takeover  there. 

The  independent  Radio 
Metropole  said  that  the  com- 
mander of  the  Air  Force, 
Colonel  Gesner  Bruno,  had 
been  lynched  by  his  men.  but 
the  Catholic  Radio  Soleil  said 
later  that  the  troops  had 
stripped  him  of  Ins  rank  and 
sent  him  home.  Tension  has 
been  growing  here  since  Gen- 
eral Avril  was  named  Presi- 
dent on  Sunday  after  Haiti's 
second  coup  in  three  months. 

Rounds  of  semi-automatic 
and  machine-gun  fire  could  be 
heard  in  residential  suburbs  at 
night  and  few  people  were  on 
the  streets.  A soldier  who  took 
part  in  the  coup  told  Radio 
Soleil  that  only  one  person 
had  been  killed,  a young 
soldier  who  insisted  on 
defending  the  framer  Presi- 
dent, Lieutenant-General 
Henri  Narnphy,  and  was  exe- 
cuted for  treason. 

General  Namphy,  who 
seized  power  from  the  civilian 
President,  Mr  Leslie  Manigat, 
in  a bloodless  coup  on  June 
19,  followed  the  path  of  his 
predecessor  he  was  put  on  an 
aircraft  for  the  neighbouring 
Dominican  Republic. 

The  role  in  the  coup  of  the 
young  soldiers  — poorly  paid 
and  underfed  — has  added  a 
new  dimension  to  Haitian 
politics. 

A non-com  missioned  of- 
ficer, Sergeant  Joseph  Heb- 
reux,  aged  27,  announced  the 
toppling  of  General  Namphy, 
and  h is  colleagues  have  since 
become  increasingly  out- 
spoken in  their  demands  for 
reform,  calling  for  a return  to 
democracy  and  the  sacking  of 
officers  linked  to  the  Duvalier 
dictatorship. 

Scores  of  young  troops  have 
remained  in  the  presidential 
palace  since  the  coup.  Dip- 
lomats have  expressed  fears 
that  dissent  in  the  junior  ranks 
could  spread,  leading  to  fur- 
ther bloodshed.

“I  tried  to  affect  him  by 
singing  Heimatlos  (home- 
less),” she  said.  “He  said  that 
was  how  it  was  in  Lebanon  — 
no  friends,  no  love;  1 had  to 
sing  it  again  and  again.” 

Mrs  Derickson,  a German- 
born  US  citizen,  contradicted 
HamadePs  claim  that  be  had 
never  had  a weapon  in  his 
hand,  and  was  only  following 
orders.  “That  wasn't  obvious 
to  me,”  she  said.

Somali  security  forces  have  in 
the  past  four  months  stepped 
up  a campaign  of  arrests,  tor- 
ture and  summary  executions 
of  members  ofa  dan  linked  to 
the  main  anti -government 
guerrilla  group.  Amnesty  int- 
ernational claims  today. 

In  one  of  its  most  scathing 
recent  human  rights  reports. 
Amnesty  says  that  the  Nat- 
ional Security  Service  and  the 
military  police  have  been 
responsible  for  widespread 
torture  of  men  and  women 
prisoners,  mass  killings  of 
civijians  in  the  north  and  the 
denial  of  legal  and  humanitar- 
ian facilities  for  detainees. 

Although  Somalia  has  had  a 
poor  human  rights  record,  the 
situation  has  deteriorated 
after  fierce  fighting  in  the 
north  and  successes  by  the 
Somali  National  Movement, 
whose  guerrillas  are  drawn 
from  the  Issaq  clan. 

The  mass  arrests  of  clans- 
men, which  began  in  June, 
have  continued  through  the 
summer  in  Mogadishu  and 
Berbera.  The  human  rights 
organization  says  that  it  has 
the  names  of  120  detainees  in 
the  capital;  they  include  prom- 
inent businessmen,  civil  ser- 
vants and  army  officers. 

Amnesty  says  it  has  conf- 
irmation from  the  north  that 
government  forces  in  Hargeisa 
have  embarked  on  a campaign 
of  ~exlra-judidaT  executions 
of  suspects,  'as  well  as 
bombardment  by  the  Air 
Force  of  fleeing  civilians 
which  has  left  thousands  dead. 

The  most  systematic  abuses 
of  human  rights,  according  to 
victims,  occurs  at  security 
service  headquarters  in  Moga- 
dishu, which  is  known  as 
Godko,  or  “the  hole”,  because 
of  its  labyrinth  of  under- 
ground cells. 

Former  inmates  describe  a 
pattern  of  torture  methods 
including  the  “MiG”,  named 
after  the  Soviet  warplane,  in 
which  the  prisoner’s  hands 
and  feet  are  tied  behind  his 
back  to  force  his  body  to  arch 
backwards  before  a beating; 
water  torture;  electric  shocks; 
squeezing  testicles  with  pliers; 
and  raping  women  prisoners. 

A Canadian  physician,  Dr 
Wendall  Block,  who  inter- 
viewed and  examined  former 
torture  victims  in  Somalia 
over  the  past  two  years,  said 
that  children  of  12  and  14 
years  of  age  were  arrested. 


Prisoners  were  kept  in 
cramped  conditions  with  poor 
toilet  facilities,  no  beds  and 
little  food.  One  man  was  not 
allowed  out  of  his  cell  for  six 
years  and  had  no  contact  with 
anyone  during  that  period. 

In  addition  to  the  recent 
arrests,  scores  of  political  de- 
tainees have  been  held  with- 
out trial  for  long  periods, 
including  the  country's  long- 
est held  prisoner  of  con- 
science, Mr  Yusuf  Osman 
Samamar,  a lawyer  and  pol- 
itical leader,  detained  since 
May  1975  as  well  as  for  most 
of  the  six  years  before  that. 

When  political  prisoners  are 
brought  to  trial  the  hearings 
are  very  frequently  held  in 
camera , with  little  or  no  time 
for  a defendant  to  prepare  his 
case  and  the  prosecution's 
evidence  often  made  up  of 
oral  or  written  confessions 
made  under  torture.  Amnesty 
says  it  has  heard  of  night  trials, 
of  defendants  being  denied 
legal  representation  and  of 
judges  refusing  to  hear  pris- 
oners' complaints  of  torture  or 
of  needing  medical  assistance. 

In  March  Somali  soldiers 
rounded  up  a group  of  un- 
armed civilians  near  the  town 
of  Gebileh  and  22  farmers  and 
nomads  were  tried  summarily 
and  executed.  According  to 
Amnesty,  the  trials  ignored 
legal  procedure,  and  defen- 
dants were  hardly  allowed  to 
speak  in  their  defence. 

Amnesty  says  it  has  ap- 
pealed frequently  to  the  Gov- 
ernment of  President  Barre  to 
take  action  against  the  abuses, 
but  Mogadishu  has  ignored 
the  approaches  and  refused  to 
allow  the  organization's  repre- 
sentatives to  visit  the  country 
earlier  this  year. 

A spokeswoman  for  the 
Somali  Embassy  in  London 
said:  “Amnesty  is  being 
manipulated  by  opposition 
groups  who  manufacture  most 
of  their  information.  These 
people  are  killing  innocent 
civilians  and  claim  they  are 
being  persecuted.  Amnesty  is 
guilty  of  mistakes.  There  is  no 
wide-scale  torture." 

The  spokeswoman  said  that 
Somali  officials  would  go 
through  the  report  point  by 
point  and  would  check  if  there 
were  cases  of  abuse.

Mobutu  opponent

Split  over  tribal  talks 
shifts  resistance  focus 


The  focus  of  Afghan  resistance 
activity  is  reported  to  be 
shifting  from  the  southern  city 
of  Kandahar  to  Jalalabad, 
across  the  border  from  Pesha- 
war, following  tension  be- 
tween different  guerrilla 
groups  in  the  south. 

This  shift  is  thought  to  be 
connected  with  the  issue  of  a 
Loyd  Jirga,  a gathering  of  all 
the  Afghan  tribes,  which  is 
being  proposed  by  moderate 
elements  among  the  Muja- 
hidin. 

It  was  also  called  for  by  the 
United  Nations  envoy  and 
negotiator,  Senor  Diego 
Cordovez,  who  proposed 
March  ! as  the  dale  for  the 
Loya  Jirga.  This  is  the  final 
deadline  for  the  withdrawal  of 
Soviet  troops.  He  said  that  a 
Loya  Jirga  has  “almost  unani- 
mous support"  among  Af- 
ghans. He  urged  them  to  get 
on  with  the  business  of  decid- 
ing on  a future  government. 

Senor  Cordovez  has  com- 
piled a list  of  30  “impartial, 
respected  Afghans”,  from  in- 
side the  country  and  among 
the  refugees,  who  could  help 
to  prepare  the  Loya  Jirga  and 
possibly  form  an  interim  gov- 
ernment. Observers  say  that 
this  proposal  might  find  fa- 
vour with  the  Soviet  Union, 
which  is  anxious  for  a face- 
saving compromise.  But  its

reception  in  Kabul  will  de- 
pend on  how  the  Government 
there  regards  its  own  military 
position. 

Senor  Cordovez  refused  to 
disclose  the  names  on  his  list, 
bui  said  that  they  did  not 
include  former  King  Zahir 
whose  return  is  sought  by 
moderate  resistance  groups 
and  opposed  by  fundamental- 
ists. 

There  have  been  sugges- 
tions that  if  Kandahar  falls, 
the  moderate  guerrilla  groups 
which  dominate  the  area  and 
the  refugee  bases  across  the 
border  around  Quetta  might 
try  to  fly  in  the  former  king  to 
bold  a tribal  assembly,  with  a 
view  to  proclaiming  a govern- 
ment of  national  unity. 

However,  Afghan  experts 
see  this  as  improbable.  Zahir 
Shah  is  an  extremely  cautious 
man,  and  well  aware  of  the 
hostility  to  him  among  fun- 
damentalists, such  as  the 
Hezb-e-IsIami  of  Gulbuddin 
Hekmalyar. 

In  recent  weeks,  after  the 
withdrawal  of  Soviet  troops, 
there  have  been  frequent  re- 
ports of  an  imminent  guerrilla 
offensive  against  Kandahar. 
The  Mujahidin,  at  present  in 
strength  inside  the  old  city, 
have  close  links  with  officers 
of  the  garrison  up  to  the  rank 
of  colonel.  There  have  been 


suggestions  that  the  city  might 
be  surrendered  to  the  guerril- 
las by  agreement,  possibly 
even  involving  the  Governor. 

However  the  garrison  was 
reinforced  last  week  by  more 
than  2,000  Aghan  troops. 
Rumours  that  about  500 
Soviet  troops  accompanied 
them  were  denied  by  Moscow. 

The  Government  is  un- 
likely to  retreat  from  Kan- 
dahar. the  second  city  of 
Afghanistan,  and  its  loss 
would  be  a severe  psychologi- 
cal blow. 

Mr  Hekmatyar.  reported  to 
be  in  the  Kandahar  region 
recently  to  gain  support  or 
ensure  a central  role  in  any 
local  settlement,  is  not 
thought  to  have  had  much 
success.  But  he  may  have 
helped  divide  the  local  resis- 
tance sufficiently  for  the  pro- 
jected offensive  against  Kand- 
ahar to  be  delayed. 

Meanwhile  the  guerrillas 
have  captured  the  town  of 
Spin  Buldak.  seven  miles  from 
the  Pakistan  border  on  the 
road  from  Quetta  to  Kan- 
dahar. Observers  are  divided 
on  the  chances  of  the  resis- 
tance capturing  Jalalabad  in 
the  near  future.  There  were 
rumours  of  its  imminent  fail 
after  the  Soviet  withdrawal, 
but  it  has  been  reinforced 
since  then.

T.S.  Eliot’s  first  major 
work,  “The  Love  Song  of  J. 
Alfred  Prufrock”,  was 
published  in  1915,  a 
momentous  year  for  the 
young  poet  in  more  ways 
than  one.  Ft  was  then 
that  he  decided  both  to 
settle  and  embark  on  a 
literary  career  in  England, 
and  to  marry  an  English 
girl,  Vivien  Haigh-Wood, 
the  daughter  of  a painter. 

The  young  couple  met 
at  Oxford  and  were 
married  on  June  26  at 
Hampstead  Register  Office, 
without  the  knowledge 
of  either  set  of  parents. 
Although  Vivien  Eliot 
was  a firm  believer  in  her 
new  husband's  literary 
talent,  the  liaison  quickly 
hit  problems.  Only  a few 
weeks  after  the  wedding, 
Bertrand  Russell  was 
able  to  remark  that  “he  is 
ashamed  of  his  marriage, 
and  very  grateful  if  one  is 
kind  to  her”,  adding 
ominously:  “I  think  that 
she  will  soon  be  tired  of 
him." 

It  seems  probable  that 
at  the  time  of  their 
marriage  Eliot  was 
unaware  of  his  wife's 
troubled  medical 
history:  as  a child  she  had 
suffered  from 
tuberculosis  of  her  left 
hand,  followed  in 
adolescence  by  a series  of 
problems  that  might 
nowadays  be  ascribed  to 
hormonal  imbalance. 
Together  they  were  to 
spend  several  years 
struggling  with  bouts  of 
what  has  been  described 
as  maladie  a deux , and 
with  an  unsuccessful 
sexual  life. 

In  the  third  of  five 
extracts  from  his  letters, 
edited  by  his  second 
wife,  Valerie  Eliot,  and 
published  next  Monday 
to  celebrate  the  centenary 
of  his  birth,  we  join  the 
poet  as  he  prepares  to  cross 
the  Atlantic  to  visit  his 
family  in  Massachusetts, 
shortly  after  his 
marriage.

July  23, 1915 

Mv  dear  Father 

. . . This  letter  1 am  going  to  leave 
with  Vivien,  and  she  is  to  send  it 
to  you,  I have  told  her,  in  case 
anything  happens  to  me  before  I 
arrive  home ...  if  anything  did 
happen,  I want  to  feel  that  you,  as 
well  as  her  own  family,  would  look 
after  her  future  as  much  as  you 
could  from  that  side  of  the  ocean. 

My  one  certain  hope  is  that  you 
will  see  that  she  gets  the  $5,000 
insurance  which  you  were  so  good 
to  take  out  for  me.  She  will  need  it. 
She  will  be  in  a most  difficult 
position.  Her  own  family  are  in 
very  straitened  circumstances  ow- 
ing to  the  war . . . 

1 have  taken  on  a great 
responsibility ...  I have  married 
her  on  nothing,  and  she  knew  it 
and  was  willing,  for  my  sake.  She 
had  nothing  to  gain  by  marrying 
me.  I have  imposed  upon  you  very 
much,  but  upon  her  more,  and  1 
know  you  will  help  to  make  her 
life  less  difficult . . . 

His  family  wanted  Eliot  to  remain 
in  America  for  a time  to  complete  a 
PhD  at  Harvard,  hut  as  he  wrote  to 
the  poet  Conrad  Aiken  from 
Massachusetts  on  August  5: 

What  1 want  is  MONEY!  $!  £!!  We 
are  hard  up!  War! 

Two  weeks  later  he  was  rushing 
home,  as  he  told  his  Harvard 
professor,  J.H.  Woods: 
Unfortunately  I have  just  had 
word  that  my  wife  is  very  ill  in 
London,  so  1 must  go  at  once  ...  I 
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do  not  anticipate  that  her  illness 
will  prevent  my  return  before  the 
opening  of  college;  but  if  it  is 
serious  enough  to  detain  me  I will 
cable  you. 

He  was  not  to  return,  however.  He 
obtained  a temporary  leaching 
post  in  High  Wycombe,  for  a 
salary  of  £140  a year,  with  free 
dinners.  As  he  wrote  to  Woods: 

1 found  Mrs  Eliot  in  very  pom- 
health',  the  strain  upon  her  this 
summer  has  vbeen  very  great,  and  I 
should  not  wish  to  expose  her  to 
the  hardships  of  a winter  in  a 
foreign  country  ' under  such 
conditions. 

And  to  his  father,  on  September  27: 
You  will  know  by  this  time  what 
the  situation  is,  and  that  my 
course  of  action  is  well  considered 
. . . and  the  one  which  promises 
the  most  happiness  . . . 

However,  there  was  one  drawback: 
1 ...  am  at  present  harassed  by 
the  question  of  money.  My  de- 
posit is  reduced  to  almost  nothing, 
as  it  is  all  that  I have  at  present  to 
live  upon.  If  no  money  comes 
from  you  at  the  end  ofa-fortnight  1 
shall  be  forced  to  cable,  as  I shall 
be  reduced  to  the  last  pound  by  the 
time  you  get  this . . . 

Vivien’s  health  remained  a prob- 
lem. In  January  1916  Bertrand 
Russell  took  her  to  Devon  for  a 
change  of  air.  When  he  left,  after 
five  days,  he  invited  Eliot  to  join 
her  at  his  expense.  Eliot  wrote  to 
his  benefactor  from  the  Torbay 
Hotel : 

Vivien  is  not  very  well  today.  She 
felt  very  well  yesterday,  and  was 
too  active;  consequently  a bad 
night,  and  stomach  and  headache 
today,  and  very  tired . . . You 
could  not  have  chosen  a better 
place  for  Vivien;  it’s  a sign  how 
badly  she  needed  it,  when  even 
under  the  absolutely  perfect  con- 
ditions you  have  provided  for  her 
she  is  still  so  weak  and  fatigued.  I 
am  convinced  that  no  one  could 
have  been  so  wise  and  understand- 
ing with  her  as  you.  She  was  very 
happy.  I have  felt  happier,  these 
few  days,  than  ever  in  my  life. 
And  in  March,  again  to  Russell ; 
We  went  to  the  dentist  this 
afternoon.  I was  not  able  to  go 
with  Vivien,  but  I arrived  a few 
minutes  later  and  talked  to  the 
doctor  afterwards.  Vivien  was 
very  much  shaken  by  the  inter- 
.view,  and  is  now  in  very  great 
l pain,  both  neuralgia  and  stomach 
. . . How  much  this  will  postpone 
her  recovery  1 cannot  tell.  She  is 
very  ill  tonight,  and  I am  very 
sony  that  she  went  through  this.  It 
has  been  too  great  a strain  upon 
her  will . . . Don’t  expect  her  to 
lunch  tomorrow.  I am  sure  it  will 
be  some  days  before  she  can  go  out 
to  lunch  or  dinner. 

By  August  she  was  at  last  improv- 
ing. Eliot  wrote  to  Conrad  Aiken 
on  August  21,  giving  a due  as  to 
the  nature  of  the  illness: 

You  know  that  my  wife  has  been 
very  ill  all  the  winter.  She  has  been 
getting  gradually  better,  but  very 
slowly ...  it  was  a great  anxiety 
— as  she  kept  having  incidental 
troubles  like  teeth  which  set  her 
back ...  It  has  been  nerves,  com- 
plicated by  physical  ailments,  and 
induced  largely  by  the  most  acute 
neuralgia . . . 

Though  he  was  by  now  regularly

September  6, 1916 
Dearest  Mother 

. . . You  are  so  good  and  kind  with 
offers  of  help  that  Z should  like  to 
work  night  and  day  without 
stopping  to  make  up  for  it,  but  I 
know  1 never  can.  How  splendid 
you  and  father  are! ...  We  shall, 
as  you  say.  probably  need  some 
more  help  before  Christmas,  but  I 
hope  not  much.

His  elder  brother,  Henry,  helped 
out,  loo.  In  October  1916  Vivien 
wrote  to  thank  him. 

Really  Henry  I am  quite  sure  you 
cannot  afford  these  constant  five 
poundscs ...  I tell  you  I think  you 
are  notably  generous  and  kind.  It 
was  very  welcome  because  we  are 
very  low  at  present  — we  have  only 
got  twenty  two  pounds  in  the 
bank,  and  Tom  won’t  get  any 
more  till  Christmas . . . Unfortu- 
nately it  has  meant  writing  to  your 
Father  for  help  again  . . . 

And  then  there  ww  her  health: 

I shan’t  have  my  sinus  trouble 
touched  until  1 simply  have  to.  I 
still  hope  to  live  it  down . . . they 
sent  me  to  see  a doctor . . . chiefly 
for  my  headaches ...  He  ex- 
plained that ...  I do  not  eat 
enough  to  nourish  my  nervous 
system  — and  brain  — 

Eliot  had  his  own  neurotic  anxi- 
eties. In  November  1916  he  wrote 
revealingly  to  Henry  expressing 
nonies  about  what  would  happen 
to  Vivien  if  he  should  die: 

While  1 hope  soon  to  be  self- 
supporting,  I don’t  know  whether 
I shall  ever  earn  enough  money  lo 
leave  her  to  live  upon  after  my 
death  ...  It  is  another  super- 
stition of  mine  that  if  you  don’t 
face  any  possibility  of  disaster  it  is 
much  more  likely  to  happen . . . 

It  was  to  be  some  time  before  his 
hope  of  being  self-supporting  was 
fulfilled : 

Monday  February  5, 1917 
My  dear  Father 

...  I wrote  to  ask  you  a week  or 
two  ago  whether  you  could  send 
six  months  rent.  I should  like,  if  it 
were  possible,  to  have  a year’s  rent 
now,  as  it  may  become  very 
difficult  and  precarious  [because 
of  the  war]  to  send  any  commu- 
nication from  America  to  England 
if  the  rent  w we  not  forthcom- 
ing we  should  be  in  a very 
awkward,  position  — I simply 
want  to  protect  ourselves  as  far  as 
possible  against  risks,  and  know- 
ing that  the  rent  can  be  paid  will  go 
a great  way  . . . 

March  /,  1917 

My  dear  father 

My  last  fetter,  a week  ago,  was 
broken  off  rather  abruptly  to  catch 
the  maiL  Since  then  you  have 
cabled  me  one  hundred  dollars, 
and  Tuesday  came  a number  of 


internally,  in  a metaphorical 
sense,  as  well  as  other  internal 
pains,  like  migraine  and  stomach 
trouble,  in  a literal  sense . . . 

The  nature  of  the  stress  that 
assailed  these  two  young  people 
was  amplified  by  Vivien  in  a letter 
to  Eliot ‘s  mother  on  March  S: 

I am  so  glad  you  understand  the 
sort  of  brain  that  needs  a great 
amount  of  sleep... I worry  a 
great  deal  and  my  brain  is  always 
restless  and  active.  Often  when  I 
fie  down  to  steep  I feel  that  a wheel 
is  going  round  in  my  bead,  and 
although  my  body  is  dead  tired  my 
brain  gets  more  and  more  excited 
...  my  migraines  are  coming  back 
and  I dont  feel  nearly  so  well 
Tom ...  did  not  get  over  that 
influenza  for  nwfts- in  fact,  I can 
say  that  it  is  only  for  the  last  5 or  6 
days  that  be  has  seemed  like 
himself.  Up  till  then  be  was  most 
gloomy  and  depressed  and  very 
irritable  and  1 knew  he  felt  that  life 
was  simply  not  worth  going  on 
with... 

It  was  therefore  with  great  relief 
that  Eliot  ootained  a regular  job  at 
Lloyds  Bank  towards  the  end  of 
March  1917.  He  was  earning  "two 
pounds  ten  a week",  still  lecturing 
and  reviewing  books,  and  in  May 
1917  he  became  a "contributing 
alitor — with  a monthly  paper 
called  The  Egoist  — the  same 
which  is  publishing  my  poems". 
But  the  money  worries  continued, 
as  Vivien  explained  to  her  mother- 
in-law  in  June  1917: 

In  the  flat,  if  we  have  a woman,  I 
lock  up  every  mortal  thing,  and- 
not  a grain  of  rice  or  a crust  of 
bread  is  eaten  -without  my  know- 
ledge. Naturally  one  does  not 
enjoy  having  to  practise  such 
parsimonious  ways  — but  when  it 
is  a choice  between  that  and 
practically  starving  as  it  has  been 
with  us  — there  is  of  course  no 
question  . . . it  becomes  more  and 
more  difficult  and  harassing  to 
procure  proper  nourishment  on 
the  money  which  Tom  is  earning. 
It  is  almost  impossible ...  I dont 
know  what  will  happen  if  he  does 
not  get  a rise  soon  ... 

In  November,  Eliot  was  writing  to 
his  father 
My  dear  Father 

. . . You  mentioned  money.  I find 
that  1 have  had  fifty-five  pounds 


lerday.  I can  only  repeal  how  very 
generous  and  good  you  are.  Half 
shall  be  spent  on  Vivien  and  half 
on  me — mostly  on  clothes  I fancy, 
which  are  of  course  expensive 
now,  and  on  comforts  which  one 
has  learned  to  regard  as  luxuries 
nowadays . . . 

That  winter.  Tom  and  Vivien  both 
suffered  from  influenza  and  chil- 
blains. Vivien  continued  to  be 
easily  tired.  By  the  following 
summer  there  were  other  pro- 
blems: 

June  23. 1918 

Dearest  Mother 

...  We  both  had  a very  painful 
time  at  the  dentist  and  Vivien  has 
also  been  having  much  trouble 
with  her  eyes,  and  has  had  to  have 
some  expensive  glasses.  She . . . 
woke  up  with  a very  bad  migraine 
. . .and  was  so  dizzy  when  she  got 
up  that  she  had  to  lie  down  again. 
We  feel  sometimes  as  if  we  were 
going  to  pieces  and  just  being 
patched  up  from  time  to  time.  The 
strain  of  life  is  very  great . . . 

And  so  it  went  on.  continuing  bouts 
of  ill-health  for  both  of  them  and 
always  a lack  of  money,  despite 
Eliot’s  success  at  the  bank  and  his 
growing  reputation  as  both  a poet 
and  a critic.  In  the  summer  oj 
1919.  "just  out  of  bed  and  very 
much  run  down".  Eliot  spent  three 
weeks  on  holiday  in  France.  On  his 
return,  as  he  told  his  mother 
...  I found  Vivien  in  bed  with  a 
serious  attack  ofbronchitis.  As  her 
family  were  in  the  country  she  has 
no  one  to  look  after  her  but  our 
servant  who  leaves  at  8 in  the 
evening,  so  that  she  was  always 
alone  at  night  She  bad  concealed 
her  illness  from  me  in  writing,  so 
as  not  to  diminish  my  pleasure  in 
the  trip ...  she  still  has  a nasty 
cough  and  is  very  pale . . . 

In  1920.  Vivien’s  father  became 
seriously  ill  and  the  effect  on  her 
was  dramatic.  On  April  3.  1921. 
Eliot  wrote  to  his  friend  Sydney 
Schiff.  writer  and  patron  of  the 
arts: 

...  I have  been  preoccupied  with 
Vivien’s  illness  — after  her 
father  was  out  of  danger  she  nearly 
collapsed ...  she  has  been  in  bed 
for  the  last  five  weeks,  at  first  in  a 
nursing-home,  and  lately,  on  ac- 
count of  the  expense,  at  home.  We 
have  had  a specialist  treating  her 
for  nervous  exhaustion  and  for  her 
stomach  trouble,  which  became 
very  alarming  — she  cannot  ex- 
pect to  be  really  well  for  a year  or 
two,  but  I hope  that  with  careful 
living  - and  occasional  treatment 
she  will  improve  steadily. 

Later  in  1921,  Eliot’s  own  health, 
never  entirely  robust  and  always 
subject  to  the  stresses  under  which 
he  found  himself,  declined  sharply. 

October  3, 1921 

My  dear  Henry 

I have  been  feeling  very  nervous 
and  shaky  lately,  and  have  had 
very  little  seJf-contnoL  Vivien 
wanted  me  to  see  a nerve  special- 
ist, so  she  made  an  appointment 
and  went  with  me,  to  the  most 


celebrated  specialist  in  London. 
He . . . said  I bad  greatly  over- 
drawn my  nervous  energy,  and 
must  go  straight  away  for  three 
months  complete  rest  and  change 
and  must  live  according  to  a strict 
regimen . . . 

After  a spell  in  Lausanne  Eliot 
seems  to  have  recovered  com- 
pletely. but  there  was  still  the 
problem  of  Vivien.  She  herseij 
wrote  to  Ezra  Pound  in  June  1922 
listing  her  symptoms: 

First  of  all  Colitis.  This  is,  I am 
told,  a symptom  in  itself.  It  may 
apparently  be  a symptom  of 
anything,  nobody  seems  to  know 
what. 

Temperature.  I very  often  have 
a temperature  of  99.4  for  two  or 
three  weeks  at  a time  for  no 
obvious  reason. 

Increasing  mental  incapacity.  I 
have  a horror  of  using  my  mind 
and  spend  most  of  my  time  in 
trying  to  avoid  contact  with 
people  or  anything  that  will  force 
me  to  use  my  mind. 

Physical  Exhaustion. 

Insomnia.  This  has  been  going 
on  for  eight  years. 

Migraines. 

On  the  last  day  of  that  year,  Eliot 
wrote  to  Henry: 

Vivien  has  been  very  tired  since 
Christmas.  She  sat  up  to  dinner  in 
the  evening  oh  that  day  for  the 
first  time  in  months ...  she  has 
not  been  able  to  deviate  in  the 
slightest  from  the  most  limited 
arid  particular  diet,  and  she  has 
not  been  able  to  take  ordinary 
exercise . . . and  she  has  hardly 
seen  anybody ...  I think  that  the 
strain  of  such  a mode  of  life  is 
beginning  to  tell  on  her . . . 

The  strain  told  on  Eliot,  too.  His 
wife's  recurrent  physical  and  men- 
tal ailments  were  to  cause  him 
much  anxiety  and  misery,  and  in 
1932  he  formally  separated  from 
her,  Vivien  Eliot  died  in  1947.

In  his  latest  novel. 
Dominick  Dunne 
plans  a murder. 
Fionnuala  McHugh 
discovers  that  it  is 
not  entirely  fiction 


II  is  a year  since  Woman's 
Wear  Daily  in  New  York 
published  an  unauthorized 
early  draft  of  Dominick 
...  Dunne’s  new  novel.  People 
{ *%£,nSw  doesn’t  know  how 

wwd  obtained  it,  but  the  inaction 
was  spectacular. 

Across  Manhattan  the  super 
wealthy,  whom  Dunne  has  spent  the 
past  decade  dissecting,  threw  up 
their  manicured  hands  in  horror 
and  fury.  WWD  equated  the  fic- 
tional characters  with  their  appar- 
ent real-fife  counterparts. 

“And  they  also  added  their  own 
words  and  descriptions  — they  said 
such  and  such  a one  was  obnoxious 
or  kinky,”  recalls  Dunne.  “You 
don’t  know  what  it  was  like  in  New 
York  those  months  before  it  came 
oul  People  were  terrified  of  what  I 
was  going  to  say.  There  was  a 
woman  who  called  me  from  Palm 
Beach  who  cried,  who  cried. 

“And  one  woman  was  so  upset 
that  I thought  I would  hate  to  cause 
such  grief  to  anybody.  So  f said, 
‘Listen,  I’ll  give  you  the  draft  for  24 
hours.’  And  she  read  it  and  said,  ‘1 
don’t  know  what  these  people  are 
talking  about  If  that’s  me  - well, 
that’s  the  way  I am.’  And  she 
became  a big  champion  of  it” 
Dunne,  61,  a sad-eyed  man  whose 
face  combines  an  expression  of 
compassion  with  a patient  weari- 
ness, suddenly  laughs.  “You  know, 
although  it  was  unpleasant,  I kind  of 
enjoyed  that  experience:  I wanted  to 
see  what  it  was  like  to  feel  that  chill 
and  it  was  veiy,  very  interesting. 
Listen,  Fm  a writer.  I want  to  have 
every  experience  I can  have.” 

As  it  turned  out,  the  legitimate 
publication  of  the  book  six  months 
later  cleared  him  of  the  charge  that 
be  was  going  to  do  a Capote  on  New 
York  society.  La  Gke  Basque, 
Truman  Capote’s  1976  stab  — 
literally  — at  depicting  what  lies 
behind  the  refined  reaches  of  these 
upper  echelons,  ended  in  the  au- 
thor’s total  ostradzation.  This 
pained  Capote  immeasurably:  it  is 
hardly  an  exaggeration  to  say  that  it 
considerably  diminished  the  quality 
of  his  remaining  years. 

Dunne  admits  that  he  took 
Capote’s  fete  as  a warning.  “Oh, 
absolutely,  but  in  more  ways  than 
one  — I mean,  look  at  his  death  from 
alcoholism.  What  be  did  was  a very 
alcoholic  thing  to  do.  He  committed 
public  suicide  by  doing  that” 

What  Dunne  does  in  People  Like 
Us,  however,  is  more  complex; 
within  its  pages  he  plans  a murder. 
There  are  two  storylines.  One 
concerns  the  social  climbers  and 
restaurant  diners  of  Manhattan’s 
Upper  East  Side.  The  other  is  about 
a journalist.  Gus  Bailey.  An  alco- 
holic separated  from  his  wife,  he 
was  once  a Hollywood  producer  and 
now  writes  about  famous  people  for 
a glossy  magazine.  His  daughter  has 
been  murdered.  The  man  who  killed 
her  serves  a derisory  sentence  and 
Bailey  seeks  revenge. 


School  for 
scandal?

New  York  society  may  argue 
about  whether  Claus  Von  Bulow, 
Ivan  Boesky,  Lord  Weidenfeld  or 
Elizabeth  Taylor  grace  its  pages,  but 
there  is  no  argument  about  the  Gus 
Bailey  rote  .Dunne,  now  Vanity 
Fair’s  star  writer,  produced  such 
films  as  Ash  Wednesday  and  The 
Users:  he  became  an  alcoholic  and 
divorced  his  wife,  Lenny;  his  only 
daughter,  Dominique,  was  stran- 
gled in  1982.  Dunne  has  painted  a 
self-portrait  of  wince-inducing  raw- 
ness.  The  character  stripped  most 
vulnerable  in  People  Uke  Us  is 
himself. 

Dominique’s  killer,  John 
Sweeney,  served  less  than  three 
years  for  her  death.  Heisnowachef 
in  one  of  the  most  fashionable 
restaurants  in  Los  Angeles.  It  does 
not  take  much  knowledge  of 
psychology  to  realize  that  Dunne’s 
fictional  alter  ego  plotting  revenge 
was  working  out  his  darkest  fantasy. 
The  whole  sequence  runs  in  tandem 
with  the  bulk  of  the  book,  scarcely 
impinging  on  the  action. 

“But  there  was  a point  to  that,”  he 
says.  “You  go  out  every  night  and 
you  talk  to  people  and  you  have  a 
sub-text  to  your  life  that  I as  your 
dinner  partner  know  nothing  about. 
It  interested  me  that  somebody 
could  have  this  violence  in  bis  life 
and  yet  carry  on." 


He  re-wrote  the  ending  three 
times.  Right  until  the  end  he  could 
not  decide  whether  the  killer  should 
live  or  die.  “It  fascinates  me  always 
how  much  people  want  to get  even.  I 
lecture  to  a lot  of  victims’  groups 
who  have  to  deal  with  this  thing. 
And  even  though  I talked  about 
how  wrong  it  is,  the  fact  is  i had 
those  same  feelings.  And  as  a writer 
1 could  create  a situation  in  which  I 
could  do  what  I couldn’t  do  in  my 
life  ” 

Whatever  mental  anguish  had 
been  building  up  prior  to  People 
Like  Us  was  undoubtedly  released 
by  writing  the  Bailey  revenge  sec- 
tion. He  agrees  it  was  a safety  valve. 
“It  helped  in  that  I no  longer  have 
thoughts  about  doing  that'' 

His  commitment  to  American 
victims’  associations  is  still  strong. 
He  became  involved  in  the  Cham- 
bers “Yuppie  murder  case”  in 
which  Jennifer  Levin  was  murdered 
by  her  boyfriend  in  what  the  defence 
claimed  was  a bout  of  “rough  sex”. 

“Mrs  Levin  called  me  about  10 
days  after  the  murder  and  came  to 
see  me.  It  seems  every  time  there  is 
a case  like  that  they  read  Justice  [the 
article  Vanity  Fair  editor  Tina 
Brown  commissioned  him  to  write 
about  Sweeney's  trial].  I went  to 
the  Chambers  trial  for  two  days 
but  I couldn't  handle  it.  I couldn’t 


put  myself  through  it  again.” 

He  is  an  immensely  sympathetic 
man  who  speaks  with  deliberation, 
as  though  his  tragedy  has  burned  off 
all  redundant  trimmings  of  speech. 
He  is  also  a considerate  listener.  He 
says  that  he  loves  women  and  they 
talk  to  him  at  revelatory  lengths  in 
his  Vanity  Fair  profile. 

“I  have  two  women  who  are  very, 
very  important  in  my  life  — my 
editor  at  Crown,  Betty  Prashker,  the 
first  person  who  told  me  I should  be 
a writer,  and  Tina  Brown,  the  first 
person  who  tokl  me  1 could  be  a 
journalist  As  a movie  producer  I 
used  tobeinfeara  lot  of  the  time  of 
the  studio  heads;  I never  really  felt 
relaxed  in  that  world.  With  Tina 
and  with  Betty  I fed  — well,  I think 
that  women  understand  me.” 


That  women  talk  to  him 
more  than  men  in  his 
interviews  is  understand- 
able. He  has  always 
described  himself  as  an 
outsider,  ever  since  his  days  as  the 
only  Irish  Catholic  at  his  WASP- 
dominated  school.  He  has  the 
demeanour  of  a lonely  man  and 
women  tend  to  respond  to  that. 

As  a feature  writer  he  is  renowned 
for  his  fairness,  inevitably  becoming 
sympathetic  to  those  whom  he 
profiles,  even  such  an  unlikely 
'candidate  as  Imelda  Marcos.  “She  is 


terrible,  bnt  I felt  sympathy  for  her, 
even  when  I knew  she  was  lying  to 
me.  I always  do.”  Only  Claus  Von 
Bulow,  accused  of  attempting  to 
murder  his  wife,  failed  to  earn 
Dunne's  compassion. 

Now  that  the  fuss  about  People 
Like  Us  has  died  down,  he  is 
basking  in  the  success  that  has  come 
with  writing  a best-seller.  He  is  even 
prepared  to  concede  that  some  of 
the  characters  really  were  based  on 
actual  people. 

Sitting  on  a sofa  in  Brown’s 
Hotel,  where  he  always  stays  when 
he  is  in  London  (its  hushed 
graciousness  fits  bis  persona  per- 
fectly — neither  too  opulent  nor  too 
downmarket),  his  eyes  light  up  as  he 
gleefully  recounts  how  the  Grimaldi 
entourage  — Prince  Rainier,  Prin- 
cess Caroline  and  her  husband  - 
attended  a ball  in  France  this 
summer.  “There  was  a man  from 
New  York  there  arguing  with  the 
security  guards  and  holding  up  their 
car  and  supposedly  Princess  Caro- 
line pointed  at  him  and  said  to  her 
father,  ‘That’s  Ezzie  Fenwick*  [one  l 
of  the  less  likeable  characters  in  , 
People  Uke  Us].  I almost  fell  on  the 
floor  laughing  when  I heard.  And  do 
you  know,  she  was  right.”  *

Bnt  I did  watch  the 
undignified  spectacle  of  a tutor 
rolling  around  the  floor  under- 
neath a table  with  a nnbfle  girl 
whose  skirt  was  choking  her. 
There  was  a sprinkling  of 
Educating  Rita  lookalikes, 
including  one  who  terrified  a 
shy  Geordie  gentlemen  during 
Module  3c  Men  and  Women 
and  Society.

A GP  in  osr  group  told  us  be 
was  woken  op  at  3am  by  a 
naked  apparition  at  the  foot  of 
his  bed  saying:  “It's  all  right 
it’s  only  me.”

If  yon  have  a fall-time  job, 
children  and  a home  to  or- 
ganize, managing  to  take  a 
week  off  for  compulsory  sum- 
mer school  can  be  difficult,  bnt 
the  OU  insists  on  its  value.  It 
argues  that  stndeats  need  the 
encouragement  that  studying 
together  brings  and  redans 
that  during  the  middle  of  a 
course,  when  enthusiasm  may 
be  flagging,  summer  school 
gives  then  a lift. 

This  is  undoubtedly  true,  as 
is  the  fact  that  genuine  and 
lasting  lore  matches  are  made 
at  summer  school.  But  yon 
only  have  to  read  the  small  ads 
in  Sesame,  the  OUSA  news- 
paper, to  get  a flavour  of  what 
else  goes  on.  Although  some  of 
the  messages  are  coded,  many 
more  leave  little  to  the  imagin- 
ation - which  suggests  that 
caution  as  well  as  inhibitions 
are  sometimes  abandoned  by 
students  and  tutors  alike.  How 
summer  school  romances  end 
or  wbat  people  who  are  in  a 
relationship  with  a Puma  (a 
partner  who  is  upwardly  mo- 
bile academically)  make  of  it 
all  is  anyone's  guess  — 
although  it  sounds  like 
a subject  the  student  of 
sociology  might  find  M? 
riveting  to  research.  dr

Nannies’  home  help 


From  B.E.H.  Cotter.  Eden

Part  Five  of  The  Good  Nanny 
Guide  (“That  girl  has  got  to 
go”  September  2)  discusses 
dismissal  only  in  terms  of 
ending  the  contract  of  employ- 
ment. But  what  about  the 
accommodation  which  goes 
with  the  job? 

If  nanny  has  nowhere  else  to 
go  (particnlary  if  dismissed  on 
the  spot)  and  presente  herself 
to  the  local  Housing  Au- 
thority, she  may  well  be 
required  to  assert  her  rights  of 
occupation  before  they  will 
help.  Wages  of  £50  a week  or 
so  would  qualify  nanny  for 

„ Legal  Aid. 

j Section  8 (2}  of  the  Protec- 
tion from  Eviction  Act  1977 
enables  ‘hose  enjoying  exclu- 
sive possession  of  premises 
under  the  terms  of  their 
employment  to  resist  eviction 
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without  due  process  of  law.  In 
appropriate  cases  Legal  Aid 
can  be  obtained  over  the 
telephone  to  obtara  ex  parte 
mandatory  injunctions  from 
the  County  Court,  requiring 
the  employer  to  restore  the 
employee  to  occupation  and 
prevent  interference  with  pos- 
sessions etc. 

The  employer  can  then 
apply  for  the  injunction  to  be 
discharged,  bnt  it  wiU  still  be 
weeks  rather  than  days  before 
tbe  employee  can  be  legally 
evicted. 

Tbe  predent  employer  might 
fee!  better  advised  not  to 
dismiss  summarily  - no  mat- 
ter how  the  circumstances  at 
the  time  seem  to  justify  it  - bat 
pay  wages  in  lies  of  notice, 
work  oat  an  agreed  reference

In  Makhoul  Street  in  West  Beirut  an 
elderly  Armenian  runs  an  antiquarian 
shop  containing  more  ghosts  than  any 
other  spot  in  Lebanon.  Not  that  it  stands 
upon  the  site  of  any  massacre.  Bui  round  its 
walls  are  100  photographs  of  old  Beirut,  of 
British  soldiers  in  pith  helmes  standing 
outside  mosques,  of  British  officers  welcom- 
ing the  French  army  of  the  old  French 
mandate,  of  the  city  of  ornate  Ottoman 
mansions  whose  red  roofs  seduced  even 
T.E  Lawrence  into  declaring  the  city  one  of 
the  prettiest  he  had  seen. 

The  other  day.  1 managed  to  buy  the  first 
timetable  for  the  Beirut-Darn ascus  railway 
(its  embankments  tom  away  and  its  tunnels 
blocked  in  the  first  fighting  of  1976). 
Murray's  1892  Handbook  for  Travellers  in 
Syria  and  Palestine  shows  that  the  first-class 
fare  cost  1 10  piastres  (about  an  eighth  of  a 
present  day  penny).  Tourists  were  advised, 
however,  to  take  the  diligence  to  Chtaura 
from  where  they  could  travel  to  Baalbek 
(now  the  home  of  some  of  the  most  extreme 
Hezbollah  gunmen  in  the  country)  and 
“inspect  the  mins  next  day”. 

But  from  that  distant  world,  at  least  one 
fact  of  daily  life  seems  to  have  survived. 
Murray  warned  his  readers  that  “private 
carriages  can  be  obtained  for  the  entire 
journey  from  Beyrout  to  Baalbek. . . but  the 
charges  arc  very  heavy,  and  a dear 
arrangement  should  be  made  before  start- 
ing.” Beirut's  taxi  drivers  — among  the 
greediest  in  the  world  even  now  — are  clearly 
following  an  honoured  tradition. 


It  would  be  good  to  report  that  even  in 
West  Beirut  a small  British  community 
has  clung  on.  Alas,  not  so.  There  are  a 
few  British  wives  of  Lebanese  and  at  (east 
one  retired  British  businessman  who  gin- 
gerly ventures  out  of  his  home  for  daily 
shopping  and  an  occasional  beer.  Only  the 
ghosts  of  long-departed  Britons  otherwise 
remain.  The  old  Duke  of  Wellington  bar  off 
Hamra  Street  — complete  with  Whitbread 
beer  mats,  draught  Lebanese  lager  and  a 
large  portrait  of  the  Iron  Duke  — is  open  for 
a few  Anglophile  Lebanese  clients.  The 
British  embassy  annexe  in  West  Beirut  is 
normally  deserted.  The  ambassador’s  for- 
mer residence  near  Kantari  has  been 
convened  into  an  Islamic  orphanage. 

The  Shia  Muslim  militia.  AmaL  an- 
nounced a few  days  ago  that  a fisherman  off 
the  coast  of  southern  Lebanon  had  found 
the  wreck  of  a Second  World  War  RAF 
fighter  in  the  sea,  with  the  skeleton  of  the 
pilot,  and  invited  the  embassy  to  send  a 
diplomat  to  inspect  the  remains.  Britain,  of 
course,  helped  capture  Lebanon  from  the 
Vichy  French  in  1941  (among  their  troops 
was  the  young  Moshe  Dayan  who  lost  his 
eye  fighting  the  French  near  the  village  of 
Daroour  just  south  of  Beirut)  and  until 
recently  1 could  still  see  the  letters  Naafi 
beside  the  old  British  military  compound  on 
the  road  to  Sidon. 

Even  the  skull  of  the  eccentric  Lady 
Hester  Stanhope,  discovered  in  her  broken 
tomb  earlier  this  summer,  has  yet  to  find  a 
home.  Alerted  by  an  article  in  The  Times. 
however,  a reader,  Paul  Gotch,  noted  that 
next  year  marks  the  1 50th  anniversary  of 
her  death  and  offered  to  take  charge  of  the 
. skull  if  it  could  be  got  out  of  Lebanon. 
Carrying  so  venerable  an  object  past  the 
Syrian  soldiers,  secret  service  agents  and 
militiamen  who  throng  Beirut  airport  would 
constitute  one  of  the  more  extraordinary, 
episodes  of  smuggling  in  Beirut's  history.

‘With  Gary's  form  at  the  moment,

When  the  abduction  of  foreigners 
reached  its  height  four  years  ago  — 
and  after  three  kidnap  victims 
were  murdered  in  revenge  for  the  US 
bombing  raid  on  Libya  - ail  but  a handful  of 
Western  journalists  high-tailed  it  to  Cyprus, 
leaving  Lebanese  journalists  working  for 
Western  news  organizations  to  hold  the  fort. 
They  have  certainly  won  their  spurs. 

Many  of  the  journalists  are  women  — 
kidnappers  seem  to  prefer  male  victims.  But 
none  the  less  they  travel  to  cover  Israeli  air 
strikes  and  inter-militia  battles.  Some  are 
remarkably  young.  The  senior  photographer 
in  Reuter's  Beirut  office  is  in  her  early 
twenties;  .Associated  Press  in  Beirut  em- 
ploys three  women  reporters  and  Nora 
Boustany.  who  won  last  year's  George  Polk 
US  Prize  for  International  Reporting,  has 
just  been  taken  on  to  the  staff  of  the 
Washington  Post. 

When  the  Western  correspondents  do 
eventually  return,  it  will  be  interesting  to  see 
if  they  pay  due  respect  to  the  Lebanese 
journalists  who  have  so  aWy  — and 
courageously  — filled  their  shoes. 


One  story  Washington  has  tried  to 
keep  under  wraps  is  the  feet  that  five 
US  military  advisers  still  quietly 
train  Lebanese  army  personnel  in  Christian 
East  Beirut.  One  of  them  recently  survived 
an  assassination  attempt  while  jogging  in  a 
wood  near  his  compound.  The  Americans 
kept  that  secret,  too. 

.Curiously,  the  Stars  and  Stripes  still  flies 
over  the  US  annexe  in  West  Beirut,  a 
bunker-like  concrete  box  in  which  no 
American  diplomats  have  worked  for  five 
years  but  which  nevertheless  represents 
America's  “presence”  in  that  part  of  the 
city.  Shia  Muslim  gunmen  arc  paid  to  guard 
il  So  every  evening  at  sundown,  a 
moustachioed  young  Shia  named  Hussein  — 
from  an  area  of  southern  Lebanon  blown 
for  its  advocacy  of  anti-American  suicide 
bombers  — has  the  honour  of  hauling  down 
Old  Gloty. 


Usually  candidates  fra:  privat- 
ization are  nationalized  in- 
dustries owned  by  the  state  into 
which  taxpayers'  money  has 
been  poured  and  lost.  This  is  not 
so  with  the  Tote,  now  the  subject 
of  a Home  Office^commtssioned 
feasibility  study  on  privatization 
by  Lloyds  Merchant  Bank. 

The  Government  does  not 
own  the  Tote,  any  more  than  it 
owned  the  Trustee  Savings 
Bank.  No  taxpayers'  money  has 
ever  been  lent  or  given  to  the 
Tote.  The  Home  Office  has 
expressly  disowned  the  Tote, 
stating  that  the  Government 
would  never  honour  any  liabil- 
ities incurred  by  it. 

The  only  owner  of  the  Tote  is 
the  Tote  Board  itself  whose 
members  arc  appointed  by  the 
Government  through  the  Home 
Office.  Obviously  if  there  were  a 
clash  of  views,  which  there  never 
has  been  since  1976  when  I 
became  chairman,  the  Govern- 
ment could  appoint  a board 
agreeable  to  its  wishes:  a situa- 
tion I cannot  envisage. 

Doubtless  on  any  flotation  of 
, the  Tote  the  Government  could 
» ask  Parliament  to  allow  it  a share 
’ of  the  proceeds  (something  for 
nothing),  though  that  would  be 
highly  immoral,  and  this  is  a 
very  moral  government  which 
does  not  believe  in  confiscation 
of  other  people's  assets. 

Curiously,  since  the  Horserace 
Betting  Levy  Board  was  set  up  in 
1961  the  Tote  has  bad  no

statutory  instructions  as  to  what 
to  do  with  its  profits  other  than 
develop  its  business.  Neverthe- 
less the  Tote,  conscious  that  its 
health  is  linked  to  that  of 
horseracing,  has  been  more  help- 
ful to  racing  than  the  normal 
commercial  undertaking  would 
be.  in  the  current  financial  year 
racecourses  will  receive  36  per 
cent  of  the  net  profits  of  the  Tote 
on  course  operations. 

The  Tote’s  yearly  sponsorship 
programme  at  around  £400,000 
is  by  far  the  largest  of  any  betting 
organization,  being  three  to  four 
times  bigger  than  that  of  three  of 
the  big  umr  bookmakers.  The 
Tote  enables  racecourses  to  com- 
plete building  projects  by  giving 
them  more  than  the  actual  cost 
of  the  provision  of  Tote  facil- 
ities. 

It  has  been  argued  that  on 
privatization,  racecourses 
should  run  their  own  totes.  This 
the  Tote  would  resist  Even  if  a 
few  of  the  most  prosperous 
courses  were  grouped  together 
they  would  need  costly  admin- 
istrations, duplicating  what  the 
Tote  does  already. 


The  Tote’s  highly  cost-eff- 
ective supplementary  staff  op- 
erators cannot  by  any  means  aU 
be  drawn  from  the  locality  of  the 
course  they  work  at  Racecourses 
operating  totes  would  each  need 
to  duplicate  the  elaborate  and 
expensive  security  system  run  by 
the  Tote  to  prevent  manipula- 
tion of  dividends,  defrauding 
both  punters  and  the  Tote. 

They  would  have  to  spend  up 
to  £3  million  apiece  on  increas- 
ingly high-tech  betting  equip- 
ment now  used  by  the  Tote  and 
moved  around  the  59  courses. 
This  is  not  the  US  with  far  larger 
attendances  than  British  race- 
courses: Aqueduct  has  174  race 
days  a year,  Santa  Anita  in 
California  124  and  Belmont  in 
New  York  state  1 14  days,  and  so 
on.  Here  the  average  annual  days 
racing  per  racecourse  is  1746. 

Most  racecourses  would  make 
a loss  if  they  ran  totes  to  the 
standards  now  expected  by  the 
racing  public.  Why  should  they 
put  at  risk  the  56  per  cent  of  the 
steadily  rising  net  profits  of  Tote 
pools  they  now  receive? 

Greyhound  tracks  run  their 


own  totes  but  they  have  much 
smaller  attendances  and  do  noi 
require  the  Tote's  highly  sophis- 
ticated equipment.  It  is  well- 
known  that  the  dividends  can  be 
and  are  manipulated,  which  is 
why  bookmakers  generally, 
including  the  big  four  and  the 
Tote,  will  not  allow  punters  to 
bet  at  greyhound  tote  odds  in 
their  betting  shops.  The  same 
would  happen  with  racecourse 
totes. 

The  Tote  credit  operation  has 
28  per  cent  of  its  turnover  in 
betting  at  Tote  odds.  This  would 
cease  if  racecourses  operated 
their  own  totes.  So  would  the 
revenue  the  Tote  receives  from 
licensing  bookmakers  to  offer 
Tote  odds  in  their  betting  shops, 
which  aids  the  contribution  the 
Tote  provides  to  racing. 

The  main  object  of  privatizing 
the  Tote  is  to  raise  money  from 
the  public  to  develop  its  high 
tech  further  and  faster  and  to 
compete  on  more  equal  terms 
with  the  big  four  in  the  buying  of 
betting  offices. 

The  Tote  is  nearly  always 
outbid  when  it  tries  to  add  to  hs 


chain  of  \22  betting  offices 
because  it  has  to  borrow  money’ 
at  1.5  per  cent  over  Bank  rate, 
whereas  bookmaker  belonging 
to  public  companies  can  in  pan 
or  in  whole  issue  shares  for  the 
purchase  or  call  upon  the  re- 
sources provided  by  hotel  and 
other  operations,  which  were 
often  created  from  earlier  profits 
in  bookmaldng. 

The  Tote  was  not  allowed  to 
have  bookmalring-siyle  offices 
between  1961  and  1972  when  the 
ordinary  bookmakers  were  able 
to  acquire  some  14.000  monopo- 
lies by  gening  licences  from  local 
magistrates  which  cannot  be  lost 
without  grave  misbehaviour. 
The  Tote's  attempts  to  open  new 
betting  offices  since  1972  have 
been  shackled  by  the  refusal  of 
magistrates  to  allow  new  betting 
shops  in  areas  they  consider 
already  fully  supplied  with  them. 

In  its  pool  operations  the  Tote 
is  not  a monopoly,  having  only 
1.5  per  cent  of  all  horseracing 
betting  turnover.  But  its  compet- 
itive existence  prevents  the  big 
four  (with  more  than  50  per  cent 
of  the  market)  and  other  book- 


makers-from  establishing  a com- 
plete monopoly  in  betting. 

What  the  Tote  has  is  an 
exclusive  licence  to  operate  Tote 
pools,  and  this  must  continue  as 
a sine  qua  non  of  privatization. 
Here  it  would  be  reasonable  for 
the  Govemmem  to  earn  some* 
thing  through  the  Tote  paying  an 
annual  licence  fee  based  on  its 
turnover  in  Tote  operations. 

It  would  also  be  essential  by 
means  of  a golden  share  or  a 
restriction  on  bookmakers*  hold- 
ings lo  prevent  bookmakers 
acquiring  control  of  iheToteand 
thus  establishing  3n  absolute 
monopoly. 

■ Racing,  perhaps  through  the 
racecourses  and  the  Jockey  Club, 
should  be  offered  substantial 
shareholdings  in  a privatized 
Tote  so  that  racing  could  benefit 
from  a direct  share  in  the  profits 
as  well  as  in  the  manner  it  does 
now.  The  Tote  would  be  happy 
to  have  enshrined  in  its  new 
constitution  an  element  of  its 
profits  allocated  to  racing. 

A bigger  and  fester-expanding 
Tote  must  be  of  still  greater 
benefit  to  racing  and  any  break- 
ing up  of  it  would  be  a disaster. 
These,  including  shares  for 
employees,  are  some  of  the 
points  which  the  Tote  will  be 
concentrating  on  with  its  advis- 
ers. Ham  bras  Bank. 
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Raking  over  the  Pledge 


Philadelphia 

The  federal  budget  defi- 
cit has  not  been  an 
issue  in  the  present 
election  campaign.  The 
fact  that  it  is  not  an 
issue  helps  George  Bush. 
Because,  if  you  talk  about 'the 
economy,  without  alluding  to 
that  colossal  deficit,  entirely 
created  during  the  Reagan  years, 
the  Reagan  record  on  the  econ- 
omy looks  just  fine: 

Dukakis  would  love  to  be  able 
to  hammer  away  at  that  Reagan 
deficit,  but  he  is  afraid.  What 
scares  him  is  the  political  ghost 
of  Walter  Mondale.  In  the  1984 
campaign  Mondale  not  only 
hammered  away  at  the  deficit 
but  bravely  promised  to  raise 
taxation  if  he  became  president 
Bravely,  even  unto  death,  politi- 
cally speaking.  The  MondaJe- 
Ferraro  ticket  carried  only  one 
state:  Mondale's  own. 

Michael  Dukakis,  on  the  other 
hand,  running  not  against 
Reagan  but  against  the  Bush- 
Quayie  ticket,  knows  he  does 
have  quite  a good  chance  of 
winning.  So  he  is  not  about  to 
Wow  it  by  harping  on  the  deficit 
If  Dukakis  has  adequate  rea- 
sons for  keeping  off  the  subject 
of  the  deficit.  Bush  certainly  has 
no  reason  for  bringing  it  up. 
Once  the  deficit,  as  a campaign 
issue,  is  bundled  safely  out  of  the 
way;  “the  state  of  the  economy" 
becomes  a Republican  electoral 
property.  “Reagan  prosperity”, 
with  the  risk  of  losing  it  by 
voting  for  the  Democrats,  pro- 
vides the  most  solid  basis  for 
Republican  hopes  of  victory.. 

The  Republican  campaign, 
while  regularly  reminding  voters 
how  much  they  have  to  lose,  has 
been  careful  not  to  lay  too  much 
stress  on  “Reagan  prosperity”. 
That  prosperity  has  been  un- 
evenly distributed  and  some  key 
groups  of  voters  — including 
some  of  those  precious  “Reagan 
Democrats”  - feel  they  have  not 
bixn  gening  their  fair  share.  So 
the  Republican  strategy  has  been 
to  let  Reagan  prosperity  speak 
for  itself  most  of  the  time,  and 
concentrate  on  the  leap  in  the 
dark  the  country  would  be  taking 
if  it  voted  in  a Democratic 
president 

“Michael  Dukakis  doesn't 
believe  in  God  and  he  doesn't 
believe  in  America.  Would  your 


country’s  future  be  safe  in  the 
hands  of  such  a man?”  That  is 
the  main  Republican  message  in 
this  election.  It  has  to  be  put 
across  in  coded  form,  but  the 
code  is  easy  lo  crack. 

The  main  earner  of  the  coded 
message  is  the  Pledge  of  Alle- 
giance to  the  flag  of  the  United 
States.  Bush  presented  that  issue, 
in  his  acceptance  speech  at  the 
New  Orleans  Republican  con- 
vention, in  the  following  words: 
“Should  school  teachers  be  re- 
quired to  lead  our  children  in  the 
Pledge  of  Allegiance?  My  oppo- 
nent says  no  — but  I say  yes.” 
That  got  a big  cheer  from  the 
delegates.  It  has  been  a leading 
theme  of  Republican  oratory 
ever  since  and  it  has  the  Demo- 
crats worried. 

In  terms  of  Republican  rheto- 
ric, especially  during  this  cam- 
paign, the  Pledge  of  Allegiance— 
always  with  initial  capitals,  un- 
less you  are  some  kind  of  liberal 
- ranks  on  a par  with  the  Declar- 
ation of  Independence  and  the 


Constitution  as  one  of  the 
foundation  stones  of  American 
freedom. 

Actually,  the  P of  A is  of  more 
modem  and  more  modest  ori- 
gins. It  was  quite  unknown,  not 
only  to  George  Washington  and 
the  other  Founding  Fathers,  but 
also  to  Abraham  Lincoln  and  the 
founders  of  the  Republican 
Party. 

It  was  invented  in  1 89Z  by  a 
boy's  paper,  apparently  to 
boost  circulation.  In  its 
original  form,  the  Pledge 
ran:  “I  pledge  allegiance  to 
the  flag  of  the  United  Slates  and 
to  the  republic  for  which  it 
stands,  one  nation  indivisible 
with  liberty  and  justice  for  all”. 
It  seems  that  the  Pledge  Brat 
began  to  be  pushed  in  earnest  by 
politicians,  mainly  Republican, 
in  the  great  Red  scare  that 
followed  the  First  World  War 
and  the  Russian  revolution. 
After  the  Second  World  War, 
with  the  onset  of  the  cold  war. 


Dwight  Eisenhower  took  up  the 
Pledge  in  a big  way,  and  made  a 
significant  amendment  to  it, 
changing  "one  nation”  to  read 
“one  nation  under  God”. 

It  was  Eisenhower’s  grand  and 
simple  strategy  to  get  across  the 
message  that  the  Republican 
Party  is  pro-God  and  pro-Ameri- 
can, while  the  Democratic  Party 
is  anti-God  and  anti-American. 
That  strategy  worked  well  for 
Eisenhower,  and  even  better  for 
Ronald  Reagan,  and  the  Bush 
camp  seems  fairiy  confident  that 
it  will  work  for  it,  too. 

The  Pledge  of  Allegiance  has 
been  more  salient  in  this  election 
campaign  than  in  any  previous 
one.  This  is  because  the  Demo- 
cratic candidate  is  vulnerable, 
specifically  in  relation  to  the 
Pledge.  As  governor  of  Massa- 
chusetts, Dukakis  vetoed  a law 
passed  by  (he  Massachusetts 
legislature  which  required  all 
teachers  to  lead  their  pupils  in 
reciting  the  P of  A. 

Dukakis  applied  the  veto  on 


the  basis  of  an  advisory  opinion 
from  the  Slate  Supreme  Court 
that  such  a measure  would  be 
unconstitutional.  The  Stale  Su- 
preme Court’s  opinion  was  no 
doubt  affected  by  a federal 
Supreme  Court  decision,  laying 
down  that  it  was  unconstitu- 
tional to  expel  children  from 
school  for  failure  to  recite  a 
Pledge  of  Allegiance  required  by 
stale  law  (in  West  Virginia). 

The  Supreme  Court  judgment 
contained  language  which  would 
not  have  elicited  any  applause  at 
the  New  Orleans  convention. 
The  following  for  example:  “If 
there  is  any  fixed  star  in  our 
constitutional  constellation,  it  is 
that  no  official,  high  or  petty,  can 
prescribe  what  shall  be  orthodox 
in  politics,  nationalism,  religion, 
or  other  matters  of  opinion  or 
force  citizens  lo  confess  by  word 
or  act  their  faith  therein." 

If  George  Bush  becomes  the 
next  president,  that  "fixed  star  in 
our  constitutional  constellation” 
may  well  have  become  a black 


hole  by  the  time  the-  new 
president  gets  around  to  ap- 
pointing a sufficient  number  of 
new  justices.  (1  say  “may  well" 
because  justices  don't  necessar- 
ily do  the  things  those  who 
appoint  them  expect  of  them.) 

Constitutionally,  Dukakis  ap- 
pears to  be  on  good  ground.  But 
decioraJly,  Dm  does  not  do  him 
much  good.  He  is  being  accused 
of  being  against  the  Pledge:  that 
is  lo  say,  against  the  nation  and 
against  God.  When  he  replies 
that  he  rs  not  against  the  Pledge, 
but  only  against  unconstitu- 
tional compulsion  to  recite  it,  he 
doesn't  make  a favourable  im- 
pression on  the  large  non-cere- 
bral section  of  the  electorate-  He 
sounds  like  a smart-ass  East 
Coast  intellectual  liberal,  thus 
making  Bush's  point  about  him 
all  over  again. 

t 

Realizing  this,  Dukakis  1 
last  week  switched 
tactics  on  this  point. 

He  stopped  talking 
about  the  Constitu- 
tion and  instead  made  televised 
appearances . against  tire  back- 
ground of  a large  American  flag, 

. with  American  soldiers  in  uni- 
form at  his  side.  In  case  that 
might  be  too  subtle.  Dukakis 
then  posed  in  a tank,  holding  a 
gun  and  going  “rat-a-tat-tat”  into 
the  television  cameras. 

Of  course,  Dukakis  making 
like  Ram  bo  sounds  like  a bloody 
fooL  But  electoral ly  speaking,  it 
is  safer  in  America  to  sound  like 
a bloody  fool  than  to  sound  like 
an  intellectual,  as  the  respective 
political  careers  of  Ronald 
Reagan  and  Adlai  Stevenson  are 
there  to  demonstrate. 

Many  people  are  getting  im-  . 
patient  with  the  unreality  of  the  * 
campaign  at  this  stage,  with  all 
the  flag-waving  and  the  neglect 
of  issues.  As  one  commentator 
put  it  last  week,  “George  Bush’s 
policy  on  the  federal  deficit  is  to 
recite  the  Pledge  of  Allegiance  at 
it,  until  it  goes  away”.  A good 
point,  but  one  which  Dukakis 
seems  precluded  from  making 
during  the  campaign. 

It  is  still  a dose  race,  and 
seems  likely  to  be  decided  by  the 
two  debates,  the  first  of  which 
will  be  on  Sunday  next.  Du- 
kakis's aim  in  the  debates  will 
naturally  be  to  win — but  without 
sounding  like  an  intellectual.

Let  Ulster  speak 


The  public  debate  in  response  to 
the  latest  spiral  of  IRA  violence 
has  been  a depressing  one.  There 
has  been  much  discussion  of 
options,  such  as  capital  punish- 
ment and  selective  internment, 
which  are  quite  simply  not  on 
any  realistic  political  agenda. 
What  is  needed  is  the  im- 
plementation of  a sensitive  pol- 
itical package  designed  to  reduce 
some  of  the  causes  of  Northern 
Ireland's  instability. 

First  we  need  to  know  the  true 
situation  there.  The  Anglo-Irish 
Agreement  has  ushered  in  a 
more  unstable  form  of  direct 
rule,  largely  because  il  has  failed 
to  isolate  Sinn  Fein  and  the  IRA. 
The  IRA  has  substantially  in- 
creased its  violent  activities  — as 
have  Loyalist  killers — and,  more 
important.  Sinn  Fein  has  held  its 
share  of  the  vote:  1 1.4  percent  in 
last  year's  general  election 
against  1 1.8  per  cent  in  1985,  on 
the  eve  of  the  agreement. 

Hence  the  decision  by  John 
Hume,  leader  of  the  Social 
Democratic  and  Labour  Party, 
to  open  up  protracted  talks  with 
Sinn  Fein  at  a time  when  the 
Government  hoped  for  a very 
different  Unionisi/SDLP  di- 
alogue leading  to  internal  accom- 
modation between  constitut- 
ional parties. 

Gerry  Adams  of  Sinn  Fein  can 
now  afford  to  praise  the  "edu- 
cative effects”  of  the  Anglo-Irish 
Agreement  because  it  has  created 
a new  distrust  between  the 
British  government  and  the 
Unionists.  In  Sinn  Fein's  view, 
the  evidence  suggests  that  Brit- 
ain’s resolve  to  stay  in  Northern 


Ireland  is  weakening,  and  that 
the  IRA  is  now  working  with  the 

grain  of  history. 

In  this  new  and  unexpected 
context,  what  can  the  Govern- 
ment now  do?  There  is  no 
magical  panacea  in  the  security 
field;  rather  il  is  a question  of 
political  strategy.  The  key  point 
to  grasp  is  the  vital  importance 
of  separating  the  perceived  pro- 
cess of  creeping  unification  from 
the  process  of  internal  reform.  In 
the  pursuit  of  "equality  of  treat- 
ment” within  Northern  Ireland, 
the  Government  is  entitled  to 
push  through  reforms  in  fair 
employment  and  other  areas 
which  are  opposed  by  significant 
numbers  ofC/nionisis. 

However,  il  has  failed  — in 
terms  of  political  actions,  not 
sweet  words  — to  underline  its 
commitment  to  the  principle 
that  a united  Ireland  can  come 
about  only  through  the  consent 
of  a majority  in  the  North. 

The  device  for  doing  this  ties 
easily  to  hand,  and  is  on  the 
staruie  book.  The  1973  Constitu- 
tion Act  specifies  that  there  will 
be  "periodic"  (ten  years  is 
mentioned)  plebiscites  on  uni- 
fication. The  commitment  to 
hold  one  in  the  near  future  and 
another  ten  years  from  now 
would  send  a signal  to  the 
Unionists,  the  constitutional 
nationalists  and  the  Provos  that 
Britain  accepts  the  democratic 
basis  of  partition. 

The  people  who  say  the  Pro- 
vos can  be  defeated  only  politi- 
cally are  correct;  the  problem  is 
that  having  weathered  the  chall- 
enge of  the  Anglo-Irish  Agree- 


ment, the  Provos  have  emerged 
with  renewed  self-confidence.  As 
Adams  said  recently:  “The  Bri- 
tish always  adopt  stiff  upper  tips 
in  these  circumstances.  There  is 
a long  history  of  them  putting  up 
an  intransigent  front  while  mak- 
ing arrangements  to  go." 

A “border”  poll  would  send  an 
unmistakable  signal  that  this  is 
not  the  case.  The  poll  in  1973 
produced  591,000  votes  in  fa- 
vour of  the  UK  link.  This  is 
more  than  the  combined  Union- 
ist vote  of  380.000  in  the  1 987 
general  election  and  implies  at 
least  a degree  of  cross-commu- 
nity acceptance  of  the  Union. 

For  this  reason,  some  SDLP 
people  will  criticize  the  holding 
of  such  a poll,  but  they  will 
continue  to  support  the  agree- 
ment and  will  be  no  less  likely 
than  they  already  are  to  reach 
that  elusive  internal  deal  with 
the  Unionists. 

It  is  important  also  to  have 
clarification  of  the  Opposition's 
position.  Labour  is  at  present 
committed  to  “unity  by  con- 
sent”. but  doubts  exist  as  to  its 
sincerity.  Kevin  McNamara, 
Labour's  front-bench  spokes- 
man on  Northern  Ireland,  has 
recently  rather  optimistically  ex- 
pressed a desire  to  be  the  last 
Northern  Ireland  Secretary,  and 
this  seems  to  suggest  an  in- 
credibly short  timetable  for  the 
winning  of  such  consent.  This, 
and  similar  statements  by  Mc- 
Namara, add  to  the  general  air  of 
instability  in  the  province. 

The  Government  should  si- 
multaneously move  to  alleviate 
the  material  basis  of  nationalist 

fi, 


discontent.  Too  much  of  the 
concern  so  far  has  been  wirh  the 
purely  symbolic  and  cultural 
expressions  of  alienation;  it  is  to 
be  hoped  that  no  one  believes  the 
recent  aid  package  to  West 
Belfast  is  enough. 

As  the  Northern  Ireland  prob- 
lem becomes  more,  rather  than 
less  intractable,  the  Govern- 
ment's options  are  progressively 
narrowing.  It  can  govern  more 
sensitively  and  with  more  reflec- 
tion — and  here  measures  to 
improve  the  way  Northern  Ire- 
land's business  is  handled  at 
Westminster  are  highly  desirable 
— or  it  can  make  impotent 
denunciations  of  violence  and 
witdty  optimistic  comments 
about  an  imminent  political 
breakthrough. 

There  are  other  means  in  the 
long  term  of  deepening  the 
respect  of  the  two  traditions 
within  Northern  Ireland.  So  far 
the  Government's  policy  has 
raised  fears  within  the  Protestant 
community  — without  mollify- 
ing them  — and  raised  expecta- 
tions among  the  Roman  Cathol- 
ics without  satisfying  them. 

The  immediate  problem  is  for 
the  Government  to  make  it  clear 
that  it  will  not  be  moved  on  the 
principle  of  majority  consent 

This  can  be  done  without  de- 
tracting in  any  way  from  policies 
which  it  has  already  entered  into 
to  improve  the  condition  of  the 
minority  community,  or  may  be 
persuaded  to  enter  into  in  the 
future.

SENTENCE 

Was  next  passed  on  the  pris- 
oners by  Mr  Recorder. 

54  prisoners  were  sentenced  to 
be  transported  for  the  space  of 
seven  years,  to  such  places  be- 
yond the  seas  as  his  Majesty, 
with  the  advice  of  his  Privy 
Council,  should  be  pleased  to 
declare  and  appoint 

16  Prisoners  were  sentenced  to 
six  months  hard  labour  in  the 
house  of  correction,  and  then  to 
be  discharged. 

12  Prisoners  were  sentenced  to 
be  publicly  whipped,  and  then  to 
be  discharged. 

Wm  Power,  who  was  tried  for 
the  murder  of  Wilkinson,  of 
WhitechapeL  and  convicted  of 
manslaughter,  was  burnt  in  the 
hand  in  the  Court,  with  a hot 
iron,  and  sentenced  to  12  months 
imprisonment  in  Newgate;  after 
an  excellent  admonition  from  the 
Recorder,  in  which  he  explained 
the  reason  why  he  was  not 
punished  with  death. 

HIGH  TREASON 

George  Dawson  for  coming, 
received  sentence  by  himself, 


which  was,  that  he  should  be 
taken  from  hence  to  the  place, 
from  whence  he  came,  and  that 
from  thence  to  be  drawn  on  a 
hurdle  to  a place  of  execution, 
etc. 

PARDON 

His  Majesty's  pardon  was  also 
offered  to  65  prisoners,  who  had 
likewise  been  convicted  of  capital 
offences,  upon  condition  that 
they  be  transported  to  the  East- 
ern coast  of  New  South  Wales  for 
the  term  of  of  their  natural  lives. 
They  all  accepted  of  his  Majesty’s 
most  gracious  pardon  except 
eight  who  positively  refused  it- 

Mr  Recorder  addressed  them 
as  follows:

m which  you  now  stand.  By  the 
indulgence  of  a very  kind  Sov- 
ereign, life,  has  been  spared  to 
give  you  an  opportunity . of 
becoming  better  men  in  a dif- 
ferent situation.  I shall  for  the 
moment  throw  aside  the  charac- 
ter of  the  Judge  . . . I address  you 
as  a friend  to  unfortunate  men, 
and  recommend  it  most  sincerely 
not  to  throw  away  those  lives, 
which  you  have  an  opportunity  of 
saving.  Having  given  you  that 
advice,  I shall  now  resume  the 
character  of  a Judge,  and  tell  you, 
that  the  Administration  of  the 
this  country  will  not  be 
sported . with  by  men  of.  this 
description,  and  if  you  will  not 
accept  his  Majesty's  most  gra- 
cious pardon  under  those  con- 
ditions which  be  has  been  pleased 
to  appoint,  as  soon  as  the  Sheriffs 
are.  prepared  you  will  be  ordered 
to  immediate  execution. 

The  prisoners  said,  they  had 
been  horn  and  bred  in  a free 
country,  and  therefore  they  pre- 
ferred death  to  slavery.  They 
were  then  ordered  to  be  put 
separately  into  oopdewwwt 
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EUROPEAN  THATCHERISM 
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The  Prime  Minister  went  to  the  College  of 
Europe  in  Bruges  yesterday  and  took  her 
message  ^bout  Britain  and  Europe  to  what 
couid  be  seen  as  hostile  territory.  She  came  as  a 
missionary  to  a half-convened  tribe  — a tribe 
that  had  understood  the  advantages  of  unity  in 
a competitive  world,  but  needed  guidance 
about  .much  else. 

To  her  credit,  Mrs  Thatcher  spoke  of  the 
BnushK  full-blooded  Europeans  who  had 
both  benefited  by  their  European  identity  and 
done  much  to  contribute  to  the  better  aspects 
of  it  That  she  dwelt  on  the  good  things  of 
Europe  was  a welcome  and  appropriate 
introduction  to  her  address,  as  was  the 
optimism  with  which  she  spoke  of  future 
European  co-operation. 

Yet  the  Europe  of  which  the  Prime  Minister 
spoke  was  not  quite  the  Europe  of  which  our 
partners  speak.  It  was  not,  or  not  only,  the  12- 
member  European  Community.  Nor  was  it 
just  a Community  expanded  to  take  in  more 
members.  It  was  a wider  Europe  that 
encompassed  its  lost  part  — the  states  now 
incorporated  into  the  Warsaw  Pact  — and  one 
with  more  historical  resonance,  that  was 
bound  by  civilized  values  and  the  rule  oflaw.  It 
was  not  only  an  economic  and  political  entity, 
but  needed  a common  defence  as  well. 

Mrs  Thatcher’s  Europe  is  also  a community 
brought  together  by  voluntary  co-operation.  It 
is  a group  of  self-interested  states  joined  by  the 
recognition  that  in  certain  areas  — like 
economic  affairs  and  defence  — they  will  be 
better  equipped  to  face  the  giants  of  the  outside 
world. 

For  the  rest,  it  is  a thoroughly  Thatcherite 
Europe:  inspired  by  the  ideals  of  enterprise  and 
individualism;  deregulated,  economically  eff- 
icient and  non-interventionist.  National  iden- 
tity remains  firmly  in  place,  as  do  national 
frontiers.  The  proposed  central  bank  is 
considered  unnecessary;  the  common  account- 
ing unit,  the  Ecu.  should  be  more  widely  used 


There  is  nothing  wrong  in  any  of  this.  Our 
partners  can  well  be  reminded  that  unless  the 
Community  is  built  on  sound  economic 
foundations  and  is  capable  of  defending  itself 
its  very  existence  — let  alone  its  prosperity  — 
may  be  endangered.  She  is  right,  too,  to  insist 
that  the  reform  of  the  Common  Agricultural 
Policy  is  a priority,  and  that  the  Community 
should  not  be  complacent  despite  the  reforms 
already  set  in  train. 

Her  alignment  that  a more  united  Europe 
should  mean  less  regulation  and  less 
centralization,  is  unimpeachable.  So  is  her 
insistence  that  in  many  areas  — exchange 
controls,  deregulation  of  airfares  — Britain  is 
ahead  of  many  European  countries. 

Yet  our  partners  in  the  European  Commu- 
nity will  surely  sense  that  along  with  all  the 
Prone  Minister’s  undoubted  commitment  to 
Europe,  her  Europe  and  theirs  are  distinct. 
Hers  is  both  a grander  vision  — in  geographical 
and  historical  breadth  — and  a more  limited 
one  in  terms  of  what  in  her  view  can 
realistically  be  achieved. 

France,  Germany  and  other  countries  which 
consider  themselves  the  core  of  the  European 
Community  will  be  wondering  why  Europe, 
rather  than  the  Community,  was  Mrs  Thatch- 
er's unit  of  calculation  for  the  future.  They  may 
also  wonder  why  their  vision  of  eventual 
political  and  economic  harmony,  if  not  unity, 
was  not  addressed  more  directly. 

The  answer  probably  lies  somewhere  be- 
tween personal  temperament  and  objective 
realism.  Mrs  Thatcher,  like  many  in  Britain,  is 
a European  as  Britons  were  Europeans  before 
the  First  World  War.  She  sees  a whole 
Continent,  where  others  see  man-made 
groupings  of  nations.  At  the  same  lime,  she 
recognizes  that  foil  European  unity  may  not  be 
a practicable  objective.  She  is  honest  where  our 
partners  are  idealistic.  Their  point  is  that  there 
is  a place  for  ideals.

The  guidance  note  issued  to  the  courts  by  the 
Home  Secretary,  Mr  Douglas  Hurd,  on 
compensation  for  criminal  violence  contains  a 
glimpse  of  a moral  truth  which  has  been  almost 
universally  forgotten:  that  crime  is  primarily 
an  offence  against  individuals  rather  than  an 
, offence  against  “society”.  Mr  Hurd  has  now 
i reminded  the  courts  that  the  malice  in  a 
violent  act  lies  in  the  injury  it  does  to  another, 
end  that  the  way  to  instil  this  in  the  culprit  is  to 
make  him  pay  compensation  to  his  victim. 

The  enforcement  of  such  payments  was 
already  possible  under  existing  law,  but  the 
1 988  Criminal  Justice  Act  actively  encourages 
it  by  requiring  courts  to  give  reasons  why  they  H 
are  hot  awarding  compensation.  The  Home  ■ 
Secretary  has  now  repeated  what  is  becoming  a 
-favourite  theme:  that  individuals  must  take 
responsibility  for  the  consequences  of  their 
actions.  This  responsibility  is  made  especially 
dear  when,  the  punishment  fits  the  crime. 

Compensation  for  personal  injury  is  already 
provided  for  in  the  legal  system,  both  by  the 
Criminal  Injuries  Compensation  Board  and,  in 
a more  cumbersome  procedure,  by  the  dvii 
courts  which. may  award  damages  for  assault 
These  have  served  a need,  but  they  have  not 
been  sufficient  The  statutory  system,  in 
&0 articular,  has  been  open  to  the  criticism  that  it 
was  the  State  which  was  attempting  to  make 
good  damage  which  had  been  done  by  an 
Individual  lawbreaker. 

Resort  to  the  civil  courts  for  damages  for 
compensation  has  largely  been  a theoretical 
remedy,  which  is  why  the  Criminal  Injuries 
Compensation  Board  came  into  being  in  the 
first  place.  But  the  separation  of  the  dvil  from 
the  criminal  consequences  of  a violent  act  was 
a false  dichotomy.  It  only  encouraged  the 
mistaken  impression  that  there  were  two 
distinct  aspects  to  the  matter,  an  offence 
against  the  law  being  different  from  an  offence 
against  the  individual. 

The  Home  Secretary  is  right  to  insist  they  are 
the  same.  He  is  also  right  to  propose  that 


compensation  should,  in  certain  cases,  be  the 
only  criminal  penalty,  and  should  always  take 
precedence  over  a fine. 

Criminal  compensation  should  normally  be 
ordered  by  the  courts  in  every  appropriate 
case,  not  just  in  those  where  the  individual 
specifically  asks  for  it  The  Home  Secretary’s 
guidance  requires  the  police  to  assist  the  court 
with  information  concerning  the  degree  of 
injury,  and  a tariff  of  levels  of  compensation 
has  now  been  circulated. 

The  courts  would  do  well  to  take  this  part  of 
the  sen  tend ng  process  much  more  seriously 
than  they  do  at  present,  and  treat  it  — not  as 
they  sometimes  seem  to  do — as  a casual  after- 
' thought  to  the  main  proceedings,  but  as  the 
• main  point.  If  they  are  not  satisfied  with  the 
details  of  the  injury  before  them,  for  instance, 
they  should  call  for  further  evidence. 

The  new  provisions  are  open  to  two 
objections.  First,  because  they  perpetuate  the 
link  between  criminal  and  victim,  some 
victims  may  feel  that  they  could  be  a target  for 
reprisals.  The  courts  must  ensure  that  any  such 
instances  are  dealt  with  severely  and  that  the 
convicted  criminal  is  made  fully  aware  that 
any  intimidation  of  the  victim  will  result  in 
Joss  of  remission  or  further  charges. 

Hie  second  objection  is  that  the  actual 
payment  of  money  to  the  victim  will  depend 
on  the  culprit’s  complying  with  a court  order.  If 
he  defaults,  the  victim  would  lose  what  was  his 
due.  The  Magistrates’  Association  has  sug- 
gested that  the  funds  should  come  out  of  the 
court's  resources,  and  then  be  recovered  by  the 
courts  from  the  defendant  in  the  same  way  that 
a fine  is  extracted.  But  this  would  break  the 
moral  link  between  the  payer  and  the  recipient 
which  is  the  virtue  of  the  proposed  scheme. 

The  purpose  is  not  just  to  ensure  that  those 
injured  are  compensated  — that  is  provided  for 
already.  It  is  primarily  to  demonstrate  to  the 
criminal  his  personal  responsibility  for  dam- 
age. If  it  is  to  do  that,  it  has  to  hurt.

and  the  viewers  seem  relatively  happy.  But  the 
schedulers,  of  course,  are  not  for  they  have 
raised  — or  think  they  have  — the  construction 
of  evening  television  schedules  to  an  art  form. 

They  have  discovered  a television  version  of 
the  old  (probably  apocryphal)  Jesuit  saying: 
catch  a viewer  by  seven  o’clock  and  be  is  yours 
for  the  rest  of  the  evening.  They  feel  they 
should  be  starting  the  Sunday  evening  ratings 
battle  at  precisely  the  time  when  they  have 
least  control  over  it,  because  the  broadcasting 
space  they  would  like  to  fill  is  already 
committed  to  religious  television  by  a long- 
standing arrangement.  So  they  want  to  move 
Highway.  . 

The  “free  market”  argument  for  the  change 
is  about  as  inappropriate  as  tire  claim  from 
certain  ITV  sources  that  it  would  enable 
devotees  of  religious  programmes  to  watch 
both  Highway  and  Stars  on  Sundays  which  are 
now  transmitted  simultaneously.  No  sensible 
free  marketeer  would  dream  of  suggesting  that 
the  character  of  the  British  Sunday,  or  the  place 
of  religion  in  national  life,  should  be  go  verned 
by  no  other  consideration  than  the  thirst  for 
commercial  profit  Once  the  ITV  network 
started  to  use  the  early  Sunday  evening  slot  for 
whatever  purpose  was  of  most  assistance  to  its 
ratings  strategy,  the  BBC  could  not  be 
restrained  from  doing  likewise. 

The  programmes  themselves  are  well 
watched  and  much  appreciate!  Religion  is  not 
the  spent  force  in  British  society  that  some  in 
the  broadcasting  world  seem  to  wish  it  to  be. 
Far  more  people  go  to  church  than  to  football 
matches  each  week,  and  public  opinion  polls 
consistently  find  a substantial  majority  for  the 
view  that  religion  is  an  important  part  of  life, 
even  among  those  who  rarely  darken  a church 
porch  on  Sundays. 

Religion  on  television  may  not  have  quite 
the  same  pace  or  audience  appeal  as  a soap 
opera  or  quiz  show,  but  the  standard  is  high 
and  the  content  often  meaningful  and  moving, 
it  should  stay  where  it  is.

Unease  over 
sacked  midwife 

From  the  Reverend  Dr  Edward 
Carpenter 

Sir,  The  recent  case  of  Miss  Jilly 
Rosser  who,  in  highly  exceptional 
circumstances,  took  a patient  to 
hospital  in  her  own  car  and  was 
subsequently  struck  off  the  Reg- 
istrar of  Midwives  by  a pro- 
fessional tribunal  (report,  Sept- 
ember 12)  has  caused  widespread 
unease.  Indeed,  it  may  lead  many 
to  question  the  procedure  and 
remit  under  which  this  body 
discharges  its  business:  if  its  terms 
of  reference  are  confined  to 
determining,  factually  and  objec- 
tively, whether  the  rules  have  been 
strictly  observed,  then  its  mem- 
bers deserve  sympathy. 

Most  of  us,  I think,  know 
enough  about  the  birth  of  a baby 
to  realise  that  a midwife  can  find 
herself  in  a dynamically  worsening 
situation  where  reference  to  the 
rule  book  does  not  help  her.  She 
must  then,  without  the  advantages 
of  hindsight,  make  an  immediate 
judgement  drawing  upon  her  own 
experience,  knowledge  and  train- 
ing — and  act  accordingly.  Indeed 
it  is  in  the  interests  of  all 
concerned  that  she  should. 

Miss  Rosser  was  found  guilty  of 
“misconduct”,  this  being  defined 
in  the  statutory  instrument 
governing  the  tribunal  as  conduct 
“unworthy  of  a midwife”.  I was 
myself  present  at  two  sessions  of 
Miss  Rosser’s  hearing  when  much 
time  was  spent  in  argument  as  to 
what  “unworthy”  means  in  this 
context. 

Whatever  the  answer  it  must, 
surety,  have  moral  implications 
and  relate  to  motive  and  inten- 
tion. It  is,  I suggest,  no  encourage- 
ment to  midwives  if  resorting  to 
an  honest  and  responsible  use  of 
one's  own  judgement  is  con- 
demned as  “unworthy”,  especially 
when,  as  in  this  case,  no  harm  had 
come  to  either  mother  or  child,  i 
confess  to  coming  away  from  the 
tribunal  feeling  in  my  bones  and 
in  my  head  that  justice  had  neither 
been  done  nor  been  seen  to  be 
done.

Hospice  services 

From  Lieutenant-Colonel  A.  M. 
Cooper 

Sir,  It  would  bea  great  pity  if  your 
readers  were  to  think  that  Dr 
Ahmedzai’s  letter  (September  3) 
represented  the  norm  for  hospices 
in  partnership  with  the  NHS. 

Our  hospice  took  in  its  first 
patient  in  February,  1979.  Since 
then  over  2,300  patients  have 
come  to  the  hospice;  of  these 
between  a quarter  and  a third  have 
come  direct  from  NHS  hospitals 
thus  clearing  their  beds.  The 
hospice  receives  no  financial  aid 
from  the  NHS  — both  the  neigh- 
bouring DHAs  (district  health 
authorities)  are  grateful  for  the 
service  which  is  provided  but 
neither  have  any  money  to  give  to 
the  hospice. 

Our  drugs  and  medical  stores 
come  from  the  NHS  but  we  have 
to  pay  for  them.  AJI  the  nurses  are 
paid  at  Whitley  rates,  all  have 
been  regraded  and  all  have  been 
paid  their  back  pay.  The  estimated 
running  costs  for  this  financial 
year  is  £540,000  — this  amount  we 
have  to  find  from  the  public. 

To  rub  salt  in  the  wound,  last 
week  we  were  told  that  we  would 
have  to  pay  our  local  DHA  an 
annual  sura  if  we  wished  to  carry 
on  receiving  photocopies  of  the 
Department  of  Health  hazard 
memoranda  which  to  date  have 
been  free.

Cosmetic  surgery 

From  the  Reverend  Jonathan  S. 
Carey 

Sir.  The  death  of  young  Simon 
Boot  (report,  August  31).  after 
suffering  an  advene  reaction  to 
anaesthetic  during  an  operation  to 
correct  his  prominent  ears,  is 
indeed  sad.  Yet  I hope  parents  of 
such  children  will  not  now  rule  out 
such  elective  cosmetic  surgery  in 
future. 

Prominent  ears  attract  ridicule 
in  countries  throughout  the  world, 
and  notjust  in  Britain,  as  stated  by 
the  President  of  the  British  Associ- 
ation of  Aesthetic  Plastic  Sur- 
geons. Nicknames  such  as  “bat”, 
“Dumbo”,  oreille  “dCcoUee"  and 
orejasen  "asa"are  fairly  common 
— and  universally  cruel.  Such 
ridicule,  ,by  young  and  old  alike, 
can  lead  to  permanent  psychologi- 
cal scarring.  It  is  not  the  general 
case  that  the  person  somehow 
grows  to  accept  his  ears  in  time. 

Normally  surgeons  prefer  to 
operate  when  the  child  is  about  six 
and  becoming  increasingly  aware 


of  body  image  in  relation  to  peers. 
Waiting  until  12,  as  with  Simon 
Boot,  would  seem  to  suggest  he 
took  an  active  pan  in  the  surgical 
decision-making  process  and 
elected  correction.  The  risks  and 
benefits  must  have  been  consid- 
ered to  some  extent. 

His  death  is  unquestionably 
tragic,  one  of  those  freak,  un- 
accountable statistical  occurrences 
that  calls  every  surgical  act  into 
question  (and  especially  those 
relating  to  elective  cosmetic  sur- 
gery). Yet  for  over  100  years 
countless  numbers  of  patients 
have  experienced  a vastly  im- 
proved quality  of  life  as  a direct 
result  of  such  surgery. 

Surgically,  theologically, 
psychologically,  and  ethically 
speaking,  the  correction  of  prom- 
inent ears  is  justified  and  good, 
even  though  minimal  risks  exist  as 
they  do  in  every  surgical  proce- 
dure.

Haydn’s  ‘Austria’

Sir.  The  use  of  Haydn’s  “Austria” 
in  the  hymnody  of  the  English 
Church  is  not  confined  to  “Glori- 
ous things  of  thee  are  spoken”  (Mr 
C.  Slater,  September  1 5).  It  is  also 
an  alternative  — very  much  a 
preferred  alternative  in  my  experi- 
ence — for  “Praise  the  Lord!  ye 
heavens  adore  him”.  English  hym- 
nals call  the  tune  “Austria”  or 
“Austrian  hymn”  in  recognition 
of  its  use  for  the  Austrian  national 
anthem.  It  occupied  that  role  not 
only  in  Habsburg  Austria,  but  also 
in  the  First  Republic  (1919-1938). 

Haydn  was  stimulated  to  write 
the  music  for  the  Austrian  anthem 


after  a visit  to  London.  Greatly 
impressed  by  the  majestic  “God 
save  our  gracious  Queen”  he 
desired  a tune  of  equal  splendour 
for  Austria.  His  brilliant  trans- 
position of  the  theme  from  op.  76 
was  the  result. 

The  melody  itself  originated -in 
Yugoslavia;  Haydn  adapted  it 
from  a Croatian  folk  song.

Control  of  floods 

From  Mr  Graham  Searle 
Sir,  As  a result  of  a recently 
completed  two-year  assessment  of 
major  World  Bank  projects,  dur- 
ing which  1 examined  the  enor- 
mous dam  and  irrigation  pro- 
gramme in  the  west  of  India 
known  as  the  Narmada  dev- 
elopment project,  I am  unable  to 
accept  Mr  Haws's  reassurance 
(September  15)  that  large  dams 
bestow  many  benefits  and  that  one 
of  these  is  greater  flood  control, 

I would  refer  your  readers  to  a 
paper  by  Bharat  Dogra,  one  of 
India's  leading  conservationists, 
entitled  The  Indian  Experience  of 
Large  Dams , in  which  he  irrefut- 
ably observes  that  rates  of  siltation 
have  consistently  been  underesti- 
mated and  that  severe  erosion 
problems  leading  to  rapid  siltation 
have  been  experienced  primarily 


due  to  the  failure  to  prevent 
deforestation  of  the  catchment  In 
a number  of  cases,  observed 
siltation  rates  are  not  just  more 
than  anticipated,  but  dramatically 
so. 

Heavy  siltation  results,  Dogra 
observes;  not  only  in  the  life- 
shortening of  reservoirs,  but  also 
in  a Joss  of  flood-control  capacity: 
a silted-up  reservoir  simply  can- 
not contain  the  flood  waters  it  was 
designed  to  receive.  Management 
practices  can  exacerbate  this  situa- 
tion. 

Power  shortages  can  undercut 
multi-purpose  management  by 
requiring  a head  of  water  to  be 
maintained  for  power  generation 
even  in  the  rainy  season  when 
water  levels  should  be  low  enough 
to  enable  flood  waters  to  be 
accommodated. 

Dogra  quotes  8 number  of  cases 


in  which  dams  have  had  to  be 
opened  and  waters  rapidly  re- 
leased when  flood  waters  threat- 
ened to  exceed  the  physical 
integrity  of  their  structures.  Far 
from  flood-control  benefits  being 
derived,  be  claims,  “in  recent 
years,  heavy  discharges  from  res- 
ervoirs have  led  to  flash  floods  on 
a previously  unknown  scale”. 

That  I found  to  be  the  situation 
on  the  ground  It  is  dearly  quite 
different  from  the  ones  perceived 
or  envisaged  by  the  International 
Commission  on  Large  Dams.

Stripes  and  grey 
flannels  in  Seoul 

From  the  Editor  o/ British  Style 
Sir,  Why  is  so  little  attention  paid 
to  the  visual  image  of  the  Olympic 
athletes  from  Great  Britain?  The 
costumes  deployed  by  South  Ko- 
rea in  their  splendid  opening 
ceremony  dearly  played  an  enor- 
mous role  in  establishing  their 
new  and  formidable  international 
prestige;  likewise  the  costumes  of 
their  athletes.  At  the  sight  of  the 
motley  ensemble  worn  by  British 
competitors  my  heart  sank.  We 
looked  like  poor  relations. 

Undoubtedly  poor  public  rela- 
tions — for  a clothing  industry 
which  supposedly  sets  the  stan- 
dards for  the  Western  world.  I 
suggest  that  responsibility  for  the 
design  of  our  athletes'  walking-on 
dress  be  removed  from  the  Olym- 
pics Committee  in  future  and 
diverted,  perhaps,  to  the  British 
Knitting  and  Clothing  Exports 
Council  — who  will  appreciate  the 
promotional  value  of  an  event 
seen  possibly  by  more  people  in 
the  world  than  any  other. 

If  the  Games  are  seen  as  a 
sensible  substitute  for  war  the  idea 
of  military  uniforms  might  also  be 
recruited.  Brilliant  and  imposing 
clothes  for  soldiers  were  invented 
to  strike  fear  into  the  opposing 
team  before  you  could  say 
“Charge!”  - a psychology  which 
lends  itself  readily  lo  the  modern 
Olympic  equivalent  of  hand-to- 
hand  combat,  surely?  Even  our 
boxing  squad  might  find  consola- 
tion in  the  cheerful  Cockney 
aphorism:  “If you  can't  fight,  wear 
a big  hat” 

The  gear  of  our  current  squad 
occasioned  only  acute  embarrass- 
ment A sloppily  shapeless  fishing- 
hat  ludicrously  ornamented  with 
a multicoloured  ribbon,  was 
teamed  with  the  neo-formality  of 
that  sporting  cliche,  the  blue 
blazer  and  a town  day-wear  shirt 
in  red.  white  and  blue  stripings  — 
despite  the  fact  that  these  colours 
are  shared  by  the  national  flags  of 
France,  the  USA,  Holland,  Chile, 
and  half-a-dozen  others.

A host  of  gold  medals 


By  Alan  Toogood,  Horticulture  Correspondent 


A diminutive  silver-leaved 
evergreen  shrub,  hardly 
noticeable  in  a kaleidoscope  of 
autumn  colour,  is  nevertheless 
attracting  considerable  in- 
terest at  the  Royal  Horti- 
cultural Society's  great 
autumn  show. 


Known  as  the  New  Zealand 
edelweiss  ( Leucogenes 
teoniopodium),  this  shrub  is 
being  featured  by  Holden 
Clough  Nursery,  of  Clitheroe., 
Lancashire,  but  will  not  be 
available  until  next  year. 


As  well  as  the  interest  in 
silver-leaved  plants,  there  is 
widespread  appreciation  of 
autumn-flowering  plants  and 
bulbs.  No  doubt  many  visitors 
are  longing  to  emulate  the 
drifts  of  autumn  gentians 
staged  by  Edrom  Nurseries,  of 
Coldingham,  Berwickshire 
(including  a white  and  blue 
bicolour,  ‘Angels  Wings');  or 
colchicums  shown  by  Jacques 
Am  and,  of  Stan  more,  Middle- 
sex (including  the  rare  double 
white  C.  auiumnaJe  minor 
‘Album  Plenum'). 


Albans.  Hertfordshire,  also 
received  a gold  for  dahlias. 

Exhibitors  of  autumn 
shrubs  and  other  plants  who 
received  gold  medals  are  Hill- 
ier  Nurseries,  of  Ampfield, 
Hampshire;  Notcutls  Nurs- 
eries, of  Woodbridge.

Jones.  ofTarvin,  near  Chester, 
featuring  the  new  English 
roses  with  fragrant,  fully  dou- 
ble “old-fashioned"  blooms; 
and  John  Mattock,  of 
Nuneham  Courtenay.  Oxford- 
shire, who  has  included  spe- 
cies noted  for  colourful  hips, 
like  Rosa  forrcsiiana. 


Many  gold  medals  have 
been  awarded  at  this  show. 
Philip  Tivey,  of  Syston. 
Leicestershire,  has  gained  a 
gold  for  a giant  bank  of 
dahlias,  including  a good 
range  of  cactus  varieties,  like 
the  spidery  light  salmon  ‘Free- 
lance'.

Hertfordshire,  have 
been  awarded  a gold  medal  for 
seasonal  shrubs,  and 
perennials;  and  County  Park 
Nursery,  of  Hornchurch,  Es- 
sex, have  gained  a gold  for 
New  Zealand  plants.

cashire, which  is  featuring  red, 
yellow  and  orange  sweet  pep- 
pers and  tomatoes,  and 
French  bean  ‘Rob  Roy'  with 
red  and  white  variegated  pods. 
The  exhibit  has  been  awarded' 
a gold  medaL 

For  dessert,  Ken  Muir,  of 
Clacton-on-Sea,  Essex,  is 
offering  a new  blackberry  with 
giant  fruits  named  ‘Fantasia’. 
Beware,  though,  it  is  too 
vigorous  for  a small  garden.

New  technique  spurs  genetic  research 


An  ingenious  new  device  for 
separating  huge  molecules  of 
the  genetic  material  DNA  is 
expected  to  have  a hr gad 
application  in  the  mapping  of 
banian  chromosomes  — a task 
which  is  of  great  importance  if 
tite  basis  of  many  genetically 
determined  diseases  is  to  be 
understood. 


The  device,  described  in  the 
journal  Science,  has  been 
developed  by  Stephen  Clark.

The  new  device  is  based  on 
an  extension  of  a technique 
called  gel  electrophoresis, 
which  for  more  than  40  years 
has  been  used  to  separate 
biological  molecules  such  as 
protons  and  fragments  of 
DNA.  The  principle  under- 
lying the  technique  is  very 
simple.  Under  the  conditions 
in  which  gel  electrophoresis  is 
dose.  DNA  mofeenfes  are 
highly  charged  electrically. 
This  means  that  when  a 
mixture  of  sach  molecules  is 
exposed  to  an  electric  field,  the 


pole  of  opposite  charge.  More- 
over, the  molecules  migrate  at 
different  speeds,  depending  on 
sach  properties  as  their  net 
electric  charge,  size  and  shape, 
thus  malting  it  possible  to 
separate  them  from  a mixture. 

The  hasic  technique  has 
proved  an  extremely  powerful 
tool  in  the  modern  science  of 
molecular  biology  — indeed, 
many  outstanding  advances 
would  not  have  been  possible 
without  it.  However,  the  con- 
ventional methods  which  ase  a 
constant  electric  current  allow 
only  the  separation  of  rel- 
atively small  fragments  of 
DNA. 

A major  advance  came  in 
1984  when  a new  techniqHe 
was  introduced  called  palsed- 
(ieid  gel  electrophoresis, 
which  used  two  alternating 
electric  fields.  This  allowed 
the  resolution  of  DNA  frag- 
ments np  to  40  tones  larger 
titan  had  previously  been  pos- 
sible, which  in  turn  allowed 
the  separation  of  the  intact 
chromosomes  of*  organisms 
Hite  bacteria,  and  brought  with 
it  the  promise  that  further 
the 


large-scale  mapping  of  human 


Bat  one  remaining  problem 
was  that  differences  in  the 
fields  generated  caused  irregu- 
larities in  the  migration  of 
DNA  molecules,  depending  cm 
their  position.  Thu  difficulty 
was  largely  overcome  in  1986 
when  a hexagonal  array  of 
electrodes  was  used  to  create  a 
homogenous  elective  field. 
However,  tite  more  complex 
arrangement  needed  to  im- 
prove performance  created 
problems  in  regulating  the 
various  currents. 

It  is  this  problem  that  Clark 
and  his  colleagues  have  over- 
come. By  marrying  poised- 
field  gel  electrophoresis  with 
computer  technology  they 
have  developed  a pro- 
grammable system  in  which 
the  voltages  produced  by  each 
of  24  electrodes  can  be  regu- 
lated independently,  allowing 
a considerable  improvement  in 

performance. 

Using  then-  new  device,  the 
researchers  have  been  aide  to 
separate  entire  chromosomes 
aff  the  yeast  SoKkoromyca 


cerevisuus  with  a new  degree  of 
predsfen.  Their  method  also 
allows  much  better  resolution 
of  large  DNA  molecules  than 
previously  possible.  What  is 
more,  the  separation  of  fnngaJ 
chromosomes  nqw  takes  24 
hours  instead  iff  the  130  hours 
needed  previously. 

Taken  together,  these  ad- 
vances mean  that  DNA  mol- 
ecules 200  times  larger  than 
those  that  could  be  resolved 
only  five  years  ago  can  now  be 
separated  using  gel  electro- 
phoresis. This  shows  just  how 
fast  technology  in  DNA 
separation  is  advancing. 

The  researchers  believe  that 
the  advance  they  have  made 
should  give  a large  impetus  to 
studies  aimed  at  mapping 
human  chromosomes.  They 
also  believe  that  their  device 
wBl  be  easily  adaptable  to  the 
separation  of  proteins  and 
-other  molecules,  and  that  its 
versatility  will  eventually  al- 
low the  resolution  of  larger 
DNA  molecules  with  even 
greater  ease  and  accuracy.

William  Alexander  Duncan 
Drummond  was  born  on 
September  16.  1901.  in  South 
Africa.  His  parents  returned  to 
England  and  later  moved  to 
Liverpool  where  Drummond 
studied  engineering  — and  lost 
two  fingers  of  his  left  hand 
while  working  in  a shipyard. 

He  qualified  in  medicine  at 
St  Andrews  University,  in 

1924.  While  there  he  met  his 
fijture  wife.  Mabel,  who  was 
reading  biochemistry. 

After  a house  job  at  Charing 
Cross  Hospital,  he  joined  the 
Royal  .Army  Medical  Corps  in 

1925.  He  had  five  years  in 
India  up  to  193  Land  a second 
Indian  tour  followed  in  1934. 

Whilst  serving  at  Rawal- 
pindi. Drummond  was  to 
show  that  ingenuity  and  re- 
source that  often  marked  his 
subsequent  career.  A soldier 
patient  was  suffering  from 
paralysis  of  his  respiratory 
muscles  due  to  a snake  bite 
and,  remembering  an  “iron 
lung”  invention  described  in 
1929,  Drummond  had  a self- 
help  version  made  by  the 
Royal  Engineers,  by  welding 
together  two  large  oil  drums, 
with  a rubber  collar  to  support 
tiie  head  and  neck.  Pressure 
for  the  lung  was  supplied  by  a 
vacuum  cleaner  motor,  with 
the  vent  operated  manually. 

In  September  1939  in  Pal- 
estine Drummond  took  over 
the  RAF  Hospital  at  Sarafand, 
expanding  it  to  1200  beds-' 
When  Syria  collapsed  in  1940 
and  the  Vichy  French  took 


about  equipping  and  re-irain- 
inn  them  with  equipment 
scrounged  from  many  sources. 

Later  he  served  with  Indian 
units  in  the  Western  Desert, 
from  where  he  went  on  to  the 
Italian  Campaign,  losing 
with  General  Clarks  Ub 
Army  until  the  final  push  into 

Trieste.  ..  . 

While  commanding  the 
British  Military  Hospital  at 
Taranto.  Drummond  estate 
lished  a firm  friendship  with 
the  Yugoslavs.  His  involve- 
ment with  them  was  contin- 
ued later  when  he  helped 
rebuild  the  Yugoslav  medical 
services,  for  which  he  was 
decorated  by  Tito. 

During  his  wartime  service 
he  was  mentioned  in  des- 
patches on  seven  occasions. 

By  1949  Drummond,  now  a 
Colonel.  was  Officer 
Commanding  the  Queen 
Alexandra  Military  Hospital. 
Millbank.  re-opening  after  re- 
pairs. It  was  due  to  his  efforts 
that  this  famous  military  hos- 
pital was  restored  to  its  highest 
standards. 

During  the  Malayan  Emer- 
gency he_  organized  medical 
services  for  troops  fighting  in 
the  jungle.  Yet  in  spite  of  the 
intense  military  activity. 
Drummond  found  time  to 
organize  and  advise  on  the 
formation  of  a special  hos- 
pital. the  Lady  Templer  Hos- 
pital, for  Gurkhas  susceptible 
to  tuberculosis  and  those 
needing  thoracic  surgery. 

On  becoming  Director- 
General  of  Medical  Services  in 
1956.  one  of  Drummond's 


priorities  was  medical  training 
for  all  ranks  of  the  RAMC  and 
the  Queen  Alexandra  Military 
Nutsing  Service.  Specialist 
medical  officers  were  en- 
couraged io  obtain  the  highest 
qualifications.  Specialists  cho- 
sen for  consultant  rank  had  to 
be  approved  by  the  Royal 
College  of  Surgeons  before 
qualifying:  Drummond's  dose 
liaison  with  the  College 
proved  invaluable. 

Drummond's  plan  that 
nursing  officers  and  staff 
should  be  given  more  medical 
responsibility  was  one  that,  at 
that  time,  would  have  met 
with  opposition  in  civilian 
medical  circles  but  is  now 
commonplace. 

Another  of  his  tasks  was  the 
formation  of  a central  supply 
centre  for  sterilization  of  aft 
dressings  and  instruments 
supplied  to  army  units.  It  was 
carried  out  against  much 
opposition  but  is  now  also 
normal  practice. 

On  his  retirement  from  the* 
Army.  Drummond  became 
Colonel  Commandant  of  the 
RAMCfrom  1961  to  1966. 

He  now  immersed  himself 
in  the  work  of  the  Older  of  St 
John  and  became  Deputy 
Commissioner  of  the  Si  John 
Ambulance  Brigade.  He  also 
wrote  a training  text  book  for 
the  Brigade. 

Drummond  was  a keen 
philatelist  but  his  proudest 
hobby  was  researching  the 
history  of  medals  awarded  to 
men  and  women  of.  the 
RAMC  and  itspredecessors.lt 
was  through  his  efforts  that 
accommodation  was  found  to 
house  the  28  Victoria  Crosses 
awarded  to  members  of  the 
Army  Medical  Services,  along 
with  pictorial  representations 
of  the  battle  scenes  where  they 
were  won. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife, 
Mabel. 
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SIR  FRANK  YOUNG 


Sir  Frank  Young.  FRS.  Profes- 
sor of  Biochemistry  at  Cam- 
bridge from  1949  to  1 975.  and 
the  first  Master  of  Darwin 
College  from  1964  to  1976. 
died  yesterday  at  the  age  of  80. 

Young's  interests  were  wide 
and  his  contribution  to  sci- 
ence and  education  could  not 
be  confined  by  his  subject.  His 
research  was  in  the  best  tra- 
ditions of  biology  being  con- 
fined in  no  way  to  any  one  of 
its  many  divisions. 


major  research  contribution 
in  this  field  lay  in  the 
demonstration  that  thegrowth 
hormone  of  the  pituitary 
gland  was  responsible  for  its 
diabetes  inducing  properties 
and  that  excess  of  this  hor- 
mone could  produce  perma- 
nent diabetes. 


Born  in  Dulwich  in  1 908  he 
was  educated  at  Alleyn's 
School  and  University  Coll- 
ege. London.  After  a decade  of 
distinguished  research  as  a 
Beit  Fellow  and  then  as  a 
Member  of  the  Scientific  Staff 
of  the  National  Institute  for 
Medical  Research  he  was  ap- 
pointed, in  1 941  at  the  age  of 
34.  to  the  Chair  of  Bio- 
chemistry at  St  Thomas’ 
Hospital. 

In  1945  he  returned  to 
University  Collie  as  Profes- 
sor of  Biochemistry  untiL  in 
1945  he  was  appointed  as 
Head  of  the  Cambridge 
School.  He  held  a Professorial 
Fellowship  at  Trinity  Hall 
from  1949  to  1964.  He  was 
also  a Fellow  of  University 
College.  London. 

His  research  interest  lay 
always  in  endocrinology  and 
in  particular  with  those  hor- 
mones with  a role  in  the 
development  of  diabetes.  His 


He  was  also  a pioneer  in  the 
applications  of  immunology 
to  endocrine  investigation. 

He  was  elected  FRS  in  1949, 
knighted  in  1972.  and  had 
many  lectureships,  doctorates 
and  other  honours,  at  home 
and  abroad. 


He  was  an  enthusiastic  sup* 
porter  of  the  Ciba  Foundation 
where  he  was  Chairman  of  the 
Executive  Council  and  a 
Trustee.  His  formal  services  in 
biochemistry  included* 
chairmanship  of  the  editorial 
board  of  the  BiochemicaF 
Journal  and  of  the  British 
National  Committee  of  Bio* 
chemistry  of  the  Royal 
Society. 


As  a department  head.  ^ 


Although  not  medically 
qualified  Young  served  medi- 
cine and  medical  research 
extensively  and  this  was  rec- 
ognised in  1974  by  Honorary 
Fellowship  of  the  Royal  Coll- 
ege of  Physicians. 

He  was  a Vice-President  of 
the  British  Diabetic  Associ- 
ation, first  Chairman  of  its 
Medical  and  Scientific  Section 
at  its  inception  in  1 960. 
President  of  the  European 
Diabetes  Association  follow- 
ing an  inaugural  meeting  in 
1965  and  President  of  the 
International  Diabetes 
Federation.  1970*73. 


He  served  on  the  Medical 
Research  Council  from  1950 
to  1954.  and  was  a member  of 
the  Royal  Commission  on 
Medical  Education  set  up  in 
1965  under  the  Chairmanship 
of  Lord  Todd. 


Young  did  much  to  encourage 
and  develop  postgraduate 
teaching  and  research.  He  was 
suspicious  of  team  research 
with  the  dominant  role  of  the 
leader  and  preferred  the  free 
cooperation  of  individuals. 
He  was  among  the  first  in 
Cambridge  to  recognise. the 
growing  importance  of  the 
postgraduate  student  and  was 
early  active  in  advocating  the 
establishment  of  postgraduate 
colleges. 

He  was  a member  of  the 
syndicate  on  the  interrelation- 
ships between  the  university 
and  colleges  established  in 
Cambridge  in  I960  under  the 
chairmanship  of  Lord  Bridges. 

With  the  creation  of  Darwin 
College  in  1963  the  ideh  of 
postgraduate  colleges  in  Cam- 
bridge came  to  fruition  and  ii 
was  fitting  that  he  have  beerjr  . 
its  first  Master.  . 

He  married  in  1933  Ruth 
Turner.  He  is  survived  by  her 
and  three  sons.  A daughter 
predeceased  him. 


DR  NEVILLE  BIRCH 


Dr  Neville  Birch,  JP,  who  died 
on  September  18.  at  the  age  of 
60,  made  a considerable 
contribution  to  aviation 
safety,  particularly  in  the 
sphere  of  surviving  fires  in 
aircraft 

His  intents,  which  aimed  at 
improving  passenger  safety, 
led  to  important  consultancies 
with  a number  of  leading 
companies  and  his  last  book. 
Passenger  Protection  Technol- 
ogy in  Aircraft  Fires,  was 
widely  praised. 

Having  flown  with  RAF 
Transport  Command  at  the' 
end  of  the  war,  he  was 
afterwards,  for  a while,  an 
executive  of  Rolls-Royce 
small  engines  division.  But  be 
maintained  his  love  of  the  air 
by  founding  the  Warwickshire 
Aero  Club. 

He  had  hek)  a professional 


pilot's  licence  for  more  than 
thirty  years  in  the  course  of 
which  he  flew  a great  variety 
of  aircraft  including  business 
jets. 

In  1960  he  joined  with  a 
colleague,  Alan  Bramson,  in 
writing  the  Flight  Briefing  for 
Pilots  series  of  flying  training 
manuals  which  was  used  in 
many  countries,  and  has  sold 
400,000  copies  world- wide. 

With  the  same  author  he 
wrote  Captains  and  Kings,  a 
book  which  entailed  travelling 
to  many  countries  interview- 
ing kings,  princes  and  prin- 
cesses who  are  pilots. 

At  the  age  of  48  he  took  an 
MSc  at  Loughborough 
University.  Eleven  years  later 
— following  research  at  the 
College  of  Aeronautics, 
Cranfield  — at  an  age  when 
most  people  consider  them- 


selves too  old  for  academic 
study,  Birch  was  awarded  his 
doctorate  in  the  specialist 
subject  of  cabin  survivability 
and  fire  protection  in  aircraft. 

Birch  was  a Member  of  the 
Royal  Aeronautical  Society 
and  a Liveryman  of  the  Guild 
of  Air  Pilots  and  Air 
Navigators. 

His  many  friends  appre- 
ciated his  unbridled  enthu- 
siasm when  the  cause  was  ^ 
right  and  a strong  sense  of  J- 
humour  that  was  influenced 
by  his  days  in  the  Royal  Air 
Force. 

Yet  he  could  adapt  his 
jovial  personality  to  the  needs 
of  law  and  justice  when  he  sat 
as  a magistrate  and  deputy 
chairman  of  the  Lichfield 
bench. 

He  is  survived  by  his  two 
daughters. 


MR  JACK  HAMES,  QC 


Mr  Jack  Haines,  QC,  who  died 
on  September  14,  a!  the  age  of 
68,  was  a senior  Chancery  silk1 
who  also  sat  as  a Recorder  on 
the  South  Eastern  circuit 

Jack  Hamawi  Harries  was 
born  in  1920  the  sone  of  Elie 
and  Edmee  Hamawi.  He  was 
educated  at  the  English  School 
in  Cairo  and  Queen’s  College, 
Cambridge,  where  he  read 
history  before  taking  die  LLB. 
He  was  called  to  the  Bar  by  the 
Inner  Temple  in  1948  and 
joined  Chancery  chambers  in 
Lincoln's  Inn. 

Haines  made  a name  for 
.himself  as  a vigorous  court- 
room tactician  and  as  a tena- 
cious advocate  with  an 
original  turn  of  mind-  These 
qualities  together  with  his 


unswerving  commitment  to 
his  clients’  causes  won  him  a 


busy  litigation  practice  both  as 
a junior  and  as  a leader. 

He  was  also  frequently 
briefed  by  the  Law  Society  in 
legal  aid  matters.  His  standing 
was  recognised  when  he  was 
appointed  a silk  in  1972,  and 
when  he  was  elected  a Bencher 
of  his  Inn  in  1979. 

In  later  years  he  sat  with 
increasing  frequency  as  a 
Recorder. 

As  a judge  be  proved  to  be 
painstaking  and  courteous 
and  his  anxiety  to  do  justice 


was  evident.  In  addition  to 
committee  work  on  the  Bench 
of  the  Inner  Temple  — he  did 
much  to  promote  interest  in 
the  Inn’s  archives  — he  also 
found  time  to  make  some 
lively  contributions  to  the 
public  debate  on  the  future  of

He  married  Beryl  Julia  Coo- 
per in  1949.  They  had  two 
sons  both  of  whom  are 
solicitors.

Jack  Hames  was —and  almost 
certainly  he  intended  to  be — a 
character.

When  Napoleon 
coveted  Australia 


By  Jenny  Gilbert 


Nobody  knows  quite  how 
much  Napoleon  yearned  for 
Australia,  but  he  wanted  it 
enough  to  order  two  scientific 
expeditions  there  in  around 
1800. 

Dehydration,  general  sick- 
ness and  a more  robust  British 
presence  meant  he  failed  to 
take  Tasmania  - failed  even  to 
try.  in  fact  - but  his  ships 
returned  to  France  trawling  a 
fat  catch  of  geological,  botani- 
cal and  zoological  data  un- 
paralleled by  any  such 
gathered  by  the  British  at  the 
time,  who  presumably  were 
too  busy  colonizing  the  place. 

A unique  manuscript  jour- 
nal from  the  second  of  these 
voyages,  kept  by  Pierre-Ber- 
nard  Milius,  Second  Officer 
on  Le  Nat ural iste ; is  to  be 
offered  for  sale  at  Christie's  in 
London  on  October  26.  A 
price  of  up  to  £80,000  is 
expected. 

Dictated  by  Milius  on  his 
return  to  France  in  1804,  and 
executed  in  a meticulous  and 
still  highly  legible  copper-plate 
hand,  in  French,  the  journal 
includes  detailed  descriptions 
of  the  flora  and  fauna  of 


Australia,  and  of  mainland 
and  Tasmanian  aborigines. 

The  2S8-page  diary  is 
supplemented  by  a volume  of 
original  drawings,  many  made 
by  the  professional  artists 
aboard,  some  by  Milius  him- 
self, who  on  the  death  of  the 
captain,  took  charge  of  bis 
ship,  replete  with  kangaroos 
and  wombats,  on  the  voyage 
home. 

Nicely  timed  to  lift  flagging 
bi-centennial  interest,  the 
journal  is  to  be  offered  by 
Christie's  in  a sale  of  43  lots  of 
Australiana,  all  from  the  same 
private  collection. 

9 Following  Monday's 
colourful  section  of  fine 
mechanical  musical  in- 
struments, Sotheby's  sale 
continued  yesterday  with 
more  than  300  lots  of  dolls, 
teddy  bears  and  tinplate  toys. 

A French  collector,  Ma- 
dame Vieruy,  claimed  three  of 
the  top  lots,  including  a rare 
Charles  II  oak  “baby  house”,  a 
two-storey  affair  with  glazed 
doors  and  fluted  pilasters,  for 
which  she  paid  £25,300.  dou- 
ble the  lower  estimate.

One  man 


Beguiling  raconteur;  Richard  Burton's  bewitched  life  within  a storytelling  Camelot 


Towards  the  conclusion  of  Tony 
Palmer’s  portrait  of  Richard 
Burton,  In  From  The  Cold 
(ITV),  the  actor  declaimed  the 
present  tense  of  the  verb  to  be, 
investing  those  common  words  with 
infinite  meaning  in  the  spell-binding  terms 
which  he  had  acquired  early  on  his  route 
to  glory.  It  was  a moment  which 
crystallized  the  theme  of  this  two-and-a- 
halfihour  biography,  an  actor’s  trick  full  of 
profound  truth,  a symbolic  statement  of 
the  man’s  outward  vitality  and  inner  void. 

This  was  not  a film  about  Burton  as  an 
actor,  and  still  less  about  him  as  a man.  It 
was  an  extremely  skilful  and  complex 
meditation  on  the  myth  of  Richard  Burton 
which  included  the  actor,  the  man  and 
many  other  dimensions  of  his  personality. 
By  weaving  a continuous  skein  of  insights 
from  personal  memories,  film  clips  and 
archive  material,  the  director  illuminated 
many  facets  of  the  individual,  Il  was  a 
technique  which  showed  respect  for  both 
the  subject,  who  was  allowed  to  retain  the 
dignity  of  his  personal  mystery,  and  for  the 
audience,  who  were  at  liberty  to  develop 
their  own  opinions. 

Melvyn  Bragg,  whose  own  authorized 
biography.  Rich:  The  Life  of  Richard 
Burton,  is  published  next  week,  described 
him  as  a great  Welsh  hero  who  could  have 
chosen  from  several  fields  of  endeavour. 
This  point  was  made  in  the  midst  of  a

montage  of  Burton  in  breastplate  or 
battledress,  roaring  Hollywood  cliches 
with  passionate  conviction,  as  he  led 
armies  of  extras  through  fire  and  flood  in 
indifferent  movies.  At  once  the  kind  of 
hero  which  Burton  had  become  was  dear. 

Later,  the  director,  Mike  Nichols  said: 
’’Like  a lot  of  actors,  Richard  began  to 
confuse  seeming  with  being,  and  once  he 
took  the  leap  into  movie  magazine 
immortality  with  Elizabeth  Taylor  he  left 
behind  any  core  of  being,  and  was  entirely 
surrounded  by  seeming.  And  that  left  him 
very  lonely.”  This  was  a noble  film, 
devoid  of  pop  psychology,  the  story  told 
with  disdain  for  the  sensational  potential. 

Some  of  the  most  astute  judgements 
were  delivered  by  Kate  Burton,  Richard's 
actress  daughter,  who  remembered  that 
her  father  very  seldom  took  pan  in 
revealing  conversation  but  instead  told 
stories.  The  whole  programme  seemed  to 
be  a prisoner  of  Burton’s  charm,  a very 
agreeable  enchantment.  Delightful  an- 
ecdotes abounded,  most  of  them  valuable 
developments  of  the  film's  argument. 
There  was  the  Hollywood  producer  who, 
on  learning  that  Burton  was  under 
contract  at  the  Old  Vic.  demanded:  “Who 
is  Old  Vic?  What’s  he  paying,  and  I’ll  pay 


him  double.”  Little  more  needed  to  be 
added  to  the  idea  of  Burton  s Hollywood 
career  as  a Faustian  bargain,  in  which  he 
traded  his  potential  as  a great  classical 
actor  for  fame  and  money. 

There  was  the  suspicion  that  Burton  had 
bewitched  himself  by  the  endless,  beguil- 
ing retelling  of  the  facts  of  his  life.  Botbas 
an  actor  and  as  a raconteur  be  had  the  abil- 
ity to  create  a parallel  reality  and  the  film 
suggested  that  it  was  in  this  mental  Came- 
lot.  as  much  as  in  the  pain  of  fife  s trau- 
mas. that  bis  soul  had  been  destabilized. 

The  original  material  in  this  programme 
was  photographed  magnificently  and  used 
with  restraint.  The  editing  was  masterly,  a 
textbook  demonstration  of  how  to  create  a 
compelling  narrative  from  source  material 
which  varied  from  dull  to  sublime.  With 
such  skills  in  play,  the  omission  of  an 
original  interview  with  Elizabeth  Taylor 
could  Hardly  be  detected;  instead,  a

selection  of  exchanges  from  B ho  s Afraid 
of  Virginia  Woolf  The  Taming  of  the 


Shrew  and  their  joint  press  conferences 
suggested  the  outward  and  visible  signifi- 
cance of  their  relationship. 

Early  in  bis  career,  Tony  Palmer  was 
one  of  a group  of  directors  who  created  a 
new  form  of  dramatic  biography.  With 
this  film  he  has  recreated  the  genre, 
exploring  the  extraordinary  potential  for 
complexity  of  a medium  which  is  com- 
monly dismissed  as  essentially  simplistic. 


The  premiere,  in  Germany,  of  a perhaps  too  long  delayed  piece  by  Sir  Peter  Maxwell  Davies  and  some  resolute  work  in  Northern  Ireland 


Overdue  and  overblown  and  over  there 


Sir  Peter  Maxwell  Davies's  sixth 
opera  is  charming,  in  many  ways 
alarming;  in  many  ways,  too, 
deeply  embarrassing.  It  stands  a 
great  deal  of  pressure  not  to  be  a 
conspicuous  success,  principally 
because  if  it  were  to  be  strong  and 
unified  it  would  negate  its  own 
central  thesis,  since  once  again, 
though  now  more  blatantly  than 
ever  before.  Sir  Peter  is  pursuing 
his  wonderfully  romantic  notion 
that  all  would  be  well  if  people 
were  not  brutally  deformed  and 
corrupted  by  their  upbringing.  If 
this  is  so,  if  the  action  of  society  is

thoroughly  to  pervert  some  glori- 
ach  in- 


ous  pre-existent  soul  in  eac 
dividual,  then  no  individual  could 
be  expected  to  produce  a work  of 
art  not  riven  by  hysteria  and 
unfulfilled  promise.  Resurrection 
has  to  be  a parody  of  the  piece  it 
might  have  been  in  a better  world. 

Going  directly  to  the  supposed 
source  of  the  supposed  problem, 
the  opera  is  a parable  of  alienated 
youth.  The  Hero,  represented 
throughout  by  a dummy,  sits  at 
the  breakfast  table  in  the  prologue 
and  is  subjected  to  criticism  and 
advice  from  his  parents,  siblings, 
teacher,  vicar  and  doctor,  at  the 
end  of  which  his  head  explodes. 
Then  in  the  main  act,  which 
follows  without  a break,  a medical 
team  investigates  his  brain,  his 
heart  and  his  genitals,  triggering 
his  political,  religious  and  sexual 
fantasies,  which  are  played  out  in 
grotesque  sketches.  The  poli- 
ticians are  mountebank  gods, 
windbags  all,  dominated  by  Hera 
(I  wonder  why);  a heilfire  preacher 


leads  the  way  to  Antichrist;  a 
bishop,  a policeman  and  a trade 
union  leader  are  all  crammed  with 
a young  man  in  a Gents'  cubicle 
(which  would  surely  then  leave 
little  room  for  anything  very 
interesting).  Finally,  when  all 
these  nasty  ideas  have  been  elimi- 
nated, everybody  celebrates  the 
resurrection  of  the  perfect  lobot- 
omizedL  passionless,  neutered 
man,  and  the  dummy  is  then 
supposed  to  inflate  to  towering 
size,  with  a penis  to  match:  this  is 
just  one  aspect  which  has  been 
notably  toned  down  in  Peter 
Brenner' s production. 

The  staging  could  also  be  more 
helpful  in  creating  a difference 
between  the  primary  action  and 
the  24  interpolated  television 
commercials,  based  on  Durer's 
engravings  for  the  Book  of  Revela- 
tions (hence  a bacon  ad  for  the 
vision  of  the  Lamb,  and  so  on, 
wearyingjy).  As  it  is.  the  whole 
piece  is  given  in  a plastic  rainbow- 
bright  set  fit  for  a game  show,  and 
the  commercial  breaks  can  hardly 
be  more  shockingly  banal  than 
everything  else  we  see.  But  one 
cannot  be  too  hard  on  the  produc- 
tion for  this.  Sir  Peter’s  weak 
parodies  suggest  that  he  last 
watched  television  in  about  1959, 
and  it  is  just  as  well  that  his 


touching  faith  in  the  mindless 
menace  of  mass  advertising 
should  be  glided  over  a little. 

What  cannot  be  avoided,  how- 
ever, is  the  musical  disruption 
caused  by  die  pastiche  messages 
from  our  sponsor  in  the  sky.  Since 
a jingle  has  to  intrude  every  three 
minutes  or  so,  there  is  no  possibil- 
ity of  the  gathering  intensity  of  the 
best  scenes  of  Taverner,  St  Mag- 
nus and  The  Lighthouse,  es- 
pecially when  so  many  of  the 
fantasy  scenes  are  also  pastiches 
(all  the  old  Aunt  Sallies  are  back: 
the  foxtrot,  the  Salvation  Army 
hymn,  the  tapdance  number,  tire 
crematorium  organ)  and  when  the 
prologue  is  further  fractured  by 
the  introduction  of  seven  pop 
songs  to  which  the  family  cat 
dances  as.  rather  curiously,  it 
undergoes  a process  of  pseudo- 
alchemical  transformation  to  be- 
come the  demon  of  social  control. 

However,  the  problems  of  tire 
piece  are  more  fundamental,  and 
they  are  perhaps  imposed  less  by 
society  than  by  the  myth  of  asocial 
liberation  to  which  Sir  Peter  lets 
his  opera  subscribe:  its  shrill 
anxiety  is  laughter  in  the  dark, 
evincing  a craving  for  lost  au- 
thority more  than  an  anti-estab- 
lishment revolt  The  panto- 
mime-dame Mam,  the  smug 
clerics  (four  benighted  churchmen 
are  rather  too  many  for  one  little 
opera  to  support),  the  sexual 
deviants  and  the  Olympian  poli- 
ticians are  all  caricatures,  thin  as 
air,  providing  no  grip  forfoe  anger 
that  fuelled  Sir  Peter's  earlier 
theatrical  works.

Having  conceived  the  piece  in 
1963,  he  has  possibly  waited  too 
long  to  realize  it  We  heard  all  the 
parodies  in  his  works  of  20  years 
ago;  the  structure  of  prologue/  evi- 
dence followed  by  action/night- 
rnare  occurred  in  The  Lighthouse: 
the  inversion  of  values,  presided 
over  by  mythic  Death  figures,  is  in 
Taverner,  and  Antichrist,  God 
bless  her,  must  be  getting  tired  of 
being  represented  in  so  many  of 


this  composer’s  entertainments. 

The  piece  comes  25  years  too 
late  in  Sir  Peter’s  creative  evolu- 
tion, and  perhaps  40  years  too  late 
in  his  personal  development,  since 
such  a vision  of  the  world  as  peo- 
pled by  bogeymen  and  loons,  all 
set  against  the  I of  the  observer, 
belongs  to  adolescence:  there  is  a 
terrible  irony  in  the  feci  that  the 
most  forceful  number  should  be 
the  concluding  pop  song. 


It  is  perhaps  as  well  that  the 
action  should  be  decently  shroud- 
ed in  German  (Co vent  Garden 
long  ago  abandoned  interest  in  the 
project).  The  musical  perform- 
ance, by  the  local  orchestra,  sing- 
ers, dancers  and  pop  group  under 
Hans  Drcwanz,  is  honourable.  Six 
more  performances  are  scheduled 
over  the  next  seven  weeks.

The  Seraglio/La  Boheme 

Grand  Opera  House,  Belfast 


Well  produced  by  any  standard 


Opera  Northern  Ireland  is  very  much  a 
symbol  of  its  city’s  own  irrepressible  and 
phoenix-like  nature.  When  the  applause 
rings  out  - and  ring  it  does  — the  cheering 
is  as  nmcfa  for  the  tenacity  of  a company 
which  has  survived  fire,  rehabilitation,  re- 
administration  and  financial  near-disaster 
as  it  is  for  the  production  in  hand. 

This  year,  though,  Seamus  McGren- 
era's  new  staging  of  The  Seraglio  deserved 
every  bravo  in  the  bouse.  It  marks  the  start 
of  a proposed  Mozart  cycle  under  the  mus- 
ical direction  of  Kenneth  Montgomery 
(Don  Gionauu  next  year)  and,  as  such,  it 
augurs  well  for  the  future.  What  is  more, 
staged  within  the  later  oriental  fantasy  of 


Frank  Matcham’s  exquisite  Victorian 
opera  house,  and  proclaiming  its  message 
of  forgiveness  looking  injustice  resolutely 
in  the  face,  it  was  just  the  place  to  start. 

The  first  night  was  not  without  its 
bumps  and  jolts;  various  levels  of  hanging 
curtains  and  kelims  which  formed  ton 
Reed's  economic  and  effective  set  were  not 
always  obedient;  John  Biakey’s  Pasha  was 
off-pattingly  plebeian. 

Bat  McGrenera  paces  Ms  performers 
with  a sure  ear  to  Mozart’s  own  dramatic 
structure,  grading  them  simply,  slowly  and 
confidently  to  its  cumulative  dimax.  And 
these  are  achieved  masterfully.  At 
“Martern  alter  Alien”  for  instance,  the 


lower  part  of  the  three-tiered  scarlet  dais, 
on  which  the  Pasha  is  throned,  splits  apart 
to  reveal  a dark  subterranean  rohL  As 
Konstanze,  anticipating  her  fete,  is  silhou- 
etted against  it,  the  Pasha  suffers  his  own 
very  real  torments  as  he  listens  from  above, 
barely  comforted,  (ike  Solomon  with 
David,  by  a quartet  of  18th-century  court 
musidaiis  miming  the  aria's  obbligato 
parts. 

The  aria  brings  out  the  best,  too,  in  Faith 
Elliott,  a deeply  grave  Konstanze,  drawing 
oat  shades  of  the  Countess  in  her  music; 
she  will  surely  be  working  soon  towards 
that  role.  Jan  Jnline  Leeds,  as  Blonde, 
sings  like  a lark  and  sounds  as  English  as 


her  surname,  though  she  is  one  of  Kenneth 
Montgomery's  discoveries  from  the  US. 
Montgomery  himself  encourages  the  Ul- 
ster Orchestra  to  play  with  such  astuteness 
and  sensitivity  that  they  almost  make  up 
for  the  lack  of  those  qualities  in  the 
Belmonte  of  Paul  Nilou,  not,  alas,  on  top 
form  at  the  moment  Stephen  Richardson’s 
secure  Osmin  and  Alasdair  Elliott’s 
vivacious  Fedrillo  also  redress  the  balance. 

Tun  Reed  and  Paul  Pyant  are  also 
responsible  for  designing  La  Bohans  and 
Montgomery  for  conducting  it.  Their  joint 
achievement  is  comparably  rewarding:  a 
striking  wide  diagonal  of  an  attic,  a Mo- 
urns tinging  with  detail,  a baton  alert  to 


the  fine  bone  sUudiue  and  highly  strung 
nerves  of  PucrinTs  score. 

From  die  contrivance  of  the  lost  key 
episode  — Rodolfo’s  “gelida  tnanina”  un- 
ashamedly played  to  the  footlights  — to 
the  final  death-bed  recollection,  the  cast 
respond  with  appropriate  Han.  It  means, 
alas,  not  a tittle  lack  of  subtlety:  Michael 
Fiacco’s  Rodolfo  and  Sylvie  Valayre’s 
Muni  have  all  the  notes,  but  tittle  else 
besides.  The  company  were  obviously  not 
without  problems  in  casting  this  piece. 
Despite  neat  cameos  from  Mark  Pedrotti 
(Marcello)  and  Bruno  Caproni  (Schan- 
n aid)  it  took  the  brazen  theatricality  of 
Rosemary  Ashe  as  Musetta  to  focus  a sup- 
erficially entertaining  but  weakly-moti- 
vated production.  Both  operas  ran  fw  the 
rest  of  the  week.

When  She  Danced 

King’s  Head 


The  point  to  note  in  Martin 
Sherman’s  title  is  its  useofthe  past 
tense.  IBs  heroine,  Isadora  Dun- 
can, is  on  stage  throughout,  sur- 
rounded by  a little  Parisian  court 
of  those  who  once  saw  her  dance. 
Bat  she  is  not  dancing  now.  In  the 
person  of  Sheila  Gish,  she  goes 
through  the  evening  as  a thicken- 
ing middle-aged  beauty,  guzzling 
champagne,  coping  with  impend- 
ing bankruptcy  and  her  wild  poet 
husband  Yesenin  (Owen  Teale), 
angling  for  an  engagement  in 
Vienna  and  a school  in  Italy,  but 
never  giving  the  smallest 
demonstration  of  the  gift  that 
brought  her  into  public  idolatry. 
When  other  characters  try  to 
describe  her  performance,  all  they 

can  say  is  that  she  walked  across 
the  stage  and  made  them  feel  at 
one  with  her.  In  the  last  lines,  her 
young  Greek  namesake  recalls 
asking  his  mother  for  her  mem- 
ories of  Duncan:  only  to  get  the 
reply.  “I  can’t  explain”. 

lie  question  Sherman  seems  to 
be  asking,  under  cover  of  all  the 
moth-eaten  Bohemian  knock- 
about, is  what  survives  of  a 
transient  art.  Yesenin  survives 
because  bis  currency  was  lan- 
guage. “Highly  over-rated,  lan- 
guage,” Isadora  acclaims.  "Wc

never  had  it  in  America.”  But,  in 
the  play’s  best  scene,  she  experi- 
ences a and  awakening  when,  to 
impress  a potential  patron,  a girl 
dancer  is  brought  on  to  display  a 
ghastly  parody  of  the  Duncan 
method.  Duncan  stops  her  in 
horror  “I  wanted  to  make  you 
free  — not  to  make  you  Isadora,” 
That  carries  the  ring  of  truth, 
and  you  respect  the  speaker. 
Elsewhere  it  is  hard  to  know 
whether  Sherman  respects  her  or 
not.  By  turns,  Isadora  can  appear 
as  a besotted  ageing  wife,  a 
ashing  art-fender,  even  as  a 
American  in  Paris.  There 


gushing 

farcical 


were  no  doubt  many  sides  to  her 
nature;  but  this  play  is  following 


an  old  philistine  habit  in  making 
such  fun  of  her,  and  it  sabotages 
the  plot  by  leaving  the  audience  to 
dedde  whether  she  could  have 
made  a successful  comeback  and 
whether  the  school  would  have 
been  a liberationist  paradise  or  an 
amateurish  joke. 

Sheila  Gish  does  not  improve 
matters  by  playing  her  along  the 
lines,  of  a globe-trotting  Blanche 
du  Bois,  favouring  her  loved  ones 
with  a gaze  of  suffocating  inten- 
sity. There  is,  however,  a resilient 
character  within:  revealed  when 
the  supposed  patron  turns  out  to 
be  a filing  cletk,  and  she  leads  the 
party  in  pelting  him  out  of  the 
room;  and,  most  movingly,  when 


she  teams  that  one  of  her  beloved 
husband's  poems  is  a satire  on  her 
drowned  children. 

She  makes  this  discovery  thanks 
to  a mousey  little  translator, 
played  by  Angela  Pleasence  in  a 
crumpled  suit  and  ankle  boots,  as 
a self-effacing  nonentity  among  all 
the  flamboyant  egos,  who  be- 
comes the  most  riveting  character 
on  stage  (the  same  effect  which 
Pleasence  once  achieved  in  Petra 
von  Kant.)  Tim  Luscombe’s 
production  is  remarkable  for  pull- 
ing dialogue  in  five  languages  (not 
counting  English)  into  theatrical 
coherence.

Does  one  have  to  be  a fanatical 
birdwatcher  to  appreciate  Mes- 
siaen’s Catalogue  aoiseautf  Cer- 
tainly it  would  seem  to  be  a 
minority  interest,  judging  by  the 
thin  audience  that  turned  out  for 
the  first  of  the  three  piano  recitals 


at  the  Wigmore  Hall  celebrating 
Grand 


the  80th  birthday  of  the  

Mcutre.  The  recitalist  is  the  Swed- 
ish pianist  Carl-Axel  Dominique, 
who  has  worked  on  the  entire 
oeuvre  of  birdsong  pieces;  his  first 
recital,  on  Monday  night,  con- 


sisted of  six  numbers  from  the 


C atalogue  ttoiseaux,  the  major  v 
work  in  this  category. 

“The  birds  are  probably  the 
greatest  musicians  to  inhabit  our 
planet”,  claims  Messiaen,  and  it  is 
that  enthusiasm  — and  the  spec- 
ialized knowledge  of  ornithologi- 
cal vocalization  that  has  resulted 
from  it  - that  sustains  these 
remarkable  nature  studies.  In  each 
piece  the  composer  attempts  not 
only  to  characterize  the  bird  in 
question,  but  also  to  set  it  in  its 
natural  habitat  by  painting  the 
landscape  and  relating  the  particu- 
lar song  to  that  of  other  birds 
found  in  the  region.  I would  have 
to  take  it  on  trust  that  the  song  of 
the  golden  oriole  or  the  sedge 
warbler  has  been  faithfully 
recreated  by  both  composer  and 
interpreter,  though  I appreciated 
the  cries  of  foe  curlew,  now  * 
mournful,  now  savage,  piercing  f 
the  dark,  foggy  night 

Dominique  negotiates  the  ab- 
normal technical  demands  of 
these  pieces  with  aplomb  and 
shows  every  sign  of  having  taken 
them  to  his  heart  I did  sometimes 
however,  whether  he  was 
sufficiently  liberated  from  the 
score:  the  sense  of  exuberance,  of 
fantasy,  of  pure  improvization, 
was  often  lacking. 

Occasionally  too,  one  expected 
more  bite,  more  penetration  in  the 
treble-register  trilling.  But  ample 
amends  were  made  in  “La  rousser- 
ofle  efiarvatte”  the  halfhourpiece 
that  charts  the  reed  warbler’s  full- 
throated  vocal  progress  through 
27  hours,  from  midnight  to  3am  . 
foe  following  day.  The  final 
ecstatic  cadenza,  though  fre- 
quently marked  piano  or  mezzo- 
forte,  was  played  fortissimo 
throughout  by  Dominique.  If  I 
n«l  a bird  making  that  racket  out- 
side my  houseboat  at  three  in  the 
morning.

The  first  major  project  of  the  . 
South  Bank's  giant  “Beethoven  #, 
Plus”  scries  is  a Beethoven  piano 
concerto  cycle  played  by  Murray 
Perahia.  whose  interpretation  of 
this  cornerstone  repertoire  grows 
ever  more  fascinating.  His  read- 
ings derive  their  unique  quality 
from  the  tension  between  the 
sanguine  clarity  of  his  concep- 
tions, and  the  pent-up  energy  that 
frequently  marks  his  passagewoTk. 

That  quality  acquires  almost  a 
historical  relevance  in  the  First 
Concerto,  since  it  parallels  Beet- 
hoven's own  creative  process: 
stretching,  but  not  quite  snapping, 
the  Mozartian  concerto  model. 
Perahia  maintains  classical  pro- 
portions, except  at  certain  crucial 
points.  In  the  development’s  chro- 
matic passages,  for  instance,  be 
suddenly  plunges  us  into  a world 
of  veiled  timbres  and  uncertainty. 
Then  in  the  huge  cadenza  he  #. 
worked  up  an  extraordinary  sense 
of  agitation  which  conveyed 
neoroses  far  beyond  the  implica- 
tions of  the  bare  notes. 

We  beard  more  of  this  tense, 
whippy  style  in  the  finale,  which 
was  mono-paced  (but  what  a 
pace!)  until  just  before  the  end, 
when  Perahia  again  relaxed  and 
produced  the  most  unexpectedly 
beguiling,  bell-1  ike  timbres.  It 
seemed  like  a glimpse  of  another 
musical  world. 

The  Third  Concerto  was  vora- 
ciously accented  by  the  pianist  in 
foe  opening  movement,  and  wit- 
tily propelled  through  the  finale, 
which  culminated  in  a Presto  of 
scintillating  brilliance.  It  was  the 
Largo,  however,  that  revealed  foe 
full  extent  of  Perahia’s  craft: 
magically  calm  at  foe  start,  it 
opened  out  into  a ravishing  dis- 
play of  varied  tonal  colour. 

The  Academy  of  St  Martm-ia- 
foe-Ftefds,  under  Sir  Neville 
Marriner.  accompanied  alertly 
without  ever  threatening  to  match  , 
Perahia  in  imaginative  power.  But  * 
the  orchestra  did  supply  some- 
thing interesting  for  foe  “plus”  bit 
of  this  “Beethoven  Hus”  evening: 
Cherubim's  overture  for  Anac- 
reon. Cherubini  tends  to  say  every 
phrase  at  least  twice,  as  if  rep- 
etition will  somehow  add  lustre  to 
plain  invention,  but  his  handling 
of  foe  orchestra  is  adroit  and 
surprisingly  full  for  his  day.

fn  case  the  picture  hasn't  made  it  absolutely  clear, 
the  signora  is  doing  a striptease. 

She’s  not  doing  it  very  artistically,  but  art  is  the 
last  thing  that  viewers  want  from  the  Rome  TV 
channel  on  which  she  appears. 

Channels  like  this  came  into  being  in  1981/2 
when  Italian  TV  was  effectively  de-regulated. 

With  around  600  national  and  local  TV 
stations  now  competing  for  a finite  number  of  viewers, 
standards  have  dived  and  so  have  airtime  costs. 

So  because  advertising  revenues  are  spread  more 
thinly,  each  channel  has  less  to  spend  on  programmes. 

What  good  programming  there  is  sparks  off 
furious  auctions  with  prices  spiralling.  The  first 
example  from  nearer  home  is  the  recent  negotiation 
over  football  broadcasting  rights. 

What  may  happen  in  this  country  when  the 
planned  satellite  stations  come  on  stream  next  year, 
is  that  demand  for  new  programmes  will  initially  boom. 

But  foreign  experience  shows  that  once  competi- 
tion hots  up,  the  survivors  (for  there  will  be  many 
casualties)  will  have  to  look  for  ways  to  cut  costs. 

The  simplest  way  to  do  this-  is  to  spend  less  on 
each  hour  of  programming.  Naturally,  the  biggest 
savings  are  to  be  made  on  the  highest  quality  material. 

What  could  be  cheaper  than  playing  home-made 
videos  of  saucy  housewives  stripping  off? 

Do  you  really  want  it  here? 

We  don’t. 

The  best  way  to  make  sure  it  doesn’t  happen 
is  to  preserve  the  environment  in  which  British 
television  operates. 

And  in  which  it  produces  a standard  of  pro- 
gramming that  is  the  envy  of  the  rest  of  the  world. 

(Our  own  humble  contributions  include  ’The 
Ruth  Rendell  Mysteries,’  ‘The  Storyteller,’  ‘That’s  Love’ 
and  the  ‘History  of  Western  Art’  now  in  production.) 
The  proposed  Broadcasting  Bill  must  not  destroy 
this  environment. 

There  is  a risk  of  fragmenting  and  weakening 
our  existing  broadcasting  industry. 

We  are  in  favour  of  fair  competition. 
But  overseas  satellite  and  television  companies 
will  not  be  controlled  by  British  broadcasting 
legislation. 

With  what  results?  A good  question. 

One  which  the-powers-that-be  should  ask 
themselves  as  they  study  the  doubtful  charms  of  the 
lady  on  the  left.

More  puzzles  over  art 


Was  he  a socialist  or  just  an  old-fashioned  capitalist?  Henry  Moore  with  some  of  his  work 
which  was  on  exhibition  in  the  Arts  Council  Gallery,  Cambridge,  in  early  1962  (C4, 830pm) 


• Think  what  you  like  of  our 
Prime  Minister,  but  she  cer- 
tainly comes  in  handy  for 
providing  texts  for  television 
documentaries.  The  latest  to 
make  use  of  her  bons  mots  is 
England's  Henry  Moore 
(Channel  4,  8.30pm),  a film 
from  ICA  Television  “con- 
ceived and  developed"  by 
Anthony  Barnett  He  opens 
the  film  by  quoting  from  Mrs 
Ts  speech  about  having  “al- 
tered the  course  of  British 
politics  for  at  least  a genera- 
tion”, which  may  or  may  not 
be  true  but  seems  to  have  little 
to  do  with  Henry  Moore.  The 
film  has  other  puzzles.  It  has 
virtually  nothing  about  the 
origin  and  development  of 
Moore's  art  and  why  it  took 
the  form  it  did  Only  ai  the 
end  is  there  any  attempt  to 
assess  his  work,  and  then  in 
the  mainly  negative  terms  of 
his  having  “gone  commercial” 
and  become  too  ready  to  be 
swayed  by  the  flattery  of 
critics.  It  is  curious,  too,  that 
there  is  hardly  a word,  written

or  spoken,  from  Moore  him- 
self Indeed  he  only  appears  in 
a couple  of  brief  clips,  once  on 
lire  steps  of  the  British  Mu- 
seum with  Sir  Kenneth  Clark 
(one  of  the  flatterers)  and  on 
the  other  occasion  attending  a 
show  of  his  work  in  Texas. 
Barnett  seems  to  be  following 
the  Marxist  line  that  art  is  not 
the  product  of  individual  ge- 
nius but  can  only  be  explained 
by  the  social  and  political 
conditions  in  which  it  is 
produced  We  therefore  have 
much  emphasis  on  Moore's 
working  class  roots  in  York- 
shire, his  experiences  in  the 
First  World  War  (in  which  he 
was  a bayonet  instructor)  and 
his  involvement  — rather 
vaguely  defined  - in  left-wing 
politics  during  the  Depression 
and  tbc  rise  of  fascism.  But 
Barnett  never  manages  to 
establish  a convincing  connec- 


tion between  this  wider  pol- 
itical context  and  Moore's 
sculptures,  except  that  as  a 
bayonet  instructor  he  learned 
about  human  anatomy.  The 
later  pan  of  the  film  is  less 
ideological  and  more  illu- 
minating. It  is  particularly 
good  on  Moore’s  switch  from 
stone  to  bronze,  producing  a 
factory  system  in  which  the 
sculptures  were  mass  pro- 
duced by  a team  instead  of 
being  unique  objects  individ- 
ually carved  by  Moore  him-, 
self.  According  to  Lord 
Callaghan,  who  as  Chancellor 
of  the  Exchequer  used  to 
invite  Moore  to  Downing 
Street  to  leaven  the  obligatory 
guest-lists  of  bankers  and 
industrialists,  Moore  was  al- 
ways concerned  that  his  works 
should  realize  their  proper 
market  price.  It  seems  that 
Barnett's  putative  socialist 
may  have  been  an  old-fash- 
ioned capitalist  after  all.

Crown  Prince 
set  to  take 

over  from 
Hirohito

Japan  appeared  last  night  to 
be  preparing  for  a new  era  as 
fears  grew  for  the  fragile  health 
of  Emperor  Hirohito,  the 
world's  longest  reigning 
monarch. 

The  87-year-old  ruler’s  con- 
dition was  reported  to  be 
worrying  but  stable  after  he 
was  given  a series  of  blood 
transfusions  and  put  on  an 
intravenous  drip  feed  after  be 
began  vomiting  Wood  late  on 
Monday  night. 

But  as  darkness  fell  over  the 
Imperial  Palace  in  Tokyo 
yesterday,  the  Government 
was  drawing  up  plans  to  hand 
over  all  matters  of  state  to 
Crown  Prince  Akihito,  the 
monarch's  54-year-old  heir, 
and  had  quietly  begun  the 
process  of  selecting  the  era 
name  which  traditionally 
brands  the  reign  of  a new 
Japanese  emperor. 

Mr  Noboru  Takeshita,  the 
Prime  Minister,  led  a series  of 
Japanese  dignatories,  relatives 
and  ambassadors  who  visited 
the  palace  throughout  the  day. 

As  their  cars  passed  through 
the  imposing  gates  hundreds 
of  men  and  women,  mostly 
elderly,  stood  silently  in  driv- 
ing rain  outside  the  Imperial 
Palace  walls  praying  for  their 
Emperor's  health. 

Many  had  stayed  by  their 
televisi’ons  throughout  the 
night  or  pored  over  the  special 
editions  brought  out  by  Japa- 
nese newspapers. 

Those  who  could  not  attend 
sent  their  wishes  by  other 
means.  A van  hill  of  telegrams 
drove  into  the  palace  yes- 
terday afternoon.  At  shrines 
throughout  the  country  Shinto 
priests,  who  until  Japan's 
defeat  in  the  Second  World 
War  revered  the  Emperor  as  a 
living  god,  held  special  prayers 
for  his  health.  In  Togo’s 
shopping  district  of  Ginza, 
pedestrians  read  the  latest 


medical  bulletin  from  an  elec- 
tronic board. 

Crown  Prince  Akihito  and 
his  wife.  Princess  Michiko, 
paid  several  visits  to  the 
Emperor’s  bedside  through 
the  day.  The  Emperor,  who 
has  never  fully  recovered  from 
the  effects  of  an  illness  which 
required  him  to  have  an 
intestinal  bypass  operation 
last  September,  is  said  to  have 
thanked  the  relatives  who 
visited  him  with  “a  strong 
voice”. 

But  doctors  last  sight 
described  the  monarch’s  con- 
dition as  “requiring  extreme 
care”.  Although  there  were 
signs  that  his  condition  had 
stabilized  as  a result  of  the

emergency  treatment,  Mr 
Iwao  Miyao,  Vice  Grand 
Steward  of  the  Imperial 
Household  Agency,  said  it  was 
difficult  to  judge  whether  the 
Emperor  was  malting  any 
progress  after  receiving  the 
blood  transfusions. 

It  is  still  unclear  what 
triggered  the  Emperor's  set- 
back, but  it  is  believed  that  it 
was  caused  by  a haemorrh- 
aging in  the  duodenum  and 
lower  respiratory  tract  Symp- 
toms of  jaundice  which 
accompanied  the  fever  that 
has  gripped  the  Emperor  since 
Saturday  continue.  But  of- 
ficials say  they  have  no  plans 
to  move  him  into  hospital  or 
to  operate,  although  court 
physicians  will  stay  in 
attendance. 

Government  sources  con- 
fided that  the  Cabinet  will 
decide  formally  tomorrow  to 
ask  Crown  Prince  Akihito  to 
act  on  behalf  of  bis  father  on 
aU  matters  of  state. 

So  much  has  changed  since 
the  Emperor  came  to  power 
that  it  is  still  unclear  what 
procedures  of  protocol  will  be 
followed  upon  his  death.

Forty-four  years  on,  D-Day  veterans 
are  helping  to  fight  a last-ditch  battle 
to  save  a French  cafe  that  has  become 
a shrine  to  the  Normandy  landings. 

The  Pegasus  Bridge  Cafe,  the  first 
house  in  France  liberated  by  invading 
Allied  Forces  in  June  1944.  goes  under 
the  auctioneer's  hammer  on  Friday  in 
a sale  which  threatens  to  sever  its 
links  with  the  Gondree  family,  who 
have  owned  it  for  more  than  SO  years. 

The  Gondrees  are  known  to  thou- 
sands of  D-Day  veterans  who  have 
made  emotional  pilgrimages  to  the 
village  of  Benonville,  near  Caen,  in 
Normandy  over  the  years.  Every  year 
since  1944  members  of  the  family  have 
greeted  veterans  who  returned. 

In  Jane  1944,  M Georges  Gondree 
and  his  wife  Thfertse  tuned  their  cafe 
into  a First  Aid  post  and  helped  treat 
British  wounded.  Their  dining  table 


was  used  for  operations.  They  even 
shared  with  the  wounded  99  bottles  of 
rfrflmpMgnQ  hidden  in  the  garden. 

When  M Gondrie  died  in  the  1960s, 
his  wife  continued  to  nm  the  ca ft.  On 
the  fortieth  anniversary  of  D-Day,  she 
was  introduced  to  the  Prince  of  Wales, 
the  Colonel  in  Chief  of  the  Parachute 
Regiment,  who  went  to  Normandy 
with  thousands  of  veterans  for  the 
celebrations.  Bat  she  died  only  days 
later.  The  cafe’s  lease  has  expired  and 
a complicated  legal  dispute  between 
the  three  Gondree  daughters.  Geor- 
gette, Arietteand  Francoise,  who  were 
left  the  property,  has  meant  that  it 
must  be  sold. 

The  sale  will  go  ahead  in  a 
solicitor's  office  in  Caen  on  Friday.  At 
least  half  a dozen  D-Day  veterans  will 
be  there,  hoping  for  a last-minute 
miracle  that  will  enable  Ariette  and 
Georgette  to  buy  back  the  cafe! 

Ariette,  fom  at  the  time  of  D-Day.  is 


now  Mrs  Ariette  Gondree  Pritchett, 
the  wife  of  a Birmingham  solicitor. 
She  leaves  for  Caen  today  hoping  that 
somehow  D-Day  veterans  and  organiz- 
ations will  find  a way  of  preserving  the 
famQy  cafe. 

“Time  is  running  out."  she  told  The 
Times  yesterday.  “The  Pegasus 
Bridge  Caf£  is  not  just  a part  of  French 
history,  bm  a part  of  British  history." 

Mrs  Pritchett  said  that  scores  of  13- 
Day  veterans,  particularly  members  of 
the  6th  Airborne  Division,  which 
liberated  that  sector,  had  written  and 
telephoned  with  support.  But  she  said 
that  the  Airborne  Assault  Normandy 
Trust  had  refused  to  support  her. 

She  said  that  even  now  she  was 
seeking  hackers  to  help  her  and  her 
sister  to  boy  it  back.  They  had  a sum 
of  money  to  make  a bid.  The  cafe  is 
being  sold  together  with  a D-Day 
museum  next  door.  A reserve  price  of

Bank  lending  recorded  a 
sharp  and  surprising 
slowdown  last  month, 
raising  City  hopes  that  an 
increase  in  base  rates 
from  the  present  12  per 
cent  can  be  avoided.

The  Abbey 
National  said  it  would  con- 
tinue to  offer  fixed  rate  loans 
of  11.3  per  cent  for  the 
meantime.  And  the  Halifax 
pointed  out  that  most  of  its 
borrowers  would  not  be  af- 
fected by  the  increase  in 
mortgage  rates  until  April, 
when  their  payments  are 
changed  on  an  annual  basis. 

The  sharp  slowdown  in 
bank  and  building  society 
lending  last  month  also  caused 
some  puzzlement.  Figures 
from  the  Committee  of 
London  and  Scottish  bankers 
suggested  that  underlying 
bank  lending  last  month  was 
as  strong  as  in  July,  while  the 
building  society  component  of

ConsGold  glisters  at  same  old  rumours

Consolidated  Gold  Fields  must  by  now 
be  fed  up  to  the  back  ofits  golden  teeth  at 
what  the  stock  market  insists  are 
“impending  developments.”  But  yes- 
terday the  shares  of  the  British  mining 
finance  house  were  once  again  back  on 
centre  stage  and  rose  by  lop  to  touch,  at 
one  point,  £10.91  in  active  trading.

Clyde  Petroleum  yesterday 
moved  itself  several  plans  up 
the  industry  league  table  with 
a f 138  million  purchase  of  a 
sizeable  portion  of  the  Dutch 
onshore  gas  industry. 

The  acquisition  - the  off- 
shore  gas  interest  in  The 
Netherlands  of  Newmont 
Mining  of  Dallas  — will  be 
paid  for  mainly  by  a £121.1 
million  rights  issue,  which 
already  has  the  backing  of  43.9 
per  cent  of  shareholders. 

. Ironically,  the  abortive  Brit- 
ish Gas  raid  on  Lasmo  shares 
last  week  sent  the  prices  of 
other  independents  soaring 
and  created  the  climate  for  a 
successful  rights  issue. 

The  deal  is  being  seen  as  a 
considerable  coup  for  Clyde. 
which  has  stalked  the  New- 
mont assets  for  the  past  year. 
Among  its  leading  share- 
holders only  British  & Com- 
monwealth Holdings,  with  9.4 
per  cent,  is  not  taking  up  its

Lonrho  finds  a raider 
under  a nominee  stone 


What  do  you  want  first,  the  good 
news  or  the  bad  news? 

Lonrho  chief;  Roland  “Tiny” 
Rowland  received  both  kinds  around 
lunchtime  yesterday,  but  the  market  saw 
only  the  former. 

The  good  news,  from  Lomfco’s  point 
of  view,  is  that  the  identity  of  the 
shareholder  standing  behind  the  Swiss 
bank,  Hentsch  et  Cie  of  Geneva,  was 
eventually  uncovered  before  Lonrho’s 
lawyers  actually  entered  court  to  have 
-the  shares  disenfranchised. 

The  bad  news  is  that  it  is  the  noted 
New  York  arbitrageur,  Asher  B Edelman. 
Lonrho  might  have  sooner  not  Laown 
who  was  the  hand  sheltering  in  the 
nominee  glove,  but  faced  with  the 
umnistak.tble  fingerprints  of  an  investor 
who  has  put  bigger  fish  than  Lonrho  into 
play,  the  atmosphere  at  Lonrfao’s  Cheap- 
side  headquarters  was  hardly  one  of 
calm.  Lonrho  itself  is  “malting  further 
inquiries”  into  the  shareholding,  but 
perhaps  tbe  worst. news  of  all  is  that  it 
does  not  knew  for  certain  how  much 
stock  Mr  Edelman  controls.

It  is  stuffed 
with  assets,  and  its  shares,  even  after  the 
strong  run  since  we  wrote  about  them  a 
month  ago,  are  at  a substantial  discount 
to  assets.  The  bald  numbers  are  that 
assets  are  worth  probably  500p  and  the 
shares  are  under  3O0p.  That  leaves  a 
wonderful  premium  for  the  accom- 
plished raider  to  work  through. 

Mr  Edelman  is,  no  mistake,  an  accom- 
plished raider.  He  is  rarely  around  to 
pick  up  the  final  tab  for  tbe  bids  he 
initiates,  but  among  the  situations  where 
he  has  played  a central  role  are  the  bids 
for  Burlington  and  Payless  Cash  ways.

But  in- 
vestors on  both  sides  of  the  Atlantic  will 
find  it  more  difficult  to  pick  up  stock 
after  the  pre-emptive  action  by  Lonrho 
itself  By  flushing  out  Mr  Edelman  at  an 
early  stage,  “Tiny**  may  just  have  saved 
Lonrho  from  further  corporate  action. 

But  he  shouldn’t  count  on  it. 


One  more  hurdle  to  cross 


One  down,  and  one  to  go.  The 
expected  horrors  of  the  August 
bank  lending  figures  tailed  to 
materialize,  and  tbe  gilt  market  re- 
sponded with  its  first  good  day  for  many 
a month.  Now,  only  tbe  trade  figures 
stand  in  the  way  of  the  Chancellor’s 
desire  to  hold  base  rates  at  12  per  cent 
for  a little  while  longer. 

The  money  figures  may  herald  a 
period  in  which  tbe  economic  news 
starts  to  spring  pleasant  rather  than 
nasty  surprises,  or  they  may  just  be  a 
freak  set  of  data.  Closer  analysis  of 
yesterday’s  bank  lending  figures  sug- 
gests that  if  they  are  not  a freak,  they  are 
not  the  slowdown  for  which  the 
Chancellor  is  looking. 

The  first  difficulty  lies  in  the  fact  that 
not  even  the  Bank  of  England  can  put  its 
finger  on  why  bank  lending  should  have 
Mien  dramatically  in  August  It  cer- 
tainly had  nothing  to  do  with  the 
personal  sector.  The  Committee  of 
London  and  Scottish  Bankers  reported 
record  mortgage  lending  and  no  sign  of 
any  let-up  in  consumer  credit  growth. 

Mortgage  lending  by  the  building 
societies  continued  strong  in  August  (as 
it  will  in  September).  The  main  interest 
for  the  markets  is  now  to  see  by  how 
much  mortgage  commitments  tailed  off 
last  month,  in  figures  due  on  Friday. 
This  leaves  the  company  sector  as  the 


only  area  in  which  a slowdown  may 
have  occurred,  and  indeed  there  are 
hints  of  this  in  the  clearing  bank  figures. 
What  we  cannot  know  at  this  stage  is 
how  much  this  reflects  one-off  factors, 
such  as  refinancing  of  takeover  borrow- 
ing or  an  unwinding  of  earlier  bill 
arbitrage.  Companies,  sitting  on  healthy 
cash  reserves,  may  also  have  reached  the 
point  where  interest  rates  had  risen  to  a 
level  which  no  longer  justified  borrow- 
ing from  the  banks. 

More  worryingly,  it  may  be  that  it  is 
the  corporate  sector  which  will  respond 
to  higher  interest  rates  rather  sooner 
than  individuals.  In  other  words,  the 
Chancellor  will  succeed  in  cutting  back 
investment  rather  better  than  he 
achieves  the  desired  consumer  spending 
slowdown. 

Whether  or  not  this  occurs  depends 
mainly  on  the  announcement  effect  of 
higher  mortgage  rales  for,  as  tbe 
building  societies  are  quick  to  point  out, 
most  people  only  change  their  mortgage 
payments  once  a year. 

The  September  money  figures,  al- 
ready fining  up  fora  bra  rise  on  MO,  may 
be  distorted  by  the  effects  of  the  postal 
strike.  As  such,  it  will  be  difficult  to 
draw  any  firm  conclusions  about  die 
effect  on  domestic  monetary  conditions 
of  the  Chancellor's  monetary  medicine. 
The  focus  remains  on  the  trade  figures.

Financial  Security  Assurance, 
tbe  New  York  debt  guarantee 
company,  is  setting  up  a 
representative  office  in  Lon- 
don to  provide  high-quality 
backing  for  debt  issues  by 
British  companies. 

The  company,  which  began 
trading  three  years  ago.  has 
already  guaranteed  more  than 
$8  billion  (£4.75  billion)  of 
debt  for  various  US  com- 
panies in  areas  such  as  mort- 
gages, car  loans,  property  and 
credit  card  loans.  It  has  also 


been  involved  in  mortgage 
securities  launched  in  the  last 
two  years  in  Britain,  though 
the  company  believes  that  the 
market  for  securitizing  other 
forms  of  consumer  finance  is 
likely  to  grow  rapidly  in  this 
country. 

Mr  Anthony  Hillier,  head  of 
the  London  operation,  said 
that  banks  in  particular  would 
be  keen  to  securitize  some  of 
their  assets,  which  would  en- 
able them  to  reduce  their 
balance  sheets  before  tbe  in- 


troduction of  tighter  capital 
ratios  in  1992.  The  Financial 
Security  guarantee  is  provided 
by  a form  of  insurance  policy 
as  well  as  by  carefully  structur- 
ing the  debt  issue  to  ensure 
that  it  gains  a “triple-A”  rating 
from  credit  rating  agencies. 

The  guarantee  enables  less 
well-rated  companies  to  issue 
very  highly-rated  securities. 

This  reduces  the  interest 
cost  for  the  borrower,  in  some 
cases  by  more  than  one 
percentage  point. 


China  signs  £300m  aid  deal

Mr  Christopher  Fatten,  the 
Minister  for  Overseas  Dev- 
elopment, has  signed  a soft 
loan  agreement  for  £300  mil- 
lion which  he  said  represented 
an  important  new  stage  in 
Britain's  relations  with  China. 

“The  funds  will  allow  us  to 
offer  further  assistance  for 
China's  development  needs, 
and  will  also  present  major 
opportunities  to  British  firms 
to  expand  their  operations  in  a 


growing  market”  he  said.  A 
first-time  visitor  to  China,  he 
was  impressed  by  the  signs  of 
economic  development  and 
the  vast  size  of  the  potential 
market 

This  is  the  second  such 
agreement  with  China.  The 
first  in  1 986,  was  also  for  £300 
million,  of  which  £245  million 
has  bear  taken  up.  Its  terms 
were  a five-year  grace  period 
and  a 15-year  repayment  per- 


iod at  an  interest  rate  of  5 per 
cent. 

The  latest  agreement  based

sign  of  the  new  commercial 
spirit  that  has  emerged  at  the 

It  is  dear  that  the  whole 
corporation  under  the  lead  of 
Michael  Checkland  is  begin- 
ning to  realize  the  enormous 
commercial  potential  pro- 
vided by  its  programming 
past  and  present,  and  overall 
by  the  BBC  brand  name.  The 
Enterprises  division,  which 
has  been  transformed  in  the 
last  two  years  by  James 
Arnold-Baker,  is  the  most 
visible  example  of  this  fresh 
approach. 

But  when  will  the  BBC 
throw  off  the  last 
shackles  in  which  it 
was  bound  by  Lord  Reith,  and 
make  a positive  step  towards 
taking  advertising  in  some 
form?  It  may  be  sooner  than 
we  all  imagine.  There  are 
reports  that  Checkland  has 
suggested  to  the  Home  Office 
that  Channel  5,  the  proposed 
new  terrestrial  channel, 
should  be  given  to  the  BBC  to 
run  as  a commercial  service. 

The  idea  is  that  Channel  5 
could  be  an  upmarket  station 
paid  for  by  advertising  and  in 
competition  with  Channel  4. 
It  would  by  definition  offer 
that  elusive,  select  AB  audi- 
ence for  which  more  advertis- 
ers are  searching. 

The  merits  of  (his  sugges- 
tion do  not  need  to  be  spelled 
out  to  the  advertising  in- 
dustry. It  would  lead  to  the 
first  competitive  set-up  in 
broadcast  advertising,  and  be 
the  first  step  towards  break- 
ing down  the  monopolistic 
obsession  of  the  IBA. 

The  mere  fact  of  compet- 
itive selling  would  tend  to 
reduce  airtime  costs.  But 
more  important  advertisers 
would  be  presented  with  bet- 
ter opportunities  to  reach  up- 
market audiences  than  they 
have  at  present.  BBC1  and 
BBC2  can  both  boast  a great- 
er proportion  of  ABC1  and 
nnder-S5  audiences.  In  other 
words,  the  people  that  the 
majority  of  advertisers  really

want  to  reach 
spend  more  of 
their  time 
watching  the 
“public  service’* 
channels,  while 
fiSgiSH  the  advertisers 
HHHi  do  their  best  to 
wring  what  they 
can  from  ITV  and  Channel  4. 
This  means  limited  oppor- 
tunities. 

If  Channel  5 could  attract 
these  audiences  in  the  same 
way  as  Channel  4 has  an  up- 
market profile  relative  to 
ITV,  the  prospects  for 
advertisers  would  be  much 
enhanced. 

There  may  be  one  problem, 
however.  It  could  be  that  the 
BBC  attracts  more  of  an  up- 
market audience  precisely 
because  it  does  not  carry 
advertisements.  When  im- 
portant State  or  sports  occa- 
sions are  covered  by  BBC  and 
ITV,  the  BBC  nearly  always 
gets  a substantially  larger 
audience. 

There  is  a farther  point:  as 
countless  researches  have 
pointed  out,  watching  tele- 
vision tends  to  be  a fairly 
passive  exercise.  Rather  than 
deciding  to  view  a particular 
programme,  many  people 
make  the  primary  decision  to 
watch  television  and  then  take 
their  pick  from  the  available 
selection. 

Since  for  most  people 
there  is  a menu  of  only 
four  items,  they  often 
end  up  with  the  least  un- 
attractive programme  rather 
than  one  they  would  pos- 
itively tike  to  view. 

Will  this  change  as  people 
get  a choice  of  far  more 
channels  and  programmes, 
and  so  presumably  are  more 
likely  to  find  something  they 
are  keen  to  see?  If  so,  it  might 
lead  to  more  positive  atten- 
tion being  paid  to  pro- 
grammes (and  commercbils) 
instead  of  the  TV  operating 
as  a modern  version  of  the  fire 
in  the  hearth,  churning  away 
while  the  family  get  on  with 
the  rest  of  their  lives. 

Either  way,  it  is  important 
that  the  BBC  gets  involved  in . 
the  new  world  of  television 
and  helps  to  redraw  the  map.

One  in  the  Eye  from  Viz 


Ian  Cotton  reports  on  the  rise  and 
rise  of  Suicidal  Sid,  the  Bottom 
Inspectors  and  their  satirical 
comic-strip  chums  from  Newcastle 


There  is  never  any  shortage 
of  satire  magazines  just 
about  to  make  it  1%  The 
difference  with  Viz  comic 
— which  has  been  steadily 
infiltrating  the  UK  publishing  scene 
from  its  Newcastle  base  in  the  past 
nine  years  - is  that  it  is  big  already. 
The  planned  print  order  for  the  bi- 
monthly's October  edition  is 
268,000  copies,  no  less,  against 
87.000  as  recently  as  February; 
Private  Eye  sells  only  202,000. 
What’s  more,  every  print  run  to 
date  has  been  sold  out 
Viz  — a kind  of  cross  between  the 
Beano.  Private  Eye  and  a teen 
romance  magazine  — is  rapidly 
achieving,  with  a winning  lack  of 
perspiration,  what  a dutch  of 
comics  or  comedy  magazines 
(everything  from  Oink!  at  the 
younger  end  of  the  market  to  the 
older  readership.  The  Truth  and 
The  Digger)  have  been  attempting 
for  months:  an  invasion,  eves 
conquest,  of  the  fiefdom  of  Punch 
(65,000)  and  Private  Eye. 

Consider  this  quote  from  Lawyer 
magazine:  “What  magazine  do  you 
think  the  aware  young  City  lawyer  is 
most  likely  to  be  reading  on  the 
train  on  his  way  to  work?  Investors' 
Chronical  The  Economist!  Hardly. 
Business!1!  Never.  Those  who  are  not 


to  be  found  reading  Lawyer . . . are 
turning  increasingly  to  Fir.  an 
"adult  comic'  produced  in  New- 
castle . . 

Features  indude  the  Bottom 
Inspectors,  Ben  the  Burglar,  Sui- 
cidal Sid,  Felix  and  his  Amazing 
Underpants  — and  that’s  just  the 
BeantHsh  part  of  it  Then  there  are 
spoof  teen  romance  picture  stories 
with  titles  like  ‘Too  Young  To 
Love” —about  a couple  of  two-year- 
olds  who  run  away  to  London  for 
love  and  get  offered  heroin  — not  to 
mention  more  familiar  Private  Eye- 
style  pastiches  of  TV-am,  Sunday 
Sport  and  The  Sun . (One  of  their 
sharper  stories  was  a “tabloid" 
interview  with  a Cruise  missile 
driver  who  had  had  his  missile 
stolen). 

This  being  Britain,  the  crudity  of 
the  magazine  rather  than  the  irrev- 
erence alarms  the  sober. 

“Witlessly  foul-mouthed”,  growl- 
ed one  pundit,  but  whether  one  is 
outraged  or  not,  one  should  certain- 
ly not  be  surprised  that  the  British 
love  it.  “I  never  cease  to  be 
amazed,”  says  Viz  publisher  John 
Brown,  “at  the  capacity  of  the  Bri- 
tish for  double  entendre.  The  Carry 
On  films,  Benny  Hill — the  only  dif- 
ference with  Viz  is  we’re  explicit” 
Schoolboy  humour?  You  betcfaa.

Viz  has  another  quality,  a rather 
crucial  one,  which  it  shares  with 
Private  Eye:  it  is  funny.  And  yet 
another,  which  it  emphatically  does 
not  share  with  Private  Eye:  its  world 
view  is  that  of  the  young,  the 
provincial,  and  the  long-term 
unemployed. 

This  is,  no  doubt,  for  the  follow- 
ing sociological  reason:  its  editors, 
Chris  and  Simon  Donald  (aged  27 
and  24  respectively)  were  them- 
selves for  a long  time  part  of  the 
long-term  unemployed.  This  no 


doubt  accounts  in  turn  for  their 
broader  world  view:  they  see  things 
generally  with  the  same  weird 
mixture  of  appreciation  and  irony 
with  which  they  view  The  Sun.  say, 
or  the  Nine  O’Clock  News;  life  is  all 
one  great  comic  strip,  surely. 

Clearly  (they  seem  to  imply)  no 
5un  caption  writer,  no  Newcastle 
traffic  warden,  uo  High  Court  judge 
could  actually  mean  it,  they’re  all 
just  joking  really;  it's  all  one  great, 
cosmic  pul-on.  It’s  as  if  Chris  and 
Simon  (their  dad  was  working  class, 


their  mum  more  posh)  have  be- 
tween them  given  expression  to  toe 
more  light-hearted  aspects  of  wwt 
ing-dass  and  middle-class  English 
life:  Chris.  bumWy.  dreamy-eyed, 
tousle-haired,  besweatered.  like  an 
amiable  Oxford  don;  Simon,  in 
ripped  denims  and  woollen  tat  on 
back  of  head,  streetwise  and  sharp. 

The  comic’s  history  has  certainly 
been  unusuaL  Started  to  amuse 
their  friends  back  m 1979,  it  grew 
steadily  by  word  of  mouth  m the 
Newcastle  area,  still  an  essentially 
amateur  production,  until  IFC  tried 
to  head-hunt  it  in  1985.  That  umon 
never  came  off  but  the  next  year  a 
successful  deal  was  sfruck  wuh 
Virgin  — and  then  in  March  1987 
Virgin's  John  Brown  started  his 
own  publishing  company,  with  Viz 
as  the  slightly  surprising  flagship. 

Viz  has  since  gone  from  strength 
to  strength:  the  cover  price  rises 
from  60p  to  90p  in  October, 
advertising  - 12  pages  per  issue  - 
costs  £1.700  per  page  (“shU 
cheap”,  says  Brown);  and  distrib- 
utor Charles  Harness  of  Periodicals 
In  Particular  now  gets  Viz  into  most 
areas  of  the  UK.  All  that  is  lacking, 
indeed,  is  a takeover  bid.  No  one 
has  tried  it  on  yet,  says  John  Brown. 

In  the  cosmic  balance  of  adm  inis- 
trati  ve/creative  talents  it  is  fair  to 
say  that  both  Chris  and  Simon  fill 
firmly  on  the  creative  side.  Chris 
hates  administration,  he  says,  ami 
has,  for  instance,  a solution  to 
burgeoning  piles  of  unsolicited  en- 
velopes which  involves  assessing 
them  by  the  way  the  address  is 
written:  “Big  writing  means  they’re 
no  good.  Small,  neat  writing  sug- 
gests professionalism,  which  means 
they're  more  likely  to  be  usable.”

Free  newspaper  publishers  are 
nothing  if  not  direct.  "Making 
More  Money”  is  the  title  of 
one  of  the  sessions  at  their 
annual  conference  starting  in 
Birmingham  tomorrow. 

Frees  are  now  read  by  76  per 
cent  of  the  population,  com- 
pared with  67  per  cent  who 
read  national  dailies,  says 
their  trade  organization,  the 
Association  or  Free  News- 
papers (AFN).  Advertising 
revenue  had  risen  by  an 
average  of  20  per  cent  every 
quarter  from  the  beginning  of 
1986  (£273.5  million)  to  the 
first  quarter  of  1988  (£431.5 
million). 

After  a period  of  establish- 


ing frees  to  protect  their 
monopoly  paid-for  papers 
(such  as  the  Manchester  Eve- 
ning News,  which  spawned 
Manchester  Metro — now  with 
316,892  circulation,  the  big- 
gest free  in  the  country),  the 
big  boys  are  now  not  only 
starting  up  their  own  frees 
(United  Newspapers  is  a mar- 
ket leader)  but  also  eagerly 
buying  them  up  (Reed  has 
recently  acquired  the  Wirrai 
Group  and  Thomsons  the 
Luton  Herald  Group  and  the 
Northants  Post). 

Ian  Locks,  executive  direc- 
tor of  the  AFN,  notes  proudly 
that  this  year's  conference  is 
being  opened  by  Sir  Frank 


with  local  weeklies,  the  freesheets  are 
challenging  Post  Office  deliveries 


Rogers,  chairman  of  EMAP, 
one  of  the  fastest  growing  free 
newspaper  players,  and  dep- 
uty chairman  of  the  Daily 
Telegraph.  “The  once  mav- 
erick nee  newspaper  groups 
have  become  respectable,”  he 
claims. 

The  reason  is  partly  due  to 
the  Association  of  Distrib- 
utors of  Advertising  Material 
which  was  only  started  as  a 
sub-committee  of  the  AFN 


this  year.  Its  aim  is  to  promote 
free  newspapers  as  a national 
medium  for  leaflet  distribu- 
tion. Over  the  past  four  years 
publishers  have  discovered,  to 
their  surprise,  that  their  free 
newspaper  delivery  systems 
are  ideal  for  other  types  of 
door-to-door  deliveries.  Dis- 
tribution of  non-addressed 
mail,  mainly  advertising,  has 
grown  fourfold  from  933  mil- 
lion items  in  1985  to  an 


estimated  4.4  billion  in  1988. 

“Suddenly  we’re  the  leaders 
in  this  field,”  Locks  says.  “We 
distribute  more  items  than  the 
Post  Office.  It  is  ironic  that 
until  recently  distribution  was 
seen  as  a cost  centre.  Now  we 
have  a totally  new  business." 
-~ADAM  committee  member 
Roger  Sparrow  says:  “Our 
distribution  network  is  reli- 
able and  effective  for  the 
simple  reason  that  it  forms  the 
bass  of  our  business.”  Reed 
companies  employ  33,000 
part-time  distributors,  each 
responsible  for  delivering  to 
between  150  and  170  homes  a 
week. 

“We’re  moving  from  blan- 


ket distribution  to  targeting 
homes.  We  can  offer  advertis- 
ers delivery  to  particular 
postcodes  and  even  certain 
types  of  property.” 

One  of  ADAM'S  main  tasks 
is  to  improve  this  targeting. 
“We  hope  to  be  able  to  say. 
here  is  a medium  which  can 
identify  the  20  per  cent  of 
homes  mostly  likely  to  buy 
Stiff  or  any  other  product,” 
Locks  says. 

One  drawback  is  that  VFD, 
which  verifies  the  distribution 
of  free  newspapers,  is  adamant 
that  it  monitors  newspapers 
and  not  leaflets.

Thanks  to  a new  system 

developed  by  tbe  BBC,  it  may 
soon  be  possible  simply  to  tell 
a radio  what  type  of  pro- 
gramme yon  want,  and  Jet  the 
set  find  something  suitable. 

The  BBC’s  Radio  Data 
System,  announced  yesterday, 
is  an  inaudible  signal  sent  out 
with  an  FM  radio  and  decoded 
by  the  microchip  in  a compat- 
ible receiver.  The  system’s 
principal  advantage  will  be  to 
ensure  tbe  strongest  available 
signal  for  Radios  I to  4 or  BBC 
local  radio,  and  having  a visual 
display  of  the  name  rather 
than  a wavelength  figure. 

So  far  the  chief  attraction  of 
RDS  is  obviously  to  the  motor- 
ist, whose  listening  on  long 
jwaraeys  will  be  considenbly 
improved.  Tbe  next  phase, 
which  should  be  feasible  from 
next  spring  in  the  south-east, 
will  enable  tbe  set  to  jump  to 
travel  flashes  from  whatever 
you  happen  to  be  listening  to. 

Later  it  will  become  possible 
to  pre-select  the  type  of  pro- 
gramme you  want  — news, 
drama,  music,  whatever  — and 
let  the  RDS  set  search  for  it. 
Then,  for  domestic  sets  es- 
pecially, the  visual  display 
element  can  be  expanded  to 
carry  all  manner  of  informa- 
tion. 

The  possibilities  are  contin- 
ually expanding,  but  at  the 
moment  the  BBC  is  testing  the 
water.  They  have  the  technol- 
ogy, but  they  need  to  find  out 
who  wants  it,  and  at  what 
price.  RDS  is  already  being 
fitted  in  Volvo  cars  — fate lad- 
ing the  BBC  chairman's  — and 
many  other  manufacturers  are 
developing  sets:  at  last  night's 
launch  11  major  companies 
were  represented. 

Prices  will  naturally  start 
high.  Tbb  is  one  reason  for  the 
concentration  on  car  radios, 
whose  cost  is  absorbed  in  that 
of  the  vehicle.  But  already  the 
price  is  falling  towards  £200, 
and  should  fitU  much  further. 
If,  that  is.  Radio  Data  System 
proves  to  be  what  the  listeners 
really  want.

“Babycham?  rd  love  a 
Babycham.*’  Some 
people  might  love 
one,  but  the  question 
is.  would  they  admit 
it?  Babycham  sales 
are  worth  £55  million. 
But  despite  this  suc- 
cess — three  million 
regular  drinkers  and  nine  million  at 
Christinas  — h is  stfll  attempting  to 
recover  from  an  image  typified  by  the 
cloying  antics  of  its  Disneyesque 
lawn. 

The  latest  commercial,  by  Saatchi  & 
Saatchi.  features  an  ordinary  secretary 
who  transforms  her  power  suit  into  a 
sexy  outfit,  and  wows  the  guests  at  a 
party.  She,  of  course,  drinks 
Babycham. 

h is  a development  of  Saatchi’s  last 
commercial  in  which  a Fifties-stylc 
couple  enter  a rrendy  bar.  Everything 
stops  when  the  girl  asks  for  a 
Babycham.  Whereas  in  that  version  a 
customer  whose  style  credentials  arc 
obviously  unimpeachable  must  give 
the  drink  his  approval,  in  the  latest 
one,  the  girl  is  confident  of  her  own 
mind:  she  is  not  concerned  with 
brush-offs  from  the  doorman  and  the 
girls  in  the  ladies'  room  because  she 
has  bought  a bottle  of  Babycham. 

This  latest  commercial  was  tested  in 
the  Centra!  TV  area,  before  moving  to 
other  regions.  It  will  be  seen  in  the 
London  area  in  November,  and  is  a 
radical  departure  from  the  original 
Babycham  campaign. 

Babycham  was  the  second  product 
to  be  advertised  when  commercial 
television  launched  in  1955.  It  burst 
on  to  tbe  screen  in  the  sentimental 
Waft  Disney  style  with  which  it  has 
become  so  strongly  identified.  When 
pubs  offered  little  choice,  Babycham 
became  a popular  drink  for  women 
and  the  diminutive  (rattle  and  cham- 
pagne glass  tended  to  associate  it  with 
special  occasions  and  celebrations. 

This  kind  of  promotion  persisted, 
although  it  was  to  become  slightly 
more  racy  during  tbe  Sixties  when 
the  commercials  featured  loving  cou- 
ples, and  then  went  through  an 
aberration  — antics  on  the  beach  with 
Patrick  Mower  — in  the  Seventies. 


Still  sparkling?  The  original  Babycham  image  (above)  was 
all  candles  and  romance.  Not  much  good  for  the  trendy 
lager  generation.  The  modern  version  is  parties,  smart 
clothes,  power  dressing  — and  a fawn  in  dark  glasses 


At  this  point  sales  began  to  suffer  as 
the  brand  came  under  threat  from  (he 
growing  popularity  of  wine  and 
spirits.  Four  years  ago  the  makers  of 
Babycham,  Showcrings.  part  of  the 
Allied  Lyons  stable,  explored  the 
possibility  of  boosting  sales.  Their 
research  established  that  although  its 
core  drinkers  sti/l  felt  a flection  for  the 
drink  they  were  embarrassed  to  order 
it  in  what  they  considered  sophis- 
ticated situations.  Yet  Babycham  was 
in  line  with  the  new  trend  towards 
lighter,  lower-alcohol  drinking  Show- 
erings  decided  Babycham  had  plenty 
of  potential. 

The  first  step  was  to  win  back  the 
core  drinkers  who  were  drinking 
Babycham  less  frequently,  and 
Saaichi's  first  ad  returned  to  the  Walt 
Disney  style  to  re-establish  its  tra- 
ditional image.  The  next  problem, 
however,  was  how  to  update  that 
image. 

“Babytham’s  advertising  had  be- 
come out  of  touch  with  the  contem- 
porary woman,"  explains  Paul 
Bainsfair,  of  SaatchL  “Our  task  was  to 


express  the  message  in  contemporary 
terms  while  retaining  the  brand's 
heritage."  Hence,  for  example,  a 
strutting  rather  than  frolicking  deer, 
wearing  Raybans  and  appearing  only 
as  a symbol  at  the  end  of  a 
commercial 

Babycham  has  a. mass 
market  appeal  largely 
with  women  between 
18  and  25.  If  London 
trendies  observing  the 
last  ad  (“Trendy 
Joint”),  with  its  heavy 
emphasis  on  present- 
ing Babycham  as 
fashionable,  thought  they  were  the 
target  drinkers,  they  were  wrong.  The 
capital  is  a poor  market  for  the  drink. 

“The  danger  in  being  trendy,”  says 
Bainsfair,  “is  that  things  go  out  of 
fashion.  Babycham  is  aimed  at  or- 
dinary people.” 

The  advertising's  role  is  to  make 
people  feel  confident  enough  to  order 
a Babycham.  Many  people  still 
remember  it  as  tbe  first  alcoholic 
drink  they  were  introduced  to,  and 
feel  embarrassed  about  ordering  it  a

Revolution?  Missed  it

couple  of  years  later.”  Rumour  has  it 
that  Saaichis  originally  planned  to 
have  tbe  barman  blow  dust  off  the 
Babycham  bottle.  This  was  aborted,  as 
was  the  proposed  final  catchline: 
“Babycham,  so  out  that  it's  in". 

Research  by  the  agency  for  the  latest 
commercial  revealed  that  target 
women  now  wanted  a more  contem- 
porary image. 

“The  woman  we're  aiming  for  is  in 
her  early  to  mid  twenties,  and  she's 
actually  not  very  confident,"  explains 
Bainsfair.  “The  transformation  seen 
in  the  current  commercial  is  how  she 
would  like  to  behave.” 

“Trendy  Joint"  was  intended  to 
attack  the  embarrassment  factor 
surrounding  Babycham.  According  to 
Gray  Olliver,  marketing  director  at 
Showerings:  “Just  as  in  ‘Trendy 
Joint',  all  the  trendies  stop  and  think. 
We  wanted  people  to  do  the  same." 
And  he  is  confident  that  Babycham  is 
moving  in  the  right  direction:  sales 
have  increased  by  41  per  cent  in  two 
years.

Capital  booming  on 


A 


s soon  as  an  article 
appears  in  a newspaper 
suggesting  that  the  prop- 
■erty  boom  is  over,  an 
estate  agent  will  telephone  to 
refute  it  all  and  say  that  “we  have 
had  our  busiest  month”  In 
London,  where  the  latest  example 
is  to  be  Found,  there  is  evidence  of 
the  levelling  of  prices  and  a 
sJo wing-down  in  the  increase,  and 
that  came  before  yesterday’s  fore- 
cast from  the  Halifax  Building 
Society  that  bouse  price  inflation 
would  fell  sharply  next  year. 

The  first  agent  to  ring  was 
Courtenay,  operating  in  Battersea 
aad  Clap  ham,  which  indeed  said 
the  firm  had  been  very  busy  in 
August  Both  views  are  correct, 
because  within  the  general  picture 
there  are  details  that  differ. 

The  local  area  of  Battersea  and 
Qapham  is  one  in  demand  from 
young  professionals,  most  of 
whom  have  no  children  yet  and 
therefore  are  not  under  pressure  to 
take  holidays  in  August,  it  is  also 
an  area  with  prices  beyond  the 
reach  of  many  first-time  buyers 
and  thus  was  not  as  badly  affected 
by  the  ending  of  multiple  tax  relief 
as  others. 

What  is  important  at  a time 
when  the  market  is  changing  is 
that  a property  for  sale  can  offer 
something  extra,  be  it  special 
facilities  and  features  or  straight- 
forward  value  for  money. 

Several  new  developments  in 
London  now  are  offering  the 
former,  and  two  of  them  are  in 
Battersea. 

Plantation  Wharf  at  Battersea 


Reach  on  the  south  bank  of  the 
Thames  was  originally  a wharf 
specializing  in  sugar  cane  from  the 
West  Indies,  and  the  eight-acre 
site  is  intended  as  a working 
“village”  agftin,  in  which  com- 
merce and  homes  will  come 
together  in  a living  and  working 
community. 

There  are  riverside  penthouse 
apartments  and  what  are  de- 
scribed as  residential  “ateliers”  — 
three-bedroom  and  four-bedroom 
houses  with  commercial  space  at 
the  rear. 

In  the  first  phase  of  the  scheme, 
which  was  virtually  sold  out  in  a 
matter  of  weeks,  there  are  18 
ateliers  in  a pedestrian  mews, 
every  one  of  which  has  two 
bathrooms,  reception  rooms,  a 
balcony  and  a conservatory.  At  the 
rear  there  is  a work  space  of  about 
1,000  sq  ft  on  the  ground  floor 
with  an  office  above  reached  by  a 
spiral  staircase.  The  house  and  the 
working  area  are  completely 
integrated. 

This  concept,  catering  for  a 
small  but  growing  body  of  people 


who  with  new  technology  can 
work  almost  from  home,  has  been 
well  received,  and  all  the  ateliers, 
costing  £345,000-£475,000,  have 
been  reserved.  There  are  more 
phases  to  come  in  this  dev- 
elopment by  Broad  well  Land,  with 
ateliers  included  in  every  one,  and 
the  agents  are  Jackson-Stops  & 
Staff  and  Jones  Lang  Wootton. 
Most  of  the  buyers  are  owner- 
occupiers,  and  a few  are  investors, 
and  the  enthusiastic  take-up  of  the 
first  units  has  led  to  a reassess- 
ment of  marketing  plans. 

The  first  phase  of  400,000  sq  ft 
of  commercial  and  residential 
space  will  be  followed  next  year  by 
a further  350,000  sq  ft  on  the  old 
Prices  Candle  factory  site. 

Another  Battersea  development 
is  Windsor  Court,  comprising  14 
fiats  and  bouses  in  a Grade  II 
listed  schoolhouse  in  Vicarage 
Crescent,  Battersea  Village.  The 
scheme,  by  the  Windsor  Property 
Company,  is  a combination  of  a 
restored  19th-century  building 
with  the  latest  20th-century  “state 
of  the  art”  technology.

The  conversion  of  the  school, 
built  on  land  donated  in  1851  by 
Eari  Spencer,  was  planned  by  the 
American  architect  Rick  Mather 
and  realized  by  Stephen  Marsden 
Associates  and  Julian  Arendt 
Associates.  In  addition,  an  interior 
design  competition  was  arranged 
with  the  KLC  School  of  Interior 
Design,  in  which  every  mature 
student  created  one  apartment. 

From  this  fund  of  ideas  and 
designs  it  is  not  surprising  that  the 
14  houses  and  apartments  are  all 
different.  Every  one  has  a garden, 
a terrace,  and  a patio  or  interior 
Japanese  hanging  garden,  and  two 
have  a waterfall  or  a fountain. 
There  are  glass  domes,  glass  walls 
and  conservatories,  and  the  orig- 
inal double-height  arched  win- 
dows have  been  used  for  doublo- 
heighl  rooms  with  minstrel 
galleries  or  balconies. 

The  scheme  includes  flats  and 
bouses  with  one  to  three  bed- 
rooms, two  reception  rooms  and 
one  or  two  bathrooms.  The  more 
normal  modem  electronic  equip- 
ment includes  a video  entry 
system,  buiglar  alarms  and  re- 
motely controlled  gates  to  the 
development. 

More  exotic  are  the  remote 
control  that  can  set  the  water  heat 
in  the  whirlpool  bath  from  the 
bed,  and  the  operation  of  blinds 
and  curtains  by  remote  control. 

Prices  are  from  £165,000  to 
£365,000  for  a 150-year  lease 
through  Kenwood,  of  Lavender 
Hill,  and  Hitchcocks,  of  Battersea 
High  Street

The  working  village  m London: 
developments  showing  that  the 
combination  ofhomes  and  work  is 
becoming  more  popular.  It  is 
already . marketing  Blades  at 
Putney  on  the  river,  which  has  six 
studio-workshops  of  550  sq  ft 
below  accommodation  of  three 
bedrooms  and  two  bathrooms. 
These  start  at  £400,000. 

Now  it  is  selling  Brunei  Studios 
at  Hackney,  which  has  a mews  of 
one-bedroom  and  two-bedroom 
flats,  and  10  craft-studio  homes 
overlooking  the  Grand  Union 
Canal  and  Victoria  Park.  The 
scheme  has  been  developed  by 
McHawk,  a joint  venture  com- 
pany of  Alfred  MacAlpine  and 
Speyhawk.  It  will  include  a 
canalside  walkway  with  wrougbt- 
iron  trellises  and  balconies,  arched 
windows  and  street  lighting,  evok- 
ing a Victorian  atmosphere. 

The  properties  combine  a 420 
sq  ft  ground-floor  studio  work- 
shop with  two  reception  rooms

and  two  bedrooms.  The  agents 
report  interest  from  small  traders, 
including  manufacturing  jewel- 
lers, ceramic  artists  and  potters, 
and  the  prices  start  at  £172,500. 

The  “something  extra”  at  Her- 
eford House  in  Mayfair,  which 
has  been  convened  into  15  large 
penthouses  and  apartments  of 
three  to  five  bedrooms,  is  the 
Lutyens  connection.  Hereford 
House,  completed  in  1930  at  a cost 
of  £1  million,  was  designed  by  Sir 
Edwin  Lutyens,  who  in  1928  had 
submitted  sketches  to  the  Duke  of 
Westminster  for  a new  building  to 
offer  commanding  views  of 
London's  skyline  from  one  of 
Mayfair’s  most  prestigious  sites  in 
North  Row.  The  Times  then 
described  it  as  demonstrating  the 
"■skilful  manner  of  his  stone 
binding  of  a brick  mass”.

Hereford  House  has  a resident 
porter,  closed-circuit  security,  and 
a business  centre.  The  spacious 
and  elegant  apartments  are  priced 
at  £595,000-£7 50,000,  and  the 
three  penthouses,  one  of  which 
covers  more  than  5,000  sq  ft,  are 
£1,1 50,000-£l  ,850,000,  through 
Hamptons  and  Debenham  Tew- 
son  Residential

Marsh  had  a chance 
to  make  £240JM0,  Graham  was 
lined  op  for  £100,000  revenge  world 
title  boat  with  Samba  Ksdambay, 
the  World  Boxing  Association 
champion,  McAnley  had  two  world 
title  boots  in  Betfitst,  and  Bean, 
when  last  seen  with  Warren,  was  in 
a BMW  hi  the  fast  lane  for  a world 


title  bout.  Even  McGaigan  mast 
admit  that  his  present  comfortable 
financial  position  is  due  in  some 
part  to  Eastwood. 

But  when  a manager  wears  a 
promoter’s  hat  as  well  there  can  be 
a danger  of  a conflict  of  interests, 
particularly  when  big  money  is 
involved,  television  money.  With 
television  paying  six  and  seven- 
figure  amounts  for  boots  it  is  not 
sorpiising  that  there  are  outside 
whisperings  in  boxers’  ears  when 
they  are  on  the  threshold  of  a world 
title  challenge. 

The  British  Boxing  Board  of 
Control  should  act  to  stop  such 
outside  interference  so  that  that 
managers  can  get  on  with  the  job  of 
managing.  But  It  should  also 
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safeguard  boxers’  Interests  by  forc- 
ing managers  to  lodge  television 
contracts  with  the  Board  and  see 
that  the  boxer  get  his  22 Vi  percent 
of  television  money. 

Instead  of  waiting  for  boxer- 
manager  fight  contracts  to  drop 
through  its  letter  box,  the  Board 
should  be  present  at  the  signing  of 
deals  between  boxer  and  manager 
and  see  that  the  boxer  knows 
exactly  what  his  retnaneratiou  will 
be.  Boxers  often  part  with  50  per 
cent  of  their  purses  before  tax. 

Bat  in  boxing  there  is  a saying, 
“You  can  be  smart,  and  too  smart, 
bat  not  three  smart”,  meaning  too 
clever  by  half.  The  board  should 
find  oat  if  managers  are  becoming 
three  smart  wearing  two  hats.

The  Army  believe  tt  will  be 
necessary  to  restructure  their 
season  so  as  to  march  in  step 
with  the  Rugby  Football 
Union’s  fixed  league  Saturdays.

establish  themselves  not  only 
with  their  clubs  but  at  repre- 
sentative level,  too. 

The  Combined  Services  meet 
Australia  at  Aldershot  on 


November  22,  having  had  two 
warm-up  games  earlier  in  the 
month,  against  Bath  (November 
2)  and  Public  School  Wanderers 
(November  9).  In  addition,  the 
Combined  Services  under-21

Bat 
one  solution  pat  forward  yes- 
terday was  that  live  coverage 
might  be  permitted  at  some  of 
the  matches  played  by  the 
Western  Samoans,  who  make  a 
seven-match  tour  of  Wales  this 
autumn. 

A BBC  spokesman  in  Cardiff 
said:  “The  original  number  of 
games  agreed  for  live  coverage 
was  eight,  including  the  cup  final 
next  May  pins  Wales's  inter- 
nationals against  Western  Sa- 
moa and  Romania,  both  before 
Christmas.  As  we  have  done  two 
dab  games,  only  three  other 
fixtures  remain  to  be  found." 

The  WRU  is  embarrassed 
over  the  affair  because  it  has 
been  unable  to  deliver  on  the 
terms  it  negotiated.

Not  only  had  Martin  won 
against  tiw  best  field  of  tire  year 
tbns  far,  naming  27.23.06.  the 
fifth  best  ever  and  the  fastest 
debat,  bat,  in  setting  a national 
record,  be  had  restored  some 
credibility  to  domestic  distance 
running,  whose  principal  expo- 
nents in  the  decade  since 
Brendan  Foster  and  Dave  Bed- 
ford bad  laboured  under  the 
delusion  that  28min  was  a good 
time. 

“1  knew  I would  either  ran 
27.40  or  28-40,"  be  said.  “In 
fact,  I knew  I could  ran  3730. 
Bat  the  one  thing  1 didn’t  warn  to 
do  was  run  28.10.  It  ain't  had, 
but  it’s  no  man's  land." 

That  is  a place  Martin  is  all 
too  familiar  with.  The  Oslo  race 
was  practically  his  first  really 
good  one  since  the  last  Olympic 
Games.

Cochran  won  two  bronze 
medals  in  1 984,  one  of  them  in 
the  4 x 200  metres  freestyle 
relay,  but  there  will  be  no  such 
award  for  the  squad  of  1988.

How  Louganis  overtook  disaster  with  triumph

The  exciting  moments  in  diving 
ate  few  and  nsnafly  perilous,  like 
when  a group  of  professionals 
organized  a competition  in  Aca- 
pulco, barling  themselves  off  the 
dirts  and  hoping  that  the  wash 
from  the  Golf  of  Mexico  would 
cover  the  craggy  racks  before 
they  did.  And,  in  a sense,  the 
crowd  that  filled  the  Chamsit 
pool  in  Seoul  yesterday  for  the 
final  of  the  men's  siwiBgterf 
were  there  to  see  whether  the 


world's  most  celebrated  diver, 
Greg  Louganis,  would  also  be 
washed  up. 

He  is  the  best  ia  the  world.  At 
Los  Angeles  four  years  ago,  be 
won  both  springboard  and 
higbboard  Olympic  titles, 
becoming  the  first  man  since  the 
war  to  achieve  such  a double. 
His  dominance,  however,  goes 
beyond  that:  since  1978  he  has 
collected  five  world  and  47 
United  States  titles. 

Yet  Id  the  preliminaries  here 
on  Monday,  Loagams,  aged  27, 


suffered  public  humiliation 
when  his  bead  crashed  against 
the  board  oo  his  desceat  from  a 
dive.  Instead  of  his  nsaal  tally  of 
scores,  he  was  awarded  a meagre 
total  Of  just  over  six  points. 

Could  he  retain  the  following 
day  and  defend  his  title,  despite 
such  disaster,  when  all  12 
finalists  would  begin  agam  on 
level  terms?

What  lay  ahead  of  him 
was  the  dive  which  had  beaten 
him  the  day  before. 

In  fairness,  a reverse  two-and- 
a-half  somersault  in  the  pike 
position  is  one  of  the  hardest 
there  is,  with  a degree  of 
difficulty  of  3.0.

A decision  by  the  Australian 
cricket  team  on  whether  to 
abandon  its  tour  of  Pakistan 
and  return  home  nos  deferred 
24  hours  yesterday  at  a team 
meeting  which  took  place  two 
hours  after  its  heavy  defeat  in 
the  first  Test  match  here. 
Sickened  by  what  they  felt 
were  the  injustices  of  a poor 
pitch  and  biased  umpiring,  the 
players  agreed  they  should 
discuss  the  situation  again 
today  in  Faisalabad,  where  the 
second  Test  starts  on  Friday.

If  the  overwhelming  reaction 
of  the  cricketing  fraternity  is 
of  sadness  rather  than  sur- 
prise at  the  latest  turmoil  in 
Pakistan,  there  win  also  be  a 
feeling  of  smog  satisfaction  in 
some  quarters.  Certain  Eng- 
land players,  for  instance,  may 
own  np  to  a sense  of  jastifica- 
tion  as  another  visiting  team 
experiences  the  syndrome  they 
experienced,  not  always  in 
silence,  nine  months  ago. 

It  has,  I am  afraid,  taken  the 
Australians  no  time  at  all  to 
discover  that,  for  all  the  brave 
words  and  synthetic  deeds  of 
Pakistan's  new  cricketing 
administration,  nothing  has 
essentially  changed.  In  a land 
of  dust-bowl  pitches,  excitable 
umpires  and  high-class  spin 
bowling,  the  touring  team  has 
always  feared  it  is  fighting  on 
unequal  terms;  if,  as  Gutting 
implied  last  winter  and  Border 
has  come  right  out  and 
claimed  now,  a backroom 
conspiracy  is  also  suspected, 
the  battle  is  mentally  lost  from 
the  outset. 

There  are  some  points  worth 
making  about  the  latest  upset. 
The  main  thrust  of  the  Austra- 
lian complaints,  after  heavy 
defeat  in  the  first  Test,  Is  that 
tbe  pitch  was  unacceptable 
and  the  umpiring  of  Mahboob 
Shah  was  incompetent,  if  not 
biased. 


The  pitch  was  assuredly 
prepared  to  suit  the  slow 
bowlers  — at  Karachi  they 
always  are.  But  if  it  was  such  a 
mockery  of  a Test  pitch,  how 
on  earth  did  Pakistan  manage 
to  score  469  on  it? 

The  answer  must  be  that  the 
Australian  spin  bowlers  were 
not  np  to  tiie  task,  their  short- 
comings exposed  even  more 
mercilessly  than  were  those  of 
tbe  England  spinners  last 
winter.  Pakistan's  three  slow 
bowlers  are  superbly  effective 
in  such  conditions.  They  will 
beat  tbe  bat  more  often  and, 
consequently,  are  much  more 
likely  to  earn  leg-before  de- 
cisions, merited  or  otherwise, 
than  their  opponents. 

From  this  distance  no  com- 
ment is  possible  on  the  um- 
piring. It  is  interesting, 
however,  that  Mahboob  Shah 
was  one  of  tbe  few  Pakistan 
umpires  to  find  relative  favour 
with  the  England  players  a 
year  ago. 

He  officiated  in  the  World 
Cop  final  and  later,  when 
England  successfully  objected 
to  the  umpires  appointed  for 
the  final  Test,  Mahboob  stood 
without  protest.  If  be  is  still 
regarded  as  one  of  Pakistan's 
best  umpires,  the  Australian 
reaction  when  they  encounter 
inferior  officials  hardly  bears 

contemplating. 


Border  said  it  was  unbeliev- 
able that  Australia  could  have 
bowled  170  overs  on  a turning 
pitch  whose  bounce  was  un- 
even and  not  had  one  leg- 
before  appeal  upheld.  The  feet 
Australia  lost  tbe  toss  and 
dropped  catches  was  irrele- 
vant in  this  context.  By  the 
thud  and  fourth  days,  when 
Australia  batted,  it  was  impos- 
sible to  play  shots  because  of 
the  unpredictable  way  the  trail 
behaved. 


“Right  from  the  word  go  we 
had  the  feeling  we  were  never 
in  the  game  and  would  never 
be  allowed  to  be  and  that  is 
what  really  irks  the  players." 
Border  said  he  believed  that  it 
was  not  worthwhile  for  any 
team  to  tour  Pakistan  again 
until  tbe  situation  changed. 


“The  pitch  admittedly  was  a 
nightmare  to  umpire  on,  very, 
very  difficult  with  the  dust 
and  the  ball  going  all  over  the 
place.  But  we  have  been  hard 
done  by.  The  only  alternative 
is  neutral  umpires.  We  have 
been  talking  about  this  and  it 
is  the  only  way  to  go." 


Border  added:  “If  you  do 
not  feel  as  though  you  have  a 
chance  in  a game,  I do  not 
understand  why  you  would 
want  to  be  involved  in  tbe 
contest  It  is  nothing  to  do 
with  losing.  You  can  handle 
that  if  it  is  fair  and  square  but 
we  do  not  feel  that  has  been 
the  case.”

Stefen  Edberg,  the  Wimbledon 
champion,  opened  tbe  men's  singles 
tournament  here  yesterday  at  the 
imposing  new  tennis  centre  in  Olympic 
Park,  beating  Horst  Skofi^  of  Austria. 
With  limited  entry  per  country,  and 
several  injuries,  there  are  still  14  of 
the  top  30  ranked  played  among  the 
men  and  19  in  the  women's  singles 
entry. 

The  return  of  tennis  to  the  Olympic 
Games  for  the  first  time  since  1924  is 
having  two  immediate  effects.  Power- 
ful sporting  nations  such  as  Soviet 
Union  and  China  are  substantially 
raising  their  interest  in  the  game,  and 
Increasing  pressure  will  now  be  put 
upon  FIFA,  football's  governing  body, 
and  Joao  HaveJange,  its  president,  to 
enter  foil  professional  teams  in  the 
Games. 

The  widespread  view  here  in  Seoul 
is  that  if  tennis  can  brum  its  best 
players,  FIFA  should  not  be  allowed, 
in  tbe  interest  of  protecting  the  elite 
status  of  the  World  Cup,  to  enter 


teams  of  an  arbitrarily  reduced  qual- 
ity, Either  enter  their  full  teams,  or 
none  at  all. 

Barcelona  would  dearly  like  to  have 
full  professional  teams  entered  in 
1992,  rather  than  European  and  South 
American  sides  who  are  denied  play- 
ers who  have  taken  part  in  previous 
World  Cup  finals.  Havelange  is  less 
than  pleased  with  the  tennis  dev- 
elopment, and  be  will  have  difficulty 
negotiating  with  Samaranch,  the  IOC 
president,  on  FIFA’s  eligibility  role 
over  the  next  two  years.  Full  pro- 
fessionalism in  football  would  increase 
Olympic  revenue  from  television,  and 
in  the  long  term  reduce  World  Cup 
revenue:  never  mind  prestige. 

The  move  towards  the  return  of 
tennis  was  sparked  by  a conversation 
in  tbe  Lenin  stadium  during  a Davis 
Cup  tie  in  1973,  when  a Soviet  official, 
talking  to  Philippe  Chattier,  of 
France,  criticized  the  International 
Tennis  Federation  for  not  doing  more 
to  help  tbe  spread  of  the  game.  Did 
Cbatrier  not  realize,  the  Soviet  asked, 
that  80  per  cent  of  governments  would 

give  no  grant  to  a sport  that  was  not  in 

the  Olympic  Games?  Tennis  was 
happily  established  in  the  grand  slam 
countries,  but  why  be  self-satisfied 
about  the  glories  of  Roland  Garros  or 
Wimbledon?

Snleymanoglu  the  greatest:  world's  strongest  man  alter  breaking  his  sixth  world  record 


Even  in  a sport  as  colourfully 
bizarre  as  weightlifting,  Naim 
Suleyman  oglu  is  unique.  Yes- 
terday, he  won  the  Olympic 
featherweight  title,  having 
changed  his  name  three  times, 
defected  from  Bulgaria  to 
Turkey  and  been  the  subject  of 
probably  the  only  transfer  fee 
in  the  sport  so  that  he  coukl 
lift  in  the  Games. 

Suleymanoglu  is  also  the 
strongest  man  pound  for 
pound  in  history.  At  5ft  and 
9st  6lb,  he  took  the  gold  medal 
here  with  a final  lift  of  almost 
4201b  — the  equivalent  of 
raising  two  moderately 
chubby  15st  prop  forwards 
overhead.  In  ail,  he  broke  six 
world  records  yesterday  to 
bring  his  lifetime  total  to  33. 

Suleymanoglu  is  so  small 
women  want  to  mother  him.

Bom  in  Bulgaria  21  years 
ago,  be  broke  world  records  at 
the  age  of  15  and  would  surely 
have  won  this  title  in  1984  but
